Art  Department 


Course   of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  liave  for  tlieir  object 
tlie  systematic  training  in  tlie  jiractice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  heen  arranged  entirely  with  tlie  view  of  developing  a  knowl- 
edge of  form,  the  laws  of  light  and  shade,  color  and  perspective;  none  of  which 
can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in  the  practice  of  tlie  "Fine"  or  "Applied" 
Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  tliree  years,  depending  on  the  industry 
of  the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  and  write ;  and  the  one  is  hardly  less 
important  in  a  finislied  education  than  the  other.  The  training  of  the  eye  and 
the  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste,  are  an  ami)le  return  for  tlie  cost.

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CalDinets  and  Laboratories, 


It  lias  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradually  raise  the 
standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase,  each  year,  the  facilities 
for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical  knowledge.  To  this  end  the  equipment  of 
the  several  departments  is  being  carefully  looked  after,  and  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble augmented  and  improved  by  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances 
as  are  needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  present  the  equip- 
ment of  the  College  will  (•om])are  most  favorably  with  that  of  any  similar 
institution  in  the  country. 

Botany   and    Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cal)inets  of  Botanical 
and  Mineralogical  specimens,  carefully  selected  with  reference  to  the  acquire- 
ment of  these  studies. 

Anatonnieal    Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has  been  simplified 
and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excellent  works  from  the  cele- 
brated manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris.  The  list  includes  a  life-size  repre- 
sentation of  the  human  body,  colored  in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable 
of  thorough  dissection,  separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larynx,  hand,  and 
eye,  ten  times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectable ;  an  articulated 
skeleton  ;  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added,  furnished  witli 
generators,  retorts,  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  proposed  to  illustrate  in  a  pleas- 
ing and  forcible  manner  lectures  both  in  this  and  other  dejiartments. 

Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratory. 

A  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  provided  for 
the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus  includes  a  galvanic 
battery  of  six  cells,  a  Tcepler-Holtz  electric  machine,  aiid  a  quantity  of  smaller 
pieces  illustrative  of  physical  laws. 
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Astronomical  Department. 

Tlie  College  possesses  :in  excellent  foui'  foot  silver  on  glass  reflecting  telescope 
of  live  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted  equatorially,  and  provided  with 
eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is  located 
in  an  observatory,  recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern,  and  so 
arranged  that  operators  with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students 
desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy  receive 
practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers,  in  addition 
to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  the  regular  instructor  of  the  department. 


Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  witli   valuable  models,   casts  and  studies,  and  all 
appliances  necessary  for  the  attaiiiinent  of  perfection  in  this  branch. 


The  Library. 


The  number  of  vohunes  in  the  Libraiy  is  being  rapidly  added  to  eacli  year, 
the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard  authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  established,  in 
which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of  Foreign  and  Ameri- 
can scientific  and  literary  journals,  and  illustrated  periodicals.  The  list  now

Tlie  rules  are  few,  and  commend  tliemselves  to  tlie  good  judgment  of  the 
patrons  and  students. 

All  students  are  required  to  report  themselves  to  the  President  on  the  opening- 
day  of  the  Collegiate  year,  and  also  on  opening  day  after  the  Christmas  vacation. 
If  not  present,  the  student  will  be  registered  as  "  <(hsent  ivithnut  excuse."  No 
excuse  will  be  received  except  that  of  sickness,  which  must  be  sent  in  writing 
to  the  President. 

Students  entering  tlie  College  will  be  assigned  to  tlie  class  for  wliich  they  are 
found  fitted,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  change  classes  or  <lrop  a  study  without 
permission  of  the  President. 

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exercise  is  required,  and  any  student  wishing  to 
be  absent  from  school  or  from  class  must  obtain  permission  from  the  President. 

Unnecessary  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes,  not  only  with  the 
progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  Init  with  that  of  the  class  to  which  she 
belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  College.  Leave  of  absence, 
therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness,  or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  between  tlie  hours 
of  two  and  four  in  tlie  afternoon. 

tStrangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  tlie  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

On  Sabbath  students  are  required  to  attend  such  church  as  parents  or  guardians 
may  designate.  Where  no  preference  is  expressed  tliey  will  attend  with  the 
President. 

The  dress  of  students  should  be  simple  and  inexjiensive.  IHatnonds  and  costly 
jewelry  must  not  be  brought  to  the  Collef/e. 

Parents  are  requested  to  prepare  their  daughters'  wardrobes  fully  before 
leaving  home.  Necessary  shojiping  will  l)e  attended  to  one  afternoon  in  each 
week.     No  young  lady  will  be  permitted  to  shop  oftener  than  once  a  month. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  be  sent  to  tlie  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her  own  towels, 
napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 
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Each  young  lady  sliould  be  provided  witli  an  umbrella,  India  rubber  over- 
shoes, leggings,  water-proof  cloak,  and  a  warm  dressing  gown;  which,  in  case  of 
sickness,  is  indispensable.  Every  article  belonging  to  the  student  must  ))e 
distinctly  marked  with  the  full  name. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the  cultivation 
among  the  pupils  of  a  high  aenfte  of  honor.  Every  care  is  taken  to  remove 
temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery  that  a  pupil  cannot  he  trusted,  she 
will  be  removed  from  the  school. 

Since  only  by  intelligent  cooperation  of  parents  and  teachers  satisfactory 
results  in  education  can  be  secured,  we  ask  our  patrons  to  aid  us  in  our  work,  by 
seconding  our  eft"orts  to  secure  punctuality,  uninterrupted  application  to  study, 
and  the  systematic  performance  of  every  duty. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  limit  the  amount  of  spending  money,  and  to  permit 
jio  bills  to  be  contracted  by  their  daughters.

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Chapel,  by 
members  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  others  of  acknowledged  reputation  and  ability.

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Deductions. 


Without  an  express  understanding  to  the  contrary,  all  students,  by  the  act  of 
entering  College,  engage  to  remain  during  the  entire  year,  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entering,  and  therefore  become  responsible  for  the  full 
charge  for  board  and  tuition.  Those  who  leave  before  the  end  of  the  year  are 
regarded  as  failing  to  meet  their  obligations  under  the  contract,  and  as  having 
no  claim  upon  ihe  College  for  deductions  or  reimbursements. 

Cases,  however,  which  arise  from  absolute  and  unavoidable  necessity,  may  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  who  will  consider  them  on 
their  merits  and  exercise  their  discretion  concerning  them. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  an<l  laundry,  will  be 
allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denominations. 

And  as  the  contract  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  professors  and 
teacliers  covers  the  entire  year,  no  deduction  v-ill  be  made  in  any  case  for  tuition.

The  ( 'olii'se  hiiilding  is  situated  on  Fiftli  Avenue,  sinne  three  and  a  half 
miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city.  The  location  is  the  most  commanding  and 
l)eautiful  witliin  the  hounds  of  the  municipal  corporation,  being  free  from  the 
smoke  and  dust  of  tlie  city,  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  ^vithin  three  minutes'  walk 
of  tlie  Oakland  horse  cars.  To  use  the  language  of  one  wlio  is  familiar  with  the

The  College  grounds  embrace  between  ten  and  eleven  acres,  on  the  southeast 
border  of  the  city,  comprising  an  eminence  which  commands  one  of  the  finest 
views  imaginable,  of  both  city  and  country,  for  miles  around.  For  beauty  of 
situation,  for  taste  displayed  in  improvement,  and  for  healtlifulness,  tlie  location 
cannot  be  surpassed,  and  is  rarely  equaled. 
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The  nuiin  Iniilding  is  of  the  Gothic  order  of  architecture,  built  of  brick,  and 
stands  upon  the  most  commanding  point  of  the  grounds.  Tlie  main  front 
extends  ninety-six  feet,  facing  Fiftli  Avenue,  while  tlie  eastern  front  extends 
one  hundred  and  forty  feet,  with  a  wing  sixty-two  feet  in  depth,  embracing  the 
school  I'ooms  and  students'  apartments.

The  rooms  and  lialls  are  comfortably  warmed  hy  means  of 
steam  radiators,  and  thorough  ventilation  is  provided  for  by  a  system  of  flues 
connecting  with  every  room  in  the  building. 

All  the  rooms  are  neatly  carpeted  and  furnished,  and  are  arranged  for  the 
greatest  ease  of  communication.

Art  Department. 


Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have  for  tlieir  object 
the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of  developing  a 
knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  liglit  and  shade,  color  and  perspective  ;  none  of 
which  can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in  the  "practice  of  the  "  Fine  "  or 
"Applied"   Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending  on  tlie 
industry  of  the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  and  write;  and  the  one  is  hardly 
less  important  in  a  finished  education  ihan  the  otlier.  The  training  of  the  eye 
and  the  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  tiie  taste,  are  an  ample  return  for  the  cost.

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradually  raise 
the  standard  of  scholarsliip  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase,  each  year,  the 
facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical  knowledge.  To  this  end  the 
equipment  of  the  several  departments  is  being  carefully  looked  after,  and  as 
rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and  improved  by  the  procurement  of  such  me- 
chanical appliances  as  are  needed  for  practical  experiment  and'  illustration. 
Great  jjrogress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at 
present  the  ecjuipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that  of 
any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

Botany   and  Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of  Botanical 
and  Mineralogical  specimens,  carefully  selected  with  reference  to  the  acquire- 
ment of  these  studies. 

Anatomical   Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has  been  simpli- 
fied and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excellent  works  from  the 
celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris.  The  list  includes  a  life-size 
representation  of  the  human  body,  colored  in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and 
capable  of  thorough  dissection,  sepirate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larynx, 
hand  and  eye,  ten  times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectable  ;  an 
articulated  skeleton  ;  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added,  furnished 
with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  witli  which  it  is  proposed  to  illustrate  in  a 
pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both  in  this  and  other  departments. 

Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratory. 

A  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  provided  for 
the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus  includes  a  galvanic 
battery  of  six  cells,  a  Ttepler-Holtz  electric  machine,  and  a  quantity  of  smaller 
pieces  illustrative  of  physical  laws. 
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Astronomical   Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four  foot  silver  on  glass  reflecting  tele- 
scope of  live  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted  equatorially,  and  provided 
with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is 
located  in  an  observatory,  recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern, 
and  so  arranged  that  operators  with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it. 
Students  desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy 
receive  practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers,  in 
addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  the  regular  instructor  of  the 
department. 

Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and  studies,  and 
all  appliances  necessary  for  tlie  attainment  of  perfection  in  this  branch. 

The  Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidly  added  to  each  year, 
the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard  authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Heading  Room  has  been  established,  in 
which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of  Foreign  and  Ameri- 
can scientific  and  literary  journals,  and  illustrated  periodicals.  The  list  now

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*  College  Regulations. 


The  rules  are  few,  and  commend  themselves  to  the  good  judgment  of  the 
patrons  and  students. 

All  students  are  required  to  report  themselves  to  the  President  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  Collegiate  year,  and  also  on  opening  day  after  the  Christmas 
vacation.  If  not  present,  the  studentwill  be  registered  as  "  absent  xnthout  excuse." 
No  excuse  will  be  received  except  that  of  sickness,  which  must  be  sent  in  writing 
to  the  President. 

Students  entering  the  College  will  be  assigned  to  the  class  for  which  they 
are  found  litted,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  change  classes  or  drop  a  study 
without  permission  of  the  President. 

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exercise  is  required,  and  any  student  wishing 
to  be  absent  from  school  or  from  class  must  obtain  permiss  infrom  the  President. 

Unnecessary  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes  not  only  with  the 
progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the  class  to  which  she 
Iselongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  College.  Leave  of  absence, 
therefore,,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness,  or  otber  unavoidable  necessity. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  between  the 
hours  of  two  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the  parent  or 
guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

On  Sabbath  students  are  required  to  attend  such  church  as  parents  or 
guardians  may  designate.  Where  no  preference  is  expressed  they  will  attend 
with  the  President. 

The  dress  of  students  should  be  simple  and  inexpensive.  Diumo)ids  and 
costly  jewelry  mnst  not  be  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  are  requested  to  prepare  their  daughters'  wardrobes  fully  before 
leaving  home.  Necessary  shopping  will  be  attended  to  one  afternoon  in  each 
week.     No  young  lady  will  be  permitted  to  shop  oftener  than  once  a  month. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  be  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her  own 
towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

*  Parents  are  requested  to  read  the  above  carefully. 
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Each  young  lady  should  be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  India  rubber  over- 
shoes, leggings,  water-proof  cloak,  and  a  warm  dressing-gown  ;  which,  in  case  of 
sickness,  is  indispensable.  Every  article  belonging  to  the  student  must  be 
distinctly  marked  with  the  full  name. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the  cultiva- 
tion among  the  pupils  of  a  high  sense  of  honor.  Every  care  is  taken  to  remove 
temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery  that  a  pupil  cannot  he  trusted,  she 
will  be  removed  from  the  school. 

Since  only  by  intelligent  cooperation  of  parents  and  teachers  satisfactory 
results  in  education  can  be  secured,  we  ask  our  patrons  to  aid  us  in  our  work,  by 
seconding  our  efforts  to  secure  punctuality,  uninterrupted  application  to  study, 
and  the  systematic  performance  of  every  duty. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  limit  the  amount  of  spending  money,  and.  to 
permit  no  bills  to  be  contracted  by  their  daughters.

Term    Examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the  studies  of  that 
term.     These  examinations  are  both  ora/and  irrittcri,  as  each  instructor  may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  (vo  weeeks  before  the  close 
of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties  as  preparation  for  Com- 
mencement Exercises  may  demand. 
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Graduation. 


To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the  examina- 
tion in  the  Classical  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree  of  A.  B. — - 
Artium  Baccalnurea. 

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  liave  sustained  the  examina- 
tion in  the  Eiu/U.^h  or  Scientific  Department,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic 
Degree  of  M.  P. — Mistress  of  Philosophi/. 

Students  completing  the  full  course  in  the  Mu!<iral  Deixirtmcnt,  (  Vocal  or  /)(- 
strumental  being  elective,)  will  receive  testimonials  of  Musical  Scholarship, upon 
complying  with  and  passing  the  test  examinations. 

Application    for    Roonis. 

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms,  not  engaged  by 
former  students,  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the  register. 

Concerts   and    Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  city  to  attend  concerts 
of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and  scientific.  Arrangements 
are  made,  when  necessary,  to  charter  cars  for  the  special  use  of  the  College.  No 
young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go  without  the  escort  of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Cliapel,  by 
members  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  others  of  acknowledged  reputation  and  ability. 
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Terms. 


The  Collegiate  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  commencing  as  follows  : 

First  Term — Wednesday,  September  14,  1S87. 

Second  Term — Wednesday,  February  1,  1S88. 

All  bills  for  Boarding,  Tuition  and  Extras,  are  due  one-half  on  the  first  day 
of  the  term,  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  In  case  of  delay 
beyond  ten  days,  the  Treasurer  will  be  at  liberty  to  draw  upon  the  patrons  in 
arrears.  i!

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Deductions. 


Without  an  express  understanding  to  tlie  contrary,  all  students,  by  the  act 
of  entering  College,  engage  to  remain  during  the  entire  year,  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entering,  and  therefore  become  responsible  for  the  full 
charge  for  board  and  tuition.  Those  who  leave  before  the  end  of  the  year  are 
regarded  as  failing  to  meet  their  obligations  under  the  contract,  and  as  having 
no  claim  upon  the  College  for  deductions  or  reimbursements. 

Cases,  however,  which  arise  from  absolute  and  unavoidable  necessity,  may 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  who  will  consider  them 
on  their  merits  and  exercise  their  discretion  concerning  them. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  and  laundry,  will  be 
allowed  to  the  daugliters  of  ministers  of  all  denominations. 

And  as  the  contract  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  professors  and 
teachers  covers  the  entire  year,  no  dedvction  ivill  be  made  in  any  case  for  tuition.

This  College  is  reached  from  different  parts  of  the  city  by  two  principal 
routes — the  Fifth  Avenue  Street  Railway,  landing  passengers  at  the  College 
entrance,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad,  at  East  Liberty,  and  Fifth 
Avenue  Street  Cars.

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Location  of  the  College. 


The  College  building  is  situated  on  Fifth  Avenue,  some  three  and  a  half 
miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city.  The  location  is  the  most  commanding  and 
beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal  corporation,  being  free  from  the 
smoke  and  dust  of  the  city,  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes'  walk 
of  the  Oakland  horse  cars.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who  is  familiar  with  the

The  College  grounds  embrace  between  ten  and  eleven  acres,  on  the  south- 
east border  of  the  city,  comprising  an  eminence  which  commands  one  of  the 
finest  views  imaginable,  of  *botli  city  and  country,  for  miles  around.  For  beauty 
of  situation,  for  taste  displayed  in  improvement,  and  for  healthfulness,  the 
location  cannot  be  surpassed,  and  is  rarely  equaled. 
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The  main  building  is  of  the  Gothic  order  of  architecture,  built  of  brick, 
and  stands  upon  the  most  commanding  point  of  the  grounds.  The  main  front 
extends  ninety-six  feet,  facing  Fifth  Avenue,  while  the  eastern  front  extends 
one  hundred  and  forty  feet,  with  a  wing  sixty-two  feet  in  depth,  embracing  the 
school  rooms  and  students'  apartments.

The  whole  house  is  three  stories  in  height,  and  contains  upwards  of  sixty 
apartments.  The  accompanying  plans  show  the  relations  and  uses  of  the  several 
apartments.  The  building  is  supplied  with  gas  throughout,  and  hot  and  cold 
water  on  each  floor.  The  rooms  and  halls  are  comfortably  warmed  by  means  of 
steam  radiators,  and  thorough  ventilation  is  provided  for  by  a  system  of  flues 
connecting  with  every  room  in  the  building. 

All  the  rooms  are  neatly  carpeted  and  furnished,  and  are  arranged  for  the 
greatest  ease  of  communication. 
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The  whole  building  has  been  constructed  and  furnished  with  a  view  to  the 
greatest  possible  comfort  of  its  inmates,  and  the  friends  of  the  institution  can 
confidently  point  to  it  as  affording  superior  advantages  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  has  been  intended.

The  Course  lasts  from  iwo  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending  on  the 
industry  of  the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  antl  write  ;  and  tlie  one  is  hardly 
less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The  training  of  the  eye 
and  the  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste,  are  an  am])le  I'eturn  f((i'  the  cost.

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradually  raise 
the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase,  each  year,  the 
facilities  for  obtaining  thorougli  and  practical  knowledge.  To  this  end  tlw 
equipment  of  the  several  departments  is  l)eing  carefully  looked  after,  and  as 
rapidly  as  ])ossible  augmented  and  improved  hy  the  procurement  of  such  me- 
chanical appliances  as  are  needed  for  i)ractical  exjieriment  and  illustration. 
Great  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and 
at  present  the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  tliat 
of  anv  similar  institution  in  the  countrv. 


Botany  and  Mineralogy. 

The  College  j)ossesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of  Bf)tanical 
and  Mineralogical  s|)ecimens,  carefully  selected  with  reference  to  the  acquire- 
ment of  these  studies. 


Anatomical  Laboratory. 

The  jiractical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has  ))ecn  simpli- 
tied  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  nundier  of  excellent  works  from  the 
celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux.  at  Paris.  Tlie  list  includes  a  life-size 
representation  of  the  human  body,  colored  in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and 
capable  of  thorough  dissection,  separate  pieces  representing  the  lieart,  larynx, 
hand  and  eye,  ten  times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectable  ;  an 
articulated  skeleton  ;  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illustration. 

During  the  year  a  j>owerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  l^een  added,  furnished 
with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  proposed  to  illustrate  in  a 
pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  botii  in  this  and  other  de])artmcnts. 


Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratory. 

A  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  provided  for 
the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus  includes  a  galvanic 
battery  of  six  cells,  a  Tcepler-Holz  el(>ctric  machine,  and  a  quantity  of  snuiller 
pieces  illustrative  of  physical  laws. 
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Astronomical   Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four  toot  silver  on  glass  reflecting  tele- 
scope of  live  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted  equatorially,  and  ])rovided 
with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is 
located  in  an  observatory,  recently  erected,  of  tlie  ini[)roved  Komsey  [)attern, 
and  so  arranged  that  operators  with  but  little  exjierience  can  nuinipulate  it, 
i^tudents  desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy 
receive  practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers,  in 
addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  tiie  regular  instructor  of  the 
department. 


Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuabk'   uumIcIs,  casts  and   studies,  ami 
all  appliances  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  perfection  in  this  branch. 


The   Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidly  addetl  to  each  year, 
the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard  authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Koom  has  been  established,  in 
which  are  placed  on  tile,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of  Foreign  and  Ameri- 
can scientific  and  literary  journals,  and  illustrated  periodicals.

The  rules  are  few,  and  conmiend  tliemselves  to  the  good  judgment  of  the 
patrons  and  students. 

All  students  are  reijuired  to  report  themselves  tc»  the  President  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  Collegiate  year,  and  also  on  opening  day  after  the  Christmas 
vacation.  If  not  present,  the  student  will  I)e  registered  as  "  absent  without  excuse." 
No  excuse  will  be  received  except  tliat  of  sickness,  which  must  be  sent  in  writ- 
ing to  the  President. 

Students  entering  the  College  will  be  assigned  to  the  class  for  whicli  they 
are  found  fitted,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  change  classes  or  drop  a  study 
without  permission  of  the  President. 

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exei'cise  is  recpiired,  and  any  student  wishing 
to  be  absent  fi-om  scliool  nr  fi-om  clitss  must  obtain  permission  from  tlie  Presi- 
dent. 

Unnecessaiy  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes  not  only  with  the 
progress  of  tlie  student  wlio  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the  class  to  which  she 
belongs,  and  witli  the  order  and  disci[)line  of  the  College.  Leave  of  absence, 
therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness,  or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will  please  confer 
with  the  President  :  neither  write  noi-  tele])hone,  nor  telegraph  theii-  wishes  to 
their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  stutlents  will  please  arrange  to  call  IjetAveen  the 
hours  of  two  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the  i)arent  or 
guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

On  Sabbath  students  are  required  to  attend  such  cliurch  as  parents  or 
guardians  may  designate.  Where  no  preference  is  expressed  they  will  attend 
with  the  President. 

Tlie  dress  of  students  should  he  siuijile  and  inex]»ensive.  Diamonds  and 
costly  jewelry  must  not  be  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  are  requested  to  [jrepare  their  daughters'  wardrobes  fully  before 
leaving  home.  Necessary  shopping  will  be  attended  to  one  afternoon  in  each 
week.     No  young  lady  will  be  permitted  to  shoji  oftener  than  once  a  month. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  be  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Eacli  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her  own 
towels,  napkins,  najjkin  ring  and  toilet  soaj). 

*  Parents  are  requested  to  read  the  above  carefully. 
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Each  ytiung  lady  should  be  provided  with  an  uud^rella,  India  rulil)er  over- 
shoes, leggins,  water-proof  cloak,  and  a  warm  dressing  gown  ;  wliich,  in  case  of 
sickness,  is  indispensable.  Every  article  belonging  to  the  student  must  be 
distinctly  marked  with  the  full  name. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the  cultiva- 
tion among  the  pupils  of  a  high  sense  of  honor.  Every  care  is  taken  to  remove 
temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery  that  a  pupil  cannot  he  trusted,  she 
will  be  removed  from  the  school.

Concerts    and    Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  city  to  attend  concerts 
of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and  scientific.  Arrangements 
are  made,  when  necessary,  to  charter  cars  for  the  special  use  of  the  College.  No 
young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go  without  the  escort  of  a  teacher.

Witliovit  :in  express  understanding  to  the  contrary,  all  students,  by  the  act 
of  entering  College,  engage  to  remain  during  the  entire  year,  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entering,  and  therefore  become  resjionsible  for  the  full 
charge  for  board  and  tuition.  Those  who  leave  before  the  end  of  the  year  are 
regarded  as  failing  to  meet  their  obligations  under  the  contract,  and  as  having 
no  claim  upon  the  College  for  deductions  or  reimbursements. 

Cases,  however,  which  arise  from  absolute  and  unavoidable  necessity,  may 
be  referreil  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  College,  who  will  consider  them 
on  their  merits  and  exercise  their  discretion  concerning  them. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  and  laundry,  will  be 
allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denominations. 

And  as  the  contract  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  professors  and 
teachers  covers  the  entire  year,  no  deduction  will  be  made  in  any  case  for  tuition.

The  College  is  reached  from  the  city  by  two  routes— by  a  line  of  cable 
cars  on  Fifth  Avenue,  which  lands  passengers  at  the  College  entrance ;  or 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  to  East  Liberty  Station,  from  whence  also  by 
the  above  mentioned  cable  cars  the  College  entrance  is  reached  ;  or  by  cabs 
at  the  Station,  which  will  convey  passengers  to  the  door  of  the  College. 

Strangers,  on  arriving  in  the  city  at  the  Union  Depot,  may  obtain  all 
needed  information  by  inquiring  of  the  Excelsior  Express  and  Standard  Cab 
Company,  which  also  delivers  baggage  at  the  College. 
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Location  of  the  College. 


The  College  Building  is  situated  on  Fifth  Avenue,  some  three  and  a 
half  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city.  The  location  is  the  most  commanding 
and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal  corporation,  is  perfectly 
retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes'  walk  of  the  cable  cars,  by  which  the 
city,  or  other  suburban  parts,  are  reached.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who 
is  familiar  with  the  scenery  of  this  country  :  "  No  educational  institution  in 
the  land  can  compare  with  the  Pennsylvania  Female  College  for  beauty  of 
situation,  purity  of  atmosphere,  compass  of  view  and  special  adaptedness  of 
the  location  to  retirement,  combined  with  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of 
the  city."

The  College  grounds  embrace  between  ten  and  eleven  acres,  on  the  south- 
east border  of  "the  city,  comprising  an  eminence  which  commands  one  of  the 
finest  views  imaginable,  of  both  city  and  country,  for  miles  around.  For  beauty 
of  situation,  for  taste  displayed  in  improvement,  and  for  healthfulness,  the 
location  cannot  be  surpassed,  and  is  rarely  equaled. 
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The  main  building  is  of  the  Gothic  ordci-  of  architecture,  built  of  brick, 
and  stands  upon  the  most  commanding  ])oint  nf  ti>e  grounds.  The  main  fnint 
extends  ninety-six  feet,  facing  Fifth  Avenue,  while  the  eastern  front  extends 
one  hundred  and  forty  feet,  with  a  wing  sixty-two  feet  in  dei)th,  embracing  the 
school  rooms  and  students'  apartments.

The  whole  house  is  three  stf)ries  in  height,  and  cmitains  upwards  of  sixty 
apartments.  The  accompanying  plans  show  the  rehitions  and  uses  of  the  sev- 
eral apartments.  The  building  is  supplied  with  gas  throughout,  and  Iiot  and 
cold  water  on  eacli  Hoor.  The  rooms  and  halls  are  comfortably  warmed  by 
means  of  steam  radiators,  and  thorough  ventilation  is  ])rovided  for  by  a  system 
of  flues  connecting  with  every  room  in  tJie  building. 

All  the  rooms  are  neatly  car2)eted  and  furnislied.  and  are  arranged  for  the 
greatest  ease  of  communication. 
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The  whole  building  has  been  constructed  and  furnished  with  a  view  to  the 
greatest  ])0ssible  comfort  of  its  inmates,  and  the  friends  of  the  institution  can 
confidently  point  to  it  as  affording  superior  advantages  for  the  purjtoses  for 
which  it  has  been  intended.

Elocution  will  be  tautjlit  liy  tlie  most  apiu'oved  metliods.  Attention  is 
(^lled  to  the  followino- : 

The  subject  of  Elocution  is  one  wliich  is  daily  assuming-  a  more  prominent 
place  in  a  carefully  selected  course  of  study.  The  importance  of  vocal  develop- 
ment and  training  can  liardly  be  over-estimated.  Attention  is  particularly  di- 
rectedto  the  following  general  statements  : 

1.  t^ix  or  eight  hours  of  speaking,  daily,  shouhl  not  injure  the  voice  or 
greatly  fatigue  the  vocal  organs. 

'2.  Fatigue,  hoarseness  and  sore  throat  ai-e  the  result  of  tlie  misuse  of  tlie 
vocal  organs. 

)).     The  jtower  of  a  voice  ought  to  be  doubled  by  systematic  drill. 

Imitative  Elocution  is  to  be  carefully  avoided.  It  renders  the  pupil  but  a 
poor  copy  of  iier  teacher,  and  develops  none  of  her  own  powers.  It  is  the  aim 
of  the  "  ohl  schodl  "  system  to  strengtlien  the  voice  by  developing  the  voice 
producing  muscles,  to  cultivate  all  the  organs  of  speed),  to  train  the  entire  body 
to  free  and  graceful  movements,  to  lead  the  faculties  of  the  miiui  to  prompt  and 
decisive  action. 

The  analytical  literature  study  which  forms  a  part  of  tiiis  s  :stem  of  work, 
should  give  increasing  quickness  of  perception,  and  a  genuine  love  for  the 
beautiful  in  literature. 


The  Course  in  Advanced  Literature, 

For  those  who  have  completed  the  literary  studies  of  the  Junior  and   Senior 
years,  will  embrace  the  following  subjects  : 

Bascom's  Philosophy  of  English  Literature  ;  selections  from  Marsh's  Anglo- 
Saxon  Reader  ;  a  study  of  tlie  biographies  of  several  representative  continental 
writers.  Coustan.t  reference  to  Welsh's  Development  of  the  English  Language 
and  Literature  will  be  required.  In  Shaksperian  study  attention  will  be  given 
to  Shakspere,  liis  mind,  his  art,  and  a  criticism  of  his  works.  Essays  will  be  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  on  topics  connected  with  the  literary  study.

The  new  buildinji-,  J^ilworth  Hall,  in  conrse  of  erection,  will  he  eoni- 
]>lete(1  at  the  openiniJ-  of  the  fall  term  of   188S. 

It  will  give  Increased  facilities  for  work,  and  will  contain  a  large,  commo- 
dious chapel,  capable  of  seating  (ioO  jiersons  ;  large  class  rooms  :  a  more  sjiacious 
laboratory,  fitted  with  many  of  the  modern  appliances  for  work  in  the  f^cientitic 
Department;  a  C'ahinet  and  Fine  Art  Eoom  :  and  also  ])rivate  rooms  fm- stn- 
dents,  necessary  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  the  instit\ition.

Dilworth  Hall,  so  named  in  memory  of  Mr.  Joseph  Dilworth,  of 
Pittsburgh,  who  gave  largely  to  its  erection,  was  completed  and  ready 
for  occupancy  during  the  second  semester. 

The  second  and  third  floors  contain  a  studio^  cabinet,  laboratory, 
three  recitation  rooms,  twelve  students'  rooms  and  lavatory,  while  the 
whole  of  the  main  floor  is  devoted  to  the  Chapel,  which  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  650. 

This  auditorium  is  lighted  by  cathedral  glass  windows,  the  largest 
of  which  is  the  gift  of  the  College  Alumnae. 

The  Hall  is  connected  with  the  main  building  by  means  of  covered 
passages. 

Thorough  approved  apparatus  for  ventilation,  heating  and  lighting 
have  been  adopted.

Admission    of    Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher  class,  must 
be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in 
the  following  studies  :  English  :  (Every  student  will  be  required  to 
write  an  essay  of  from  two  to  four  pages  upon  a  subject  assigned  at  the 
time,  and  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works:  Irving's  Sketch 
Book.  Franklin's  Autobiography.  Church's  Roman  Life.  Scott's 
Rob  Roy.  Macaulay's  Lays  of  Rome.  HaAvthorne's  House  of  Seven 
Gables.)  Geography  ;  History  of  United  States  and  England  ; 
Arithmetic  ;  Olney's  Complete  Algebra,  or  Wentworth  ;  Zoology  ; 
Physical  Geography. 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general  rules  of 
Syntax  and  Prosody  ;  C?esar,  four  books  ;  Virgil,  six  books  ;  il^neid  ; 
Four  orations  of  Cicero.     Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Second  Academic  Class  will  be 
examined  in  the  studies  of  the  First  Academic. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  examined 
in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in  such 
elective  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  approved  by  the 
Faculty. 

Term    Examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the  studies 
of  that  term.  These  examinations  are  oral  or  written,  as  the  instructor 
may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  two  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties  as 
preparation  for  Commencement  exercises  may  demand. 
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Graduation. 

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the 
examination  in  the  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree 
of  A.  B. — Artium  Bacccdaurea. 

Students  completing  the  full  course  in  the  jMusical  DejDartment 
(Vocal  or  Instrumental  being  elective),  Avill  receive  testimonials 
of  JMusical  Scholarship  upon  complying  with  and  passing  the  test 
examinations. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  Avill  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  engaged 
by  former  students,  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the 
register. 

Concerts  and  Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  city  to  attend 
concerts  of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and  scientific. 
Arrangements  are  njade,  when  necessary,  to  charter  cars  for  the 
special  use  of  the  College.  No  young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go 
Avithout  the  escort  of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Chapel 
by  members  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  others  of  acknowledged  reputation 
and  ability.

Two  languages  must  be  studied  throughout  the  course  by  every 
student  for  a  degree.  Latin  is  recjuired  through  the  Sophomore 
Year  ;  elective  in  the  Junior  and  Senior.  The  second  language 
may  be  Greek,  German  or  French.

Elocution  will  be  tuught  by  the  most  approved  methods.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  following  : 

The  subject  of  Elocution  is  one  which  is  daily  assuming  a  more 
prominent  place  in  a  carefully  selected  course  of  study.  The  import- 
ance of  vocal  development  and  training  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following  general  statements  : 

1.  Six  or  eight  hours  of  speaking,  daily,  should  not  injure  the 
voice  or  greatly  fatigue  the  vocal  organs. 

2.  Fatigue,  hoarseness  and  sore  throat  are  the  result  of  the  misuse 
of  the  vocal  organs. 

3.  The  power  of  a  voice  ought  to  be  doubled  by  SA^stematic  drill. 
Imitative  Elocution  is  to  be   carefully  avoided.     It   renders  the 

pupil  but  a  poor  copy  of  her  teacher,  and  develops  none  of  her  own 
powers.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  "old  school"  system  to  strengthen  the 
voice  by  developing  the  voice  producing  muscles,  to  cultivate  all  the 
organs  of  speech,  to  train  the  entire  body  to  free  and  graceful  move- 
ments, to  lead  the  faculties  of  the  mind  to  prompt  and  decisive  action. 
The  analytical  literature  study  which  forms  a  part  of  this  system 
of  work,  should  give  increasing  quickness  of  perception,  and  a  genu- 
ine love  for  the  beautiful  in  literature. 


The  Course  in  Advanced  Literature, 

For  those  Avho  have  completed  the  literary  studies  of  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years,  will  embrace  the  following  subjects  : 

Bascom's  Philosophy  of  English  Literature  ;  Selections  from 
Marsh's  Anglo-Saxon  Reader ;  a  study  of  the  biographies  of 
several  representative  continental  writers.  Constant  reference  to 
Welsh's  Development  of  the  English  Language  and  Literature 
will  be  required.  In  Shaksperian  study  attention  will  be  given  to 
Shakspere,  his  mind,  his  art,  and  a  criticism  of  his  works.  Essays 
will  be  required  from  time  to  time  on  topics  connected  with  the  liter- 
ary study.

Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have  for 
their  ol)ject  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of  develop- 
ing a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  light  and  shade,  color  and 
perspective  ;  none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  Avith,  whether  in 
the  practice  of  the  "Fine  "  or  "Applied"  Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending  on 
the  industry  of   the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  and  write  ;  and  the  one  is 
hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The 
training  of  the  eye  and  the  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste, 
are  an  ample  return  for  the  cost.

Terms. 


The  Collegiate  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  commencing  as  fol- 
lows : 

First  Term — Wednesday,  September  11,  1889. 

Secois^d  Term — Monday,  February  3,  1890. 

All  bills  for  Boarding,  Tuition,  and  extras,  are  due  one-half  on  the 
first  day  of  the  term,  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 
In  case  of  delay  beyond  ten  days,  the  Treasurer  will  be  at  liberty  to 
draw  upon  the  patrons  in  arrears. 
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Cabinets   and   Laljoratories. 


It  lias  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradually 
raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase, 
each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical  knowl- 
edge. To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is  being 
carefully  looked  after  and  as  rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  by  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that 
of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

Botany   and    Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Botanical  and  Mineralogical  Specimens,  carefully  selected  with 
reference  to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

Anatomical    Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  colored 
in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  rej)resenting  the  heart,  larynx,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectible  ;  an 
articulated  skeleton,  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture 
illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  proposed 
to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both  in  this 
and  other  departments. 
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Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratory. 
iV  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus 
includes  a  galvanic  battery  of  six  cells,  a  Tcepler-Holz  electric 
machine,  and  a  quantity  of  smaller  pieces  illustrative  of  physical 
laws.  . 

Astronomical    Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "silver-on-glass" 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorially,  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general 
astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is  located  in  an  observatory, 
recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Romsey  jDattern,  and  so  arranged  that 
operators  with  but  little  exj^erience  can  manipulate  it.  Students  desir- 
ing to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy  receive 
practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers, 
in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conduded  by  the  regular 
instructor  of  the  department. 

Art    Collections.  ■ 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  perfec- 
tion in  this  branch. 
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The    Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  tlie  Library  is  being  rapidly  added  to 
each  year,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard 
authors  represented. 

In  connection  Avith  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
lished, in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of 
Foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literary  journals  and  illustrated 
periodicals.

The  rules  are  few,  and  commend  themselves  to  the  good  judgment 
of  the  patrons  and  students. 

All  students  are  required  to  report  themselves  to  the  President  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  Collegiate  year,  and  also  on  opening  day  after 
the  Christmas  vacation.  If  not  present,  the  student  will  be  registered 
as  "absent  without  excuse."  No  excuse  will  be  received  except  that  of 
sickness,  which  must  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  President. 

Students  entering  the  College  will  be  assigned  to  the  class  for  which 
they  are  found  fitted,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  change  classes  or 
drop  a  study  without  permission  of  the  President. 

Punctual  attendance  at  eveiy  exercise  is  required,  and  any  student 
wishing  to  be  absent  from  school  or  from  class  must  obtain  permission 
from  the  President. 

Unnecessary  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes  not  only 
with  the  progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the 
class  to  which  she  belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the 
College.  Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness 
or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will  please 
communicate  Avith  the  President ;  neither  write  nor  telephone,  nor 
telegraph  their  wishes  to  their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

On  Sabbath  students  are  required  to  attend  such  church  as  parents 
or  guardians  may  designate.  Where  no  preference  is  expressed  they 
will  attend  with  the  President. 
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The  dress  of  students  should  l)e  simple  and  inexpensive.  Dia- 
monds and  costly  jewelry  must  not  he  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  are  requested  to  jDrepare  their  daughters'  wardrobes  fully 
before  leaving  home.  Necessary  shopping  Avill  be  attended  to  one 
afternoon  in  each  Aveek.  No  young  lady  ■will  be  permitted  to  shop 
oftener  than  once  a  month. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  he  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her 
own  towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

Each  young  lady  should  be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  India  rub- 
ber overshoes,  leggins  and  w^ater-proof  cloak.  A  warm  dressing 
gown  also  is,  in  case  of  sickness,  indispensable.  Every  article  belong- 
ing to  the  student  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  her  full  name. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the 
cultivation  among  the  pupils  of  a  high  sense  of  honor.  Every  care  is 
taken  to  remove  temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery  that 
a  pupil  cannot  he  trusted,  she  will  be  removed  from  the  school. 

Since  only  by  intelligent  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers 
satisfactory  results  in  education  can  be  secured,  we  ask  our  patrons 
to  aid  us  in  our  Avork,  by  seconding  our  efforts  to  secure  punctuality, 
uninterrupted  application  to  study,  and  the  systematic  performance  of 
every  duty.  ■  '     '

erty Station,  from  which  also  by  the  above  mentioned  cable  cars  the 
College  entrance  is  reached  ;  or  by  cabs  at  the  Station,  which  Avill 
convey  passenger^  to  the  door  of   the  College.

The  College  Building  is  situated  on  Fifth  Avenue,  some  three  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.

Regulations  of  the  Course. 


Admission  of  Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher  class,  must 
be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in 
the  following  studies:  English:  (Every  student  Avill  be  required  to 
write  an  essay  of  from  two  to  four  pages  upon  a  subject  assigned  at  the 
time,  and  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works  :  Irving's  Sketch 
Book.  Franklin's  Autobiography.  Church's  Roman  Life.  Scott's 
Rob  Roy.  Macaulay's  Lays  of  Rome.  Hawthorne's  House  of  Seven 
Gables.)  Geography  ;  History  of  the  United  States  and  England  ; 
Arithmetic  ;  Olney's  Complete  Algebra,  or  Wentworth  ;  Zoology  ; 
Physical  Geography. 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general  rules 
of  Syntax  and  Prosody;  Ciesar,  four  books ;  Virgil,  six  books  ;  ^neid  ; 
Four  orations  of  Cicero.     Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Second  Academic  Class  will  be 
examined  in  the  studies  of  the  First  Academic. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  Avill  be  examined 
in  all  studies  'prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in  such 
elective  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  approved  by  the 
Faculty. 

Term  Examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the  studies 
of  that  term.  These  examinations  are  oral  or  written,  as  the  instructor 
may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  two  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties  as 
preparation  for  Commencement  exercises  may  demand. 
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Graduation. 

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the 
examination  in  the  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree 
of  A.  B. — Artiiim  Baccalaurea. 

Students  completing  the  full  course  in  the  Musical  Department 
(Vocal  or  Instrumental  being  elective),  will  I'eceive  testimonials 
of  Musical  Scholarship  upon  complying  with  and  passing  the  test 
examinations. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  engaged 
by  former  students,  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the 
register. 

Concerts  and  Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  city  to  attend 
concerts  of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and  scientific. 
Arrangements  are  made,  when  necessary,  to  charter  cars  for  the 
special  use  of  the  College.  ISTo  young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go 
without  the  escort  of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Chaj)el 
by  members  of  the  Faculty,  and  by  others  of  acknowledged  reputation 
and  ability.

Elocution  will  be  taught  by  the  most  approved  methods.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  following : 

The  subject  of  Elocution  is  one  which  is  daily  assuming  a  more 
prominent  place  in  a  carefully  selected  course  of  study.  The  import- 
ance of  vocal  development  and  training  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following  general  statements : 

1.  Six  or  eight  hours  of  siDeaking,  daily,  should  not  injure  the 
voice  or  greatly  fatigue  the  vocal  organs. 

2.  Fatigue,  hoarseness  and  sore  throat  are  the  result  of  the  misuse 
of  the  vocal  organs. 

3.  The  power  of  a  voice  ought  to  be  doubled  by  systematic  drill. 
Imitative   Elocution  is  to  be  carefully  avoided.      It  renders  the 

pupil  but  a  poor  copy  of  her  teacher,  and  develops  none  of  her  own 
powers.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  "old  school"  system  to  strengthen  the 
voice  by  developing  the  voice-producing  muscles,  to  cultivate  all  the 
organs  of  Speech,  to  train  the  entire  body  to  free  and  graceful  move- 
ments, to  lead  the  faculties  of  the  mind  to  prompt  and  decisive  action. 
The  analytical  literature  study  which  forms  a  part  of  this  svstem  of 
work  should  give  increasing  quickness  of  perception  and  a  genuine 
love  for  the  beautiful  in  literature.

Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have  for 
their  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of  develop- 
ing a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  light  and  shade,  color  and 
perspective;  none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in 
the  practice  of  the  "Fine"  or  "Applied"  Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending  on 
the  industry  of  the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  and  write  ;  and  the  one  is 
hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The 
training  of  the  eye  and  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste, 
are  an  ample  return  for  the  cost.

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  instructors 
and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  by  the 
College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  be  made  in 
the  charge  for  tuition. 

Students  received  at  any  time  after  the  first  five  weeks  are  charged 
pro  rata  for  the  portion  of  the  year  remaining  at  the  date  of  their 
admission.  But  no  deduction  will  be  made  from  either  the  regular 
or  extra  charges  for  the  first  five  or  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  year. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  and  laundry, 
will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denominations. 

No  extra  charge  for  French  and  German. 


Terms. 


The  Colle'giate  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  commencing  as  fol- 
lows : 

First  Term — Wednesday,  September  10,  1890. 

Second  Term^ — ^Monday,  February  2,  1891. 

All  bills  for  Boarding,  Tuition,  and  extras,  are  due  one-half  on  the 
first  day  of  the  term,  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term. 
In  case  of  delay  beyond  ten  days,  the  Treasurer  Avill  be  at  liberty  to 
draw  upon  the  patrons  in  arrears. 
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Cabinets  and  Laboratories 


It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradually 
raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase, 
each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical  knowl- 
edge. To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is  being 
carefully  looked  after  and  as  rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  by  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  joractical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that 
of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country. 

Botany  and   Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Botanical  and  Mineralogical  Specimens,  carefully  selected  with  refer- 
ence to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

Anatomical   Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  colored 
in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larnyx,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectible  ;  an 
articulated  skeleton,  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture 
illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  proposed 
to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both  in  this 
and  other  departments. 
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Physical  and  Chemical   Laboratory. 

A  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  iu  experimental  tests  is  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus 
includes  a  galvanic  battery  of  six  cells,  a  Toepler-Holz  electric 
machine,  and  a  quantity  of  smaller  })ieces  illustrative  of  physical 
laws. 

Astronomical   Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "silver-on-glass" 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorially,  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general 
astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is  located  in  an  observatory, 
recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern,  and  so  arranged 
that  operators  with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students 
desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy 
receive  practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  ob- 
servers, in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  the 
regular  instructor  of  the  department. 

Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  this  branch. 
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The   Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidly  added  to 
each  year,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard  authors 
represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
lished, in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of 
Foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literary  journals  and  illust^ted 
periodicals.

The  rules  are  few,  and  commend  themselves  to  the  good  judgment 
of  the  patrons  and  students. 

Students  on  entering  the  College  will  be  assigned  to  the  class  for 
which  they  are  found  fitted,  and  they  are  not  allowed  to  change 
classes  or  droj)  a  study  without  permission  of  the  President. 

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exercise  is  required,  and  any  student 
wishing  to  be  absent  from  school  or  from  class  must  obtain  permission 
from  the  President. 

Unnecessary  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes  not  only 
with  the  j^rogress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the 
class  to  which  she  belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the 
College.  Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness 
or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will  please 
communicate  with  the  President;  neither  write  nor  telephone,  nor 
telegraph  their  wishes  to  their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  four  in  the  afternoon. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

On  Sabbath  students  are  required  to  attend  such  church  as  parents 
or  guardians  may  designate.  Where  no  preference  is  ex^^ressed  they 
will  attend  with  the  President. 

The  dress  of  students  should  be  simple  and  inexpensive.  Dia- 
monds and  costly  jeivelry  must  not  he  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  are  requested  to  prepare  their  daughters'  wardrobes  fully 
before  leaving  home.  Necessary  shopping  will  be  attended  to  one 
afternoon  in  each  week. 
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Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  he  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her 
own  towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

Each  young  lady  should  be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  India  rub- 
ber overshoes,  leggins  and  water-proof  cloak.  A  warm  dressing  gown 
also  is,  in  case  of  sickness,  indispensable.  Every  article  belonging 
to  the  student  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  her  full  name. 

Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the 
cultivation  among  the  pupils  of  a  high  sense  of  honor.  Every  care  is 
taken  to  remove  temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery  that 
a  pupil  cannot  he  trusted,  she  will  be  removed  from  the  school 

Since  only  by  intelligent  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers 
satisfactory  results  in  education  can  be  secured,  we  ask  our  patrons 
to  aid  us  in  our  work,  by  seconding  our  efforts  to  secure  punctuality, 
uninterrupted  application  to  study,  and  the  systematic  performance 
of  every  duty. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  limit  the  amount  of  spending  money, 
and  to  permit  no  hills  to  he  contracted  hy  their  daughters. 

If  parents  will  furnish  a  large  amount  of  spending  money  the  College 
must  not  be  held  responsihle. 
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Routes  and  Conveyances. 


The  College  is  reached  from  the  center  of  the  city  by  two  routes — 
by  a  line  of  cable  cars  on  Fifth  avenue,  which  lands  passengers  at 
the  College  entrance  ;  or  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  East  Lib- 
erty Station,  from  which  also  by  the  above  mentioned  cable  cars  the 
College  entrance  is  reached  ;  or  by  cabs  at  the  station,  which  will 
convey  passengers  to  the  doors  of  the  College. 

Strangers,  on  arriving  in  the  city  at  the  Union  Depot,  may  obtain 
all  needed  information  by  incjuiring  of  the  Excelsior  Express  and 
Standard  Cab  Company,  which  also  delivers  baggage  at  the  College. 


Location  of  the  College. 


The  College  building  is  situated  on  Fifth  avenue,  some  three  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.  The  location  is  the  most 
commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal  cor- 
poration, is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes  walk  of  the 
cable  cars,  by  which  the  -city,  or  other  suburban  parts,  are  reached.

Thorough  approved  apparatus  for  ventilation,  heating  and  lighting 
have  been  adopted.

Admission  of  Students. 

Applicanls  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher  class, 
must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined 
in  the  following  studies :  English  :  (Everv  student  will  be  required 
to  write  an  essay  of  from  two  to  four  pages  upon  a  subject  assigned 
at  the  time,  and  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works  :  Irving's 
Sketch  Book;  Hiawatha,  Longfellow;  Alhambra,  Irving;  Twice 
Told  Tales,  Hawthorne;  Rob  Roy,  Scott;  Macaulay's  Lays  of 
Rome)  Geography;  History  of  the  United  States  and  England; 
Arithmetic;  Complete  Algebra,  Wentworth  or  Olney;  Plane  Geome- 
try, Wentworth  ;  Zoology  ;  Physical  Geography. 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general  rules 
of  Syntax  and  Prosody ;  Collar — Practical  Latin  Composition. 
Prose — Parts  third  and  fourth.  CcEsar,  four  books  ;  Virgil,  six 
books;  /Eneid ;  Six  orations  of  Cicero.  Pronunciation  after  the 
Roman  method. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Second  Academic  Class  will  be 
examined  in  the  studies  of  the  First  Academic. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  meinber  of  any  class  if  her  con- 
ditions exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single  recita- 
tion daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  exam- 
ined in  all  stu(\\e':^,prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in 
such  elective  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  approved 
by  the  Faculty. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
courses.  The  studies  selected  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President.  It  should  be  definitely  understood  that  this  opportunity 
is  not  offered  to  students  who  are  incompetent  to  go  on  with  regular 
courses,  but  is  designed  to  aid  those  who  have  received  a  sufficient 
preliminary  education  elsewhere  to  increase  their  proficiency  in  any 
special  branches. 
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Term   Examinations. 


At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the  studies 
of  that  term.  These  examinations  are  oral  or  written,  as  the  in- 
structor may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  two  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties  as 
preparation  for  Commencement  exercises  may  demand. 

Graduation. 

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the 
examination  in  the  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree 
of  A.  B. — Artiuin  Baccalaurea. 

Students  completing  the  full  course  in  the  Musical  Department 
(Vocal  or  Instrumental  being  elective),  will  receive  testimonials  of 
Musical  Scholarship  upon  complying  with  and  passing  the  test 
examinations. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  en- 
gaged by  former  students  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of 
'he  register. 

Those  wishing  to  engage  rooms  will  pay  a  registration  fee  of  five 
dollars,  which  will  be  promptly  refunded  if  a  wish  to  relinquish  the 
'ooms  is  made  known  before  the  15th  of  August. 

Concerts  and  Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  city  to  at- 
end  concerts  of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and 
;cientific.  No  young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go  without  the 
'scort  of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Chapel 
)y  lecturers  of  acknowledged  reputation  and  ability.

Elocution  will  be  taught  by  the  most  approved  methods.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  following  : 

The  subject  of  Elocution  is  one  which  is  daily  assuming  a  more 
prominent  place  in  a  carefully  selected  course  of  study.  The  impor- 
tance of  vocal  development  and  training  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following  general  statements  : 

1.  Six  or  eight  hours  of  speaking,  daily,  should  not  injure  the 
voice  or  greatly  fatigue  the  vocal  organs. 

2.  Fatigue,  hoarseness  and  sore  throat  are  the  result  of  the  misuse 
of  the  vocal  organs. 

3.  The  power  of  a  voice  ought  to  be  doubled  bv  systematic  drill. 
Imitative  elocuiion  is  to  be  carefully  avoided,    ll  renders  the  pupil 

but  a  poor  copy  of  her  teacher,  and  develops  none  of  her  ovv*n 
powers.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  "  old  school"  system  to  strengthen  the 
voice  by  developing  the  voice- producing  muscles,  to  cultivate  all  the 
organs  of  speech,  to  train  the  entire  body  to  free  and  graceful  move- 
ments, to  lead  the  iaculties  of  the  mind  to  prompt  and  decisive 
action. 

The  analytical  literature  study  which  forms  a  part  of  this  system 
of  work  should  give  increasing  quickness  of  perception  and  a  genuine 
love  for  the  beautiful  in  literature. 
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The  Coarse  in  Advanced   Literature,

Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have  for 
their  obje6l  the  systematic  training  in  the  pra6lice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of  develop- 
ing a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  light  and  shade,  color  and  per- 
spedlive ;  none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in  the 
practice  of  the  "  Fine"  or  "Applied"  Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending  on 
the  industry  of  the  student. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  to  read  and  write;  and  the  one  is 
hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The 
training  of  the  eye  and  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste,  are  an 
ample  return  for  the  cost.

Boarding-  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of  it  as 
remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  instructors 
and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  by  the 
College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  be  made  in 
the  charge  for  tuition. 

Students  received  at  any  time  after  the  first  five  weeks  are  charged 
pro  rata  for  the  portion  of  the  year  remaining  at  the  date  of  their 
admission.  But  no  deduction  will  be  made  from  either  the  regular 
or  extra  charges  for  the  first  five  or  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  year. 

A  deduction  often  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  and  laundry, 
will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denominations.

In  case  of  delay  beyond  ten  days,  the  Treasurer  will  be  at  liberty  to 
draw  upon  the  patrons  in  arrears. 
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Cabinets  and   Laboratories, 


It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradu- 
ally raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  increase, 
each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical  knowl- 
edge. To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is  being 
carefully  looked  after  and  as  rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  by  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that 
of  any  similar  institution  of  the  country. 

Botany  and   Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Botanical  and  Mineralogical  Specimens,  carefully  selected  with  refer- 
ence to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

Anatomical   Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  numbe*"  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  col- 
ored in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larynx,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectible  ;  an 
articulated  skeleton,  and  a  lull  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture 
illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stcreopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both  in 
this  and  other  departments. 
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Physical   and   Chemical    Laboratory. 

A  full  supply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  students  in  this  department,  and  the  apparatus 
includes  a  galvanic  battery  of  six  cells,  a  Toepler-Holz  electric  ma- 
chine, and  a  quantity  of  smaller  pieces  illustrative  of  physical  laws. 

Astronomical   Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "  silver-on-glass " 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorially,  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general 
astronomical  observation  and  study.  It  is  located  in  an  observatory, 
recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern,  and  so  arranged 
that  operators  with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students 
desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy 
receive  practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced 
observers,  in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  the 
regular  instructor  of  the  department. 

Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  this  branch. 
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The   Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidly  added  to 
each  year,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  none  but  standard 
authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
lished, in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of 
Foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literary  journals  and  illustrated 
periodicals.

It  interferes  not  only 
with  the  progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the 
class  to  which  she  belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the 
College.  Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness 
or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will  please 
communicate  with  the  President  ;  neither  write  nor  telephone,  nor 
telegraph  their  wishes  to  their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  four  on  Friday  afternoons.  Frequent  visits  in- 
terfere with  the  College  work. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  young  lady  whom  they  wish  to  see. 

Students  will  attend  such  church  as  parents  may  designate.  Where 
no  preference  is  expressed  they  will  attend  with  the  President.  At- 
tendance is  required  at  the  Bible  class  on  Sabbath  mornmg,  and  at 
chapel  service,  morning  and  evening. 

E  itables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  be  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her 
own  towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

Each  young  lady  should  be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  India  rub- 
ber overshoes,  leggins  and  water-proof  cloak.  A  warm  dressing  gown 
also  is,  in  case  of 'sickness,  indispensable.  Every  article  belonging 
to  the  student  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  her  full  name. 
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Special  efforts  are  made  to  secure  obedience  to  regulations  by  the 
cultivation  among  the  pupils  of  a  high  sense  of  ho7ior.  Every  care 
is  taken  to  remove  temptation  to  wrong  doing,  but  upon  discovery 
that  a  pupW  c anno/  be  irnsted,    she  will  be  removed  from  the  school. 

Since  only  by  intelligent  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers  satis- 
factory results  in  education  can  be  secured,  we  ask  our  patrons  to 
aid  us  in  our  work,  by  seconding  our  efforts  to  secure  punctuality, 
uninterrupted  application  to  study,  and  the  systematic  performance 
of  every  duly. 

The  dress  of  students  should  be  simple  and  inexpensive.  Dia- 
vionds  and  cosily  jewelry  must  not  be  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  afe  earnestly  requested  to  limit  the  amo2int  of  spending 
money,  and  to  permit  no  bills  to  be  contracted  by  their  daughters. 

If  parents  will  furiiish  a  large  arnount  of  spending  money  the  Col- 
lege must  not  be  held  responsible.

Dil worth  Hall,  so  named  in  memor}^  of  Mr.  Joseph  Dilworth,  of 
Pittsburgh,  who  gave  largely  to  its  ereclion  was  completed  and  read}- 
for  occupancy  in  the  year  1889.

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REGULATIONS  OF  THE  COURSE. 


Admission   of  Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher  class, 
must  be  at  least  sixteen  3^ears  of  age. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined 
in  the  following  studies  :  English  :  (Everj^  student  will  be  required 
to  write  an  essay  of  from  two  to  four  pages  upon  a  subject  assigned  at- 
the  time,  and  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works :  Irving's 
Sketch  Book  ;  Hiawatha,  Longfellow  ;  Alhambra,  Irving  ;  Twice  Told 
Tales,  Hawthorne;  Rob  Ro}^  Scott;  Macaulay's  Lays  of  Rome.) 
Geography  ;  Histor}-  of  the  United  States  and  England  ;  Arithmetic  ; 
Complete  Algebra,  Wentworth  or  Olney ;  Plane  Geometr}',  Went- 
wortli  ;  Zoology  ;  Physical  Geography. 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowlege  of  the  general  rules 
of  Syntax  and  Prosody  ;  Collar — Practical  Latin  Composition.  Prose 
— Parts  third  and  fourth.  Ctesar,  four  books  ;  A'irgil,  six  books  ; 
^neid  ;  Eclogues  I,  IV,  V,  VII,  VIII,  X  ;  Six  orations  of  Cicero.  Pro- 
nunciation after  the  Roman  method. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Second  Academic  Class  will 
be  examined  in  the  stvidies  of  the  P'irst  Academic. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her  con- 
ditions exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  b}'  a  single  recita- 
tion daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  ex- 
amined in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in 
such  eleciive  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  approved 
by  the  Faculty'. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
courses.  The  studies  selected  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President.  It  should  be  definitely  understood  that  this  opportunit}' 
is  not  offered  to  students  who  are  incompetent  to  go  on  with  regular 
courses,  but  is  designed  to  aid  those  who  have  received  a  sufficient 
preliminary  education  elsewhere  to  increase  their  proficiency  in  any 
special  branches. 
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Term    Examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the 
studies  of  that  term.  These  examinations  are  oral  or  written,  as  the 
instructor  may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  two  weeks  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties 
as  preparation  for  Commencement  exercises  nia\'  demand. 

Graduation. 

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the 
examination  in  the  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree 
of  A.  B. — AHium  Bacca/aurea. 

Students  coinpleting  the  full  course  in  the  Musical  Department 
(Vocal  or  Instrumental  being  elective),  will  receive  testimonials  of 
Musical  vScholarship  upon  complying  with  and  passing  the  test  ex- 
aminations. 

Application   for  'Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  en- 
gaged by  former  students  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the 
register. 

Those  wishing  to  engage  rooms  will  pay  a  registration  fee  of  five 
dollars,  which  will  be  promptly  refunded  if  a  wish  to  relinquish  the 
rooms  is  made  known  before  the  15th  of  August. 

Concerts  and    Lectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportunities  to  go  into  the  cit}'  to  at- 
tend concerts  of  a  classical  order,  and  lectures,  both  literary  and 
scientific.  No  young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go  without  the 
escort  of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  eaeh  winter  in  the  College  Chapel 
by  lecturers  of  acknowledged  reputation  au'i  ability*.

Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pvirsued  in  this  department  have  for 
their  objedl  the  S3'stematic  training  in  the  practice  of  Art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of  develop- 
ing a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  the  light,  shade,  color  and  per- 
specftive  ;  none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in  the 
practice  of  the  "Fine"  or  "Applied"  Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years,  depending 
on  the  industry  of  the  students. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  read  and  write  ;  and  the  one  is 
hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The 
training  of  the  e3'e  and  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste,  are  an 
ample  return  for  the  cost.

As  engagements  with  instru(5lors 
and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  b}-  the 
College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  be  made  in 
the  charge  for  tuition. 

Pupils  are  received  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  Septem- 
ber, and  at  other  times  to  fill  an}'  vacanc}-.  Patrons  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  fullpayment,  from  the  date  at  :cliic/i  they  have  engaged  to 
ei/ter  their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and 
no  deduction  will  be  made  in  bills  for  absence  or  premature  withdrawal, 
except  in  cases  of  serious  and  protracted  sickness,  when  the  loss  will 
be  eqiiall}'  shared. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills,  except  books  and  laun- 
dry, will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denomina- 
tions.

TERMS. 

The  collegiate  3'ear  is  divided  into  two  terms,  commencing  as 
follows  :

In 
case  of  delay  beyond  ten  days,  the  Treasurer  will  be  at  libert}'  to 
draw  upon  the  patrons  in  arrears. 
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CABINETS  AND  LflBORflTORIES. 


It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradu- 
iially  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  in- 
crease, each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical 
knowledge.  To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is 
being  carefully  looked  after,  and  as  rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  b}'  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that 
of  any  similar  institution  of  the  country. 

3otany   and   Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Natural  History  and  Mineralogical  Specimens,  carefully  selected  with 
reference  to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

Anatomical    Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celeVjrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  colored 
in  exact  imitation  'of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larynx,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and,  lifi^ethe  manikin,  dissectible  ;  an  articulated 
skeleton,  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illustration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both  in 
this  and  other  departments. 
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Physical   and   Chemical    Laboratory. 

A  full  siipply  of  all  chemicals  needed  in  experimental  tests  is  pro- 
vided for  the  nse  of  students  in  this  department.  Physical  apparatus 
is  also  provided,  and  laboratory  work  is  required  throughout  the 
course  in  both  Chemistry  and  Ph\-sics. 

Astronomical   Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "  silver-on-glass  " 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorially,  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astro- 
nomical observations  and  stud}'.  It  is  located  in  an  observatorj-, 
recently  erected,  of  the  improved  Ronisey  pattern,  and  so  arranged 
that  operators  with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students 
desiring  to  pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy 
receive  practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  ob- 
servers, in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  b}'  the  regvilar 
instructor  of  the  department. 

Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary-  for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  this  branch. 
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The  Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidh-  added  to 
iach  3'ear,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  nothing  but  standard 
luthors  represented.  '  ' 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
ished,  in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of 
foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literary  journals  and  illustrated 
Deriodicals.

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exercise  is  required,  and  any  stu- 
dent wishing  to  be  absent  from  school  or  from  class,  must  obtain  per- 
mission from  the  President. 

Unnecessary  absence  cannot  be  allowed.  It  interferes  not  only 
with  the  progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the 
class  to  which  she  belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the 
College.  Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  for  illness 
or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will 
please  communicate  with  the  President  ;  neither  write  nor  telephone 
nor  telegraph  their  wishes  to  their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  be- 
tween the  hours  of  two  and  four  on  Friday  afternoons.  Frequent 
visits  interfere  with  the  College  work. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  3'oung  lad}^  whom  the}'  wish  to  see. 

Students  from  Presbyterian  families  will  attend  church  with  the 
President.  Students  of  other  denominations  will  attend  such  church 
as  parents  may  designate.  i\ttendance  is  required  at  the  Bible  Class 
on  Sabbath  morning,  and  at  chapel  service,  morning  and  evening. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  must  not  be  sent  to  the  young  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her 
own  towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

Each  young  lad\'  should  be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  India 
rubber  overshoes,  leggins  and  water-proof  cloak.  A  warm  dressing 
gown  also  is,  in  case  of  sickness,  indispensable.  Every  article  be- 
longing to  the  student  must  be  distinctU*  marked  with  her  full  name.

The  College  is  reached  from  the  center  of  the  city  b}'  two  routes — 
by  a  line  of  cable  cars  on  Fifth  Avenue,  which  lands  passengers  at  the 
College  entrance  ;  also  b}'  the  Duquesne  Klectric  Cars  which  connect 
with  the  cable  cars;  or  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  East  Liberty 
Station,  from  which  also  by  the  above-mentioned  cable  cars  the  Col- 
lege entrance  is  reached  ;  or  by  cabs  at  the  vStation,  which  will  convey 
passengers  to  the  door  of  the  College. 

Strangers,  on  arriving  in  the  city  at  the  Union  Depot,  may  obtain 
all  needed  information  by  inquiring  of  the  Excelsior  Express  and 
Standard  Cab  Company,  which  also  delivers  baggage  at  the  College.

The  College  Building  is  situated  on  Fifth  Avenue,  some  three  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.  The  location  is  the  most 
commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal  corpo- 
ration, is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes  walk  of  the 
cable  cars,  by  which  the  city,  or  other  suburban  parts,  are  reached.

Book  ;  Hiawatha,  Longfellow  ;  Alhambra,  Irving;  Twice  Told  Tales, 
Hawthorne  ;  Rob  Roy,  Scott  ;  Macaulay's  Lays  of  Rome.)  Geography: 
History  of  the  United  States  and  England;  Arithmetic;  Complete  Al- 
gebra, Wentworth  or  Olney  ;  Plane  Geometr}-,  Wentworth  ;  Zoology, 
Physical  Geography. 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general  rules 
of  vS3'ntax  and  Prosody  ;  Collar — ^PracStical  Latin  Composition.  Prose, 
Parts  Third  and  Fourth  ;  Cfesar,  four  books ;  Virgil,  six  books  ; 
.Fmeid  ;  Eclogues  I,  IV,  V,  VII,  YIll,  X  ;  Six  orations  of  f'icero.

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Academic  Class  will  be  ex- 
amined in  the  studies  preparatory  to  that  class. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her  con- 
ditions exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  b\^  a  single  recitation 
dail}-. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  ex- 
amined in  all  .studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in 
such  eleRive  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  ap^^roved 
by  the  Faculty. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
courses.  The  studies  selecfled  are  subjecT:  to  the  approval  of  the 
President.  It  should  be  definitely  understood  that  this  opportunity 
is  not  offered  to  students  who  are  incompetent  to  go  on  with  regular 
courses,  but  is  designed  to  aid  those  who  have  received  a  sufficient 
preliminary  education  elsewhere  to  increase  their  proficiency  in  anj* 
special  branches. 

Young  ladies  received  from  other  schools  must  present  certificates 
of  honorable  dismissal. 
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Term     Examinations. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  the  classes  are  examined  in  all  the  studies 
ot  that  term.  These  examinations  are  oral  or  written,  as  the  instructor 
may  elect. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  is  held  two  weeks  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  year,  after  which  they  are  limited  to  such  duties 
as  preparation  for  Commencement  exercises  may  demand.

To  all  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  have  sustained  the 
examination  in  the  Course,  the  Trustees  confer  the  Academic  Degree 
of  A.  B. — Artiiim  Baccalaurea.

(Vocal  or  Instrumental  being  eledtive)  will  receive  testimonials  of 
Musical  Scholarship  upon  comph'ing  with  and  passing  the  test  ex- 
aminations. 

Application    for    "Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  en- 
gaged by  former  students  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the 
register. 

Those  wishing  to  engage  rooms  will  pa}'  a  registration  fee  of  five 
dollars,  which  will  be  promptly  refunded  if  a  wish  to  relinquish  the 
rooms  is  made  known  before  the  15th  of  August.

Course  of  I  nstruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have  for 
their  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entire!}-  with  the  view  of  develop- 
ing a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  the  light,  shade,  color  and  per- 
spective; none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  with,  whether  in  the 
practice  of  the  "Fine"  or  "Applied''  Arts. 

The  Course  lasts  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  j'ears,  depending 
on  the  industry  of  the  students. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  read  and  write;  and  the  one  is 
hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other.  The 
training  of  the  eye  and  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  taste,  are  an 
ample  return  for  the  cost.

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COURSES  AND  METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Arranged    by  "DefDartments. 


LATl/M. 

The  course  of  Latin  extends  through  the  four  years  of  the  course, 
being  required  for  the  first  two  years  and  elective  for  the  last  two. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  Roman  Litera- 
ture through  a  study  of  representative  authors.  In  the  department 
of  History  Livy  and  Tacitus  are  read ;  in  Lyric  Poetrj',  Satire  and 
Epistle,  Horace  ;  in  Essay,  Cicero  ;  in  Comedy,  Plautus.  Special  ef- 
forts are  made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  beauty  of  the 
best  Latin  authors. 

REQUIRED. 

Freshman  Year. — First  Term. — LivN-,  Book  XX/,  Latin  Prose 
Composition  based  tipon  the  text.  Careful  attention  is  given  to 
grammatical  forms  and  construction,  to  enable  the  students  to  read 
with  rapidity,  intelligence  and  appreciation. 

Secojid  Term. — Horace,  Odes,  Carmen  Screnlare,  Safire,  Epistle, 
(Seledtions).  The  Odes  are  studied  both  from  a  linguistic  and  liter- 
ar}'  point  of  view,  and  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  rhjthm  in 
connedlion  with  the  odes.  Such  selections  are  made  from  the  Satires 
and  Epistles  as  will  best  acquaint  the  student  with  the  author's  por- 
trayal of  life  and  society-  of  Rome.  Latin  Prose  Composition  based 
upon  Cicero. 

Sophomore  Year. — First  Term. — Cicero,  De  Amicitia  and  Bru- 
tus. In  reading  Cicero  his  marvellous  charm  of  style  is  carefulh- 
noted,  and  the  development  and  connection  of  thought  is  traced  in 
the  essays  read.  Latin  Prose  Composition,  more  advanced,  dealing 
with  style  and  form. 
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Second  71'riii.- — Tacitus,  At^ricola  ;  Plautus,  Captivi ;  Horace,  Ars 
Poetica.  In  reading  Tacitus  much  attention  is  paid  to  the  peculiari- 
ties of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic  of  the  Silver  Age.  Plautus. 
Besides  the  pla\-  mentioned  similar  parts  from  other  plays  are 
read.  In  reading  Ars  Poetica  criticism  'of  form  and  style,  and 
analysis  of  the  thought  are  given  special  attention.  Facility  in  read- 
ing Latin  is  cultivated  b}^  translation  at  sight,  in  every  part  of  the 
course  ;  also  critical  attention  to  diction,  syntax,  and  style. 

Junior  (Elective). ^ — First  Term. — Latin  Hymns. 

Second  Term. — -Juvenal  (Selections).      Roman  Elegy. 

Senior. — First  'Term. — Plin}-,  Letters. 

Second  7\'ri)i. — Sight  Reading. 

MATHEMATICS.    . 

The  course  comprises  two  years  of  vSolid  (xeometry,  Higher  Al- 
gebra, Trigonometry  and  Anal3'tic  Geometr\-.  This  is  supplemented 
by  an  elective  of  a  half  3'ear  in  Calculus. 

1.  University  Algebra  (Olney).  Fresiiman  Year,  First  'Term. — 
A  review  of  six  weeks  is  given  to  the  Theory  of  Exponents,  Calculus 
of  Radicals  and  Oaudratic  Equations.  The  remainder  of  the  term  is 
devoted  to  Infinitesimal  Analysis,  Higher  Equations  and  Interpreta- 
tion of  Equations. 

2.  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry.  Freshman  Year,  Seco?id 
Term. — The  exercises  include  recitations  from  the  text-book,  original 
demonstrations  of  propositions  and  applications  of  principles  to  nu- 
merical examples. 

3.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  (Wentworth).  Soplio- 
more  Year.,  First  Term. --In  Plane  Trigonometry  special  attention  is 
given  to  extending  the  definitions  of  trigonometric  fundtions  to  angles 
of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducing  formulae  of  the  funclions  of  different 
angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  triangle  in  determining 
heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications  of  the  principles  of 
Spherical  Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems  relating  to  the  celes- 
tial sphere. 
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4.  Analytic  Geometry  (Bowser).  Sophomore  Year,  Second 
Term. — The  work  consists  of  investigations  of  the  various  proper- 
ties of  the  right  line,  the  circle  and  the  conic  sections.  Numerous 
problems  which  require  original  thought  are  given  in  order  that  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  subjecft  ma}'  be  gained. 

ELECTIVE. 

Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser).  Jioiior  Year, 
First  lernn. — This  is  designed  for  the  students  who  wish  to  study  the 
Calculus  simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline,  and  also  for  those 
who  may  have  occasion  to  apph'  its  principles  to  the  solution  of 
various  problems  in  Astronomy  and  Mechanics. 

AST-ROAJOMg. 

Descriptive  Astronomy.  First  Term. — This  is  intended  for 
those  who  do  not  pursue  our  regular  course  of  stud}^  and  who  may 
desire  an  outline  knowledge  of  Astronomy. 

General  Astrono:\iy.  Junior  Year.,  Second  Term. — The  work  is 
an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of  Astronomy, 
and  is  illustrated  by  examples  which  require  a  knowledge  of  the 
^Mathematics  of  the  required  course. 

AlATU-RAL  SeiETMCE. 

Physics.  Sophomore  Year — ^The  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  studj^ 
of  mechanics  and  electricit3\  The  second  term  is  given  to  the  stud}^ 
of  molecular  and  radiant  energy  including  the  phenomena  of  heat, 
sound  and  light. 

Chemistry.  Junior  Year,  First  Term. — General  Chemistry  of 
the  non-metals  and  their  compounds. 

Second  Term. — A. — General  Chemistry  of  the  metals  and  their 
compounds.  B. — Qualitative  Analysis.  The  object  of  the  course  in 
Chemistr}^  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experimental  method 
of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
elementary  facts  and  principles  of  chemistry.  During  the  first  term 
the  student  is  expected  to  acquire  some  skill  in  manipulation,   and 
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some  laws  of  chemical  combination.  During  the  second  term  eight 
hours  per  week  are  required.  The  work  of  the  term  consists  of  a  sys- 
tematic laboratory  study  of  the  reactions  and  properties  of  the 
useful  metals.  Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of  chemistr}' 
are  considered  in  this  connection.  The  last  six  weeks  of  this  term 
are  devoted  to  a  course  in  Qualitative  Analysis,  in  which  the  student 
is  expected  to  apply  her  knowledge  in  the  analyses  of  substances  of 
unknown  composition. 

Mineralogy.  Senior  )'eaj\  Fiist  'fcrvi. — The  work  consists 
of  a  course  in  Crystallography,  aided  by  models  of  crj'stals.  Phy- 
sical and  Descriptive  Mineralog}'  are  then  taken  up  bj'  examina- 
tion of  the  principal  ores  and  other  minerals.  As  early  as  practicable 
laboratory  work  in  the  determination  of  minerals  b}'  blow  pipe  analy- 
ses and  chemical  tests  is  begun  and  continued  throughout  the  course  ; 
first  with  known  minerals  and  finally  in  the  determination  of  unknown 
materials. 

Geology.  Second  Term. — During  this  term  the  general  facts  and 
principles  of  geology  are  studied  by  courses  in  d3-namical,  historical 
and  structural  geology,  with  examination  of  rock  specimens. 

MORAL  A/VJB  MEAJTAL    SCIENCE. 

In  the  department  of  Moral  and  Mental  Science  the  Juniors  study 
Christian  Evidences  with  Professor  Fisher's  Manual,  supplemented 
b\'  extensive  notes  ;  and  in  the  second  term  pursue  a  course  in  Ps}'- 
cholog3',  using  Dr.  McCosh's  "Cognitive  Powers  "  as  a  text  book. 

The  Seniors  study  the  Historj'  of  Civilization  and  Moral  Science 
during  the  first  term,  and  in  the  second  take  up  the  Historj-  of  Phi- 
losoph}'  and  Constitutional  Jurisprudence, — the  latter  from  transcribed 
lectures. 

ETMGLISH    LITE-RATU-RE. 

This  department  aims  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  literary  histor}', 
and  to  cultivate  a  refined  appreciation  of  what  is  best  in  literature  and 
thus  reveal  to  the  student  unfailing  sources  of  enjoymen.t. 
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The  course  in  General  Literature  consists  of  a  surve\-  of  English 
Literature,  from  its  formative  periods  to  the  present  time,  with  par- 
ticular studj-  of  the  life,  works,  and  influence  of  two  or  three  great 
writers.      In  1892-3,  Chaucer,  Shakspere  and  Tennyson. 

To  those  students  who  have  completed  the  course  in  General  Lit- 
erature a  course  in  American  Literature  is  open. 

Work  in  this  course  is  facilitated  bj^  the  recent  addition  to  the 
library  of  the  admirable  compilation  of  Stedman  and  Hutchinson. 

•RHETOme. 

This  begins  with  the  subject  of  Style,  then  takes  up  the  various 
forms  of  Composition,  especially  Narrative  and  Descriptive  Compo- 
sition. With  the  advanced  classes  a  special  study  is  made  of  Inven- 
tion, dealing  with  Narration,  Description,  Exposition,  and  Argumen- 
tation. With  the  study  of  the  text-book  notes  are  given  from  popular 
authors,  and  many  illustrative  selecflions  requiring  careful  study. 

Combined  with  Rhetoric  is  the  study  of  English  Composition. 
Two  essaj's  each  term,  or  four  essays  for  the  year,  are  required.  These 
are  discussed  and  closely  criticised  in  private  interviews  with  the 
student.  In  addition  to  this,  much  impromptu  work  is  done,  in- 
struction is  given  in  making  abstracts,  paraphrases,  in  che  work  of 
description,  reproduction,  etc  ,  etc. 

p-RE/MCH. 

The  aim  of  this  course  has  been  to  enable  the  student  to  speak 
the  language  fluently.  The  important  principles  of  grammar  are 
reviewed  throughout  the  entire  three  or  four  j^ears'  study.  The 
familiar  locutions  of  every-da}-  life,  being  of  more  practical  value  than 
the  stately  periods  of  Bossuet  and  Lacordaire,  have  received  more 
constant  attention.  Idioms,  the  very  life  of  language,  being  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  general  grammar,  cannot  be  classified  or  governed; 
hence,  the  most  important  part  of  spoken  language  is  wanting.  This 
lack  has  been  supplied  b^^  a  graduated    method    from    the  simplest  to 
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most  ,  complex  of  idiomatic  expression.  Special  efforts  have  been 
made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  beauty-  of  the  French  master- 
pieces and  the  modern  thought  of  France  in  her  literary  manifestations. 

REQUIRED. 

Grammar,  Prose  composition,  Poetr\'  and  the  reading  of  modern 
prose,   Hugo,   Davidet,    Merrimee. 

The  aim  of  the  course  in  German  has  been  to  enable  pupils  to 
use  the  language  with  the  greatest  freedom  and  accuracy.  The 
grammar  is  studied  carefully  throughout  the  entire  two  3'ears  course, 
and  in  subsequent  3'ears  is  continued  incidentally  through  all  recita- 
tion. Special  attention  is  given  to  translation  at  sight  from  English 
into  German. 

Collar-Eysenbach  Grammar,  Aus  ^Nleiner  Welt,  Andersen's  Bild- 
erbuch,  Olme  Bilder  ;   Lessing,  Minna  von  Barnhelm. 

PHgSieAL  eULTU-RE. 

Free  gymnastics  ;  Swedish,  German  and  American  systems. 
Exercise  in  walking,  running,  jumping,  etc.  Light  gymnastics ; 
Indian  clubs  and  dumb-bells.  Heavy  work  introduced  gradually  as 
strengtjj  and  muscular  control,  gained  b}'  previous  training,  are 
sufficient.

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of  it 
as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  instructors 
and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  by  the 
College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  be  made  in 
the  charge  for  tuition. 

Pupils  are  received  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in  Septem- 
ber, and  at  other  times  to  fill  an^'  vacancy.  Patrons  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  full  payment,  from  tlie  date  at  ichich  they  have  engaged  to 
enter  their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and 
no  deduction  will  be  made  in  bills  for  absence  or  premature  withdraw- 
al, except  in  case  of  serious  and  protracted  sickness,  when  the  loss 
will  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills  except  books  and  laun- 
dry, will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denomina- 
tions.

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradu- 
ally raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  in- 
crease, each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical 
knowledge.  To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is 
being  carefully  looked  after,  and  as  rapidh-  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  by  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  3'ears,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorabh'  with  that 
of  any  similar  institution  of  the  country. 

3otany  and  Mineralogy. 

The  College  possesses  ver\-  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Natural  histor}^  and  Mineralogical  Specimens,  carefully  selected  with 
reference  to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

Anatomical  Laboratory. 

The  practical  study  of  Anatomy,  Ph3-siologv  and  Hygiene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  b}'  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celebrated  manufactor}'  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  colored 
in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  larj'ux,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and,  like  the  manikin,  dissectible;  an  articu- 
lated skeleton,  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illus- 
tration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both 
in  this  and  other  departments. 
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Physical  and  Chemical  Laboratory. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Science  department  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased the  past  year  b}-  the  addition  of  botanical  charts,  physical  ap- 
paratus, chemical  appliances  and  books  of  reference. 

The  physical,  and  chemical  laboratories  are  well  supplied  with 
necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and  laboratory  work  is  required 
throughout  the  course  in  both  Phj-sics  and  Chemistr}'. 

Astronomical  Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "silver-on-glass" 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorially,  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astro- 
nomical observations  and  study.  It  is  located  in  an  observatory, 
of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern,  and  so  arranged  that  operators 
with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students  desiring  to 
pursue  any  particular  branch  of  observational  astronomy  receive 
practical  instruction  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers, 
in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  bj-  the  regular  in- 
structor of  the  department. 

Art  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary-  for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  this  branch. 
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The   Library. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library'  is  being  rapidly  added  to 
each  year,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  nothing  but  standard 
authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
lished, in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidly  as  issued,  a  number  of 
Foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literary  journals  and  illustrated 
periodicals.

It  interferes  not  only 
with  the  progress  of  the  student  who  is  absent,  but  with  that  of  the 
class  to  which  she  belongs,  and  with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the 
Colleire.  Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  onl}'  for  illness 
or  other  unavoidable  necessity. 

Parents  who  desire  leave  of  absence  for  their  daughters,  will 
l)lease  communicate  with  the  President;  neither  write  nor  telephone 
nor  telegraph  their  wishes  to  their  daughters. 

Friends  wishing  to  visit  students  will  please  arrange  to  call  be- 
tween the  hours  of  one  and  three  on  Friday  afternoons.  Frequent 
visits  interfere  with  the  College  work. 

Strangers  who  call  will  present  a  note  of  introduction  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  young  lad}-  they  wish  to  see. 

Students  from  Presbyterian  families  will  attend  church  with  the 
President.  Students  of  other  denominations  will  attend  such  church 
as  parents  may  designate.  Attendance  is  required  at  the  Bible  Class 
on  Sabbath  morning,  and  at  chapel  service,  morning  and  evening. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  >///(s/  not  be  sent  to  the  5-oung  ladies. 

Each  student  in  the  Home  Department  is  required  to  furnish  her 
own  towels,  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  toilet  soap. 

Each  5'oung  lad 3'  should  be  provided  with  an  nmbrella,  India 
rubber  overshoes,  leggins  and  water-proof  cloak.  A  warm  dressing 
gown  also  is,  in  case  of  sickness,  indispensable.  Every  article  be- 
longing to  the  student  must  be  distinctly  marked  with  her  full  name.

The  dress  of  students  should  be  simple  and  inexpensive.  Dia- 
monds and  costly  jewelry  must  not  be  brought  to  the  College. 

Parents  are  ear)iestly  requested  to  limit  the  atnount  of  spoiding 
money,  and  to  permit  710  bills  to  be  coiitracted  by  their  daughters.

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  J'reshman,  or  any  higher  class, 
mtist  be  at  least  sixteen  3'ears  of  age. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined 
m  the  following  studies  :  English  :  (Every  student  will  be  required 
lo  write  an  essay  of  from  two  to  four  pages  upon  a  subjedt  assigned  at 
:he  time,  and  taken  from  one  of  the  following  works  :  Irving' s  Sketch 
Book  ;  Hiawatha,  Longfellow  ;  Alhambra,  Irving  ;  Twice  Told  Tales, 
Hawthorne  ;  Rob  Roy,  Scott ;  Macaulay's  La\'s  of  Rome.)  Geography; 
History  of  the  United  States  and  England;  Arithmetic;  Complete  Al- 
gebra, Wentworth  or  Olney;  Plane  Geometr}',  Wentworth;  Zoology, 
Physical  Geograph3^ 

Latin  Grammar,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general  rules 
Df  Syntax  and  Prosody;  Collar — Practical  Latin  Composition.  Prose, 
Parts  Third  and  Fourth;  Cccsar,  four  books;  Virgil,  six  books; 
^neid;  Eclogues  I,  I\',  V,  VH,  VIII,  X;  Six  orations  of  Cicero. 
Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method. 

One  year's  study  of  French  or  German  will  be  required  of  all 
students  entering  the  Freshman  Class  September,  1896. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Academic  Class  will  be  ex- 
amined in  the  studies  preparatory  to  that  class. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her  con- 
ditions exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single  recitation 
daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  ex- 
amined in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well  as  in 
such  eleclive  studies  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  students  and  approved 
by  the  Facility. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
courses.  The  stvidies  selected  are  subjecft  to  the  approval  of  the 
President.  It  should  be  definitely  understood  that  this  opportunity 
is  not  ofl^ered  to  students  who  are  incompetent  to  go  on  with  regular 
courses,  but  is  designed  to  aid  those  who  have  received  a  sufficient 
preliminary  education  elsewhere  to  increase  their  proficiency  in  any 
special  branches.

All  applications  will  be  registered,  and  desirable  rooms  not  en- 
gaged by  former  students  will  be  selected  according  to  the  date  of  the 
register. 

Those  wishing  to  engage  rooms  will  pay  a  registration  fee  of  five 
dollars,  which  will  be  promptly'  refunded  if  a  wish  to  relinquish  the 
rooms  is  made  known  before  the  15th  of  August. 

Concerts  an?  iLectures. 

The  students  are  granted  opportvinities  to  go  into  the  city  to  at- 
tend concerts  of  a  classical  order,  and  leclures,  both  literary  and  sci- 
entific. No  young  lady  is  allowed,  however,  to  go  without  the  escort 
of  a  teacher. 

A  course  of  ledtures  is  delivered  each  winter  in  the  College  Chapel 
by  lecturers  of  acknowledged  reputation  and  ability.

Xatin. 


The  course  of  Latin  extends  through  the  four  years  of  the  course, 
being  required  for  the  first  two  j'ears  and  elective  for  the  last  two. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  Roman  Litera- 
ture through  a  study  of  representative  authors.  In  the  department 
of  History- Livy  and  Tacitus  are  read;  in  Lyric  Poetry,  Satire  and 
Epistle,  Horace;  in  Essa3',  Cicero;  in  Comedy,  Plautus.  Special  ef- 
forts are  made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  beauty  of  the  best 
Latin  authors. 

REQUIRED. 

Frkshhan  Year. — First  Term. — Liv}^  Book  XXI,  Latin  Prose 
Composition  based  upon  the  text.  Careful  attention  is  given  to 
grammatical  forms  and  construction,  to  enable  the  students  to  read 
with  rapidit}',  intellegence  and  appreciation. 

Second  Term. — Horace,  Odes,  Carmen,  Sccciilare,  Satire,  Epistle 
(Selections).  The  Odes  are  studied  both  from  a  linguistic  and  literary 
point  of  view,  and  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  rhythm  in 
connection  with  the  odes.  Such  selections  are  made  from  the  Satires 
and  Epistles  as  will  best  acquaint  the  student  with  the  author's  por- 
trayal of  life  and  society  of  Rome.  Latin  Prose  Composition  based 
upon  Cicero. 

Sophomore  Year. — First  Term. — Cicero,  De  Amicitia  and  Bni- 
tus.  In  reading  Cicero  his  marvellous  charm  of  style  is  carefully 
noted,  and  the  development  and  connection  of  thought  is  traced  in 
the  essays  read.  Latin  Prose  Composition,  more  advanced,  dealing 
with  style  and  form. 
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Second  7^er?ii. — Tacitus,  Agricola  ;  Plautus,  Captivi ;  Horace,  Ars 
Poetica.  In  reading  Tacitus  much  attention  is  paid  to  the  peculiari- 
ties of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic  of  the  Silver  Age.  Plautus. 
Besides  the  play  mentioned  similar  parts  from  other  pla3-s  are  read. 
In  reading  Ars  Poetica  criticism  of  form  and  style,  and  analysis  of  the 
thought  are  given  special  attention.  Facilitj'  in  reading  Latin  is  cul- 
tivated by  translation  at  sight,  in  ever^-  part  of  the  course;  also 
critical  attention  to  diction,  syntax,  and  st3-le. 

Junior  (Elective). — Fh'st  Term. — Latin  Hymns. 

Second  Term. — ^Juvenal  (Selections).     Roman  Elegy. 

Sexior. — First  Term. — Plin^-,  Letters. 

Second  Tom. — Sight  Reading. 

/nbatbematics. 

The  course  comprises  two  3'ears  of  Solid  Geometry,  Higher  Al- 
gebra, Trigonometry  and  Analj'tic  Geometry.     This  is  supplemented 
by  an  elecftive  of  a  half  3'ear  in  Calculus. 
t,  I.     University  Algebra  (Olne^').  Freshman  Year.,  First  Term. — 

A  review  of  six  weeks  is  given  to  the  Theory  of  Exponents,  Calculus 
of  Radicals  and  Quadratic  Equations.  The  remainder  of  the  term  is 
devoted  to  Infinitesimal  Analysis,  Higher  Equations  and  Interpreta- 
tion of  Equations. 

2.  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry.  Freshman  Year,  Second 
Term.— The  exercises  include  recitations  from  the  text-book,  original 
demonstrations  of  propositions  and  applications  of  principles  to  nu- 
merical examples. 

3.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  (Wentworth).  Sopho- 
more Year,  First  Term. — In  Plane  Trigonometr}-  special  attention  is 
given  to  extending  the  definitions  of  trigonometric  functions  to  angles 
of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducing  formulcC  of  the  functions  of  different 
angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  triangle  in  determining 
heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications  of  the  principles  of  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems  relating  to  the  celestial 
sphere. 
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4.  Analytic  Geometry  (Bowser) .  Sophomore  Year,  Second 
Term. — The  work  consists  of  investigations  ot  the  various  properties 
of  the  right  line,  the  circle  and  the  conic  sections.  Numerous  prob- 
lems which  require  original  thought  are  given  in  order  that  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  subject  may  be  gained. 

lElcctivc. 

Differential  and  Integr.\l  Calculus  (Bowser).  Jjinior  Year, 
First  Term. — This  is  designed  for  the  students  who  wish  to  study  the 
Calculus  simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline,  and  also  for  those 
who  may  have  occasion  to  apply  its  principles  to  the  solution  of  va- 
rious problems  in  Astronomy  and  Mechanics. 

Bstronoms, 

Descriptive  Astronomy.  First  Term. — This  is  intended  for 
those  who  do  not  pursue  our  regular  course  of  stud}^  and  who  may 
desire  an  outline  knowledge  of  Astronomy. 

General  Astronomy.  Junior  Year,  Seco7id  Term. — The  work  is 
an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of  Astronomy, 
and  is  illustrated  by  examples  which  require  a  knowledge  of  the 
Mathematics  of  the  required  course. 

IRatural  Science. 

Physics.  Sophomore  Year. — The  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  mechanics  and  electricity.  The  second  term  is  given  to  the  study 
of  molecular  and  radiant  energy  including  the  phenomena  of  heat, 
sound  and  light. 

Chemistry.  Junior  Year,  First  Term. — -(jeneral  Chemistry  of 
the  non-metals  and  their  compounds. 

Second  Terjn. — A. — General  Chemistry  of  the  metals  and  their 
compounds.  B. — Qualitative  Analysis.  The  object  of  the  course  in 
Chemistry  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experimental  method 
of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
elementary  facts  and  principles  of  chemistr}-.  During  the  first  term 
the  student  is  expecfled  to    acquire    some    skill    in    manipulation,  and 
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some  laws  of  chemical  combination.  During  the  second  term  eight 
hours  per  week  are  required.  The  work  of  the  term  consists  of  a  sys- 
tematic laboratory  study  of  the  reactions  and  properties  of  the  useful 
metals.  Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of  chemistry  are  consid- 
ered in  this  connection.  The  last  six  weeks  of  this  term  are  devoted 
to  a  course  in  Qualitative  Analysis,  in  which  the  student  is  expected 
to  apply  her  knowledge  in  the  analyses  of  substances  of  unknown 
composition. 

Mineralogy.  Senior  Year,  Fijst  Ternn. — The  work  consists  of  a 
course  in  Crystallography,  aided  b\'  models  of  crystals.  Physical 
and  Descriptive  Mineralogy  are  then  taken  up  hy  examination  of  the 
principal  ores  and  other  minerals.  As  early  as  practicable  laboratory 
work  in  the  determination  of  minerals  hy  blow  pipe  analyses  and 
chemical  tests  is  begun  and  continued  throughout  the  course  ;  first 
with  known  minerals  and  finally  in  the  determination  of  unknown 
materials. 

Geology.  Second  Term. — During  this  term  the  general  facts  and 
principles  of  geology  are  studied  by  courses  in  dynamical,  historical 
and  structural  geology,  with  examination  of  rock  specimens. 

/iRoral  anD  /Iftental  Science. 

In  the  department  of  Moral  and  Mental  Science  the  Juniors  study 
Christian  Evidences  with  Professor  Fisher's  Manual  supplemented  by 
extensive  notes;  and  in  the  second  term  pursue  a  course  in  Psychology, 
using  Dr.  McCosh's  "Cognitive  Powers"  as  a  text  book. 

The  Seniors  study  the  History  of  Civilization  and  Moral  Science 
during  the  first  term,  and  in  the  second  take  up  the  History  of  Phi- 
losophy and  Constitutional  Jurisprudence, — the  latter  from  tran- 
scribed ledtures. 

Bnglisb  Xiterature. 

This  department  aims  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  literary  history, 
and  to  cultivate  a  refined  appreciation  of  what  is  best  in  literature  and 
thus  reveal  to  the  student  unfailing  sources  of  enjoyment. 
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The  course  in  General  Literature  consists  of  a  survey  of  English 
Literature,  from  its  formative  periods  to  the  present  time,  with  par- 
ticular study  of  the  life,  works  and  influence  of  two  or  three  great 
writers.      In  1S92-3,  Chaucer,  Shakspere  and  Tennyson. 

To  those  students  who  have  completed  the  course  in  General  Lit- 
erature a  course  in  American  Literature  is  open. 

Work  in  this  course  is  facilitated  b}-  the  recent  addition  to  the  li- 
brary of  the  admirable  compilation  of  Stedman  and  Hutchinson. 

IRbetoric. 

This  begins  with  the  subject  of  Style,  then  takes  up  the  various 
forms  of  Composition,  especiall}-  Narrative  and  Descriptive  Compo- 
sition. With  the  advanced  classes  a  special  stud}^  is  made  of  Inven- 
tion, dealing  with  Narration,  Description,  Exposition  and  Argumen- 
tation. W^ith  the  stud3-  of  the  text-book  notes  are  given  from  popular 
authors,  and  many  illustrative  selections  requiring  careful  stud}'. 

Combined  with  Rhetoric  is  the  stud}-  of  English  Composition. 
Two  essaj's  each  term,  or  four  essays  for  the  3-ear,  are  required.  These 
are  discussed  and  closeU'  criticised  in  private  interviews  with  the 
student.  In  addition  to  this,  much  impromptu  work  is  done,  in- 
struction is  given  in  making  abstracts,  paraphrases,  in  the  work  of 
description,  reproduction,  etc..  etc. 

ffrencb. 

The  aim  of  this  course  has  been  to  enable  the  student  to  speak 
that  language  fluentl}'.  The  important  principles  of  grammar  are 
reviewed  throughout  the  entire  three  or  four  years'  study.  The 
familiar  locutions  of  ever3'-da3-  life,  being  of  more  practical  value  than 
the  stateh'  periods  of  Bossuet  and  Lacordaire,  have  received  more 
constant  attention.  Idioms,  the  ver}-  life  of  language,  being  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  general  grammar,  cannot  be  classified  or  governed  ; 
hence,  the  most  important  part  of  spoken  language  is  wanting.  This 
lack  has  been  supplied  by  a  graduated  method  from  the  simplest  to 
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the  most  complex  of  idomatic  expression.  Special  efforts  have  been 
made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  beautj^  of  the  French  master- 
pieces and  the  modern  thought  of  France  in  her  literarj' manifestations. 

REQUIRED. 

Grammar,  Prose  composition,  Poetr}-  and  the  reading  of  modern 
prose,  Hrigo,  Daudet,  ]Merrimee. 

©erman. 

The  aim  of  the  course  in  German  has  been  to  enable  pupils  to 
use  the  language  with  the  greatest  freedom  and  accurac\'.  The 
grammar  is  studied  carefully  throughout  the  entire  two  years  course, 
and  in  subsequent  years  is  continued  incidentally  through  all  recitations. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  translation  at  sight  from  English  into 
German. 

CoUar-Eysenbach  Grammar,  Aus  Meiner  Welt,  Andersen's  Bild- 
erbuch,  Olme  Bilder;  Lessing,  Minna  von  Barnhelm. 

pF)V6ical  Culture. 

Free  gjannastics;  SweedivSh,  German  and  American  S3'stems. 
Exercise  in  walking,  running,  jumping,  etc.  Fight  g^-mnastics; 
Indian  clubs^and  dumb-bells.  Heavy  work  introduced  gradually  as 
strength  and  muscular  control,  gained  by  previous  training,  are 
sufficient.

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of  it 
as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  instructors 
and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  by  the 
College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  be  made  in 
the  charge  for  tuition. 

Pupils  are  received  at  the  opening  of  the  school  3'ear  in  Septem- 
ber, and  at  other  times  to  fill  any  vacancy.  Patrons  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  full  payment,  from  ///e  date  at  ivhich  they  have  engaged  to 
enter  their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and 
no  deduction  will  be  made  in  bills  for  absence  or  premature  with- 
drawal, except  in  case  of  serious  and  protracted  sickness,  when  the 
loss  will  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  bills  except  books  and  laun- 
dr}',  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denomina- 
tions.

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  commencing  as  fol- 
lows :

It  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  College  authorities  to  gradu- 
ally raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  institution,  and  to  in- 
crease, each  year,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  thorough  and  practical 
knowledge.  To  this  end  the  equipment  of  the  several  departments  is 
being  carefully  looked  after,  and  as  rapidly  as  possible  augmented  and 
improved,  b}'  the  procurement  of  such  mechanical  appliances  as  are 
needed  for  practical  experiment  and  illustration.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  few  3'ears,  and  at  present 
the  equipment  of  the  College  will  compare  most  favorabl}^  with  that 
of  an}^  similar  institution    of  the  country. 

:ii3otang  anD  /llMneialOfiv. 

The  College  possesses  very  complete  and  instructive  cabinets  of 
Natural  Histor}-  and  IMineralogical  Specimens  carefully  selected  with 
reference  to  the  acquirement  of  these  studies. 

anatomical  Xaboiatorvj. 

The  practical  stud}-  of  Anatomj-,  Phj'siolog}'  and  Hj-giene  has 
been  simplified  and  enlivened  by  the  purchase  of  a  number  of  excel- 
lent works  from  the  celebrated  manufactory  of  Dr.  Auzoux,  at  Paris. 
The  list  includes  a  life-size  representation  of  the  human  body,  colored 
in  exact  imitation  of  nature,  and  capable  of  thorough  dissection, 
separate  pieces  representing  the  heart,  lar^-nx,  hand  and  eye,  ten 
times  the  natural  size,  and  like  the  manikin,  dissectible  ;  an  articu- 
lated skeleton,  and  a  full  set  of  anatomical  charts  for  lecture  illus- 
tration. 

During  the  year  a  powerful  Stereopticon  outfit  has  been  added, 
furnished  with  generators,  retorts  and  slides,  with  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  illustrate,  in  a  pleasing  and  forcible  manner,  lectures  both 
in  this  and  other  departments. 
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lpbv?6ical  anO  Cbemical  Xaborator^. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Science  department  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased the  past  year  by  the  addition  of  botanical  charts,  physical  ap- 
paratus, chemical  appliances  and  books  ot  reference. 

The  physical,  and  chemical  laboratories  are  well  supplied  with 
necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and  laboratory  work  is  required 
throughout  the  course  in  both  Phj'sics  and  Chemistr3-. 

astronomical  Department. 

The  College  possesses  an  excellent  four-foot  "silver-on-glass" 
reflecting  telescope  of  five  and  one-half  inches  aperture,  mounted 
equatorialh',  and  provided  with  eye  pieces  suitable  for  general  astro- 
nomical observations  and  study.  It  is  located  in  an  observatorj', 
of  the  improved  Romsey  pattern,  and  so  arranged  that  operators 
with  but  little  experience  can  manipulate  it.  Students  desiring  to 
pursue  any  particular  branch  ot  observational  astronomy  receive 
practical  instru(5lion  from  time  to  time,  from  experienced  observers, 
in  addition  to  the  astronomical  course  conducted  by  the  regular  in- 
structor of  the  department.  '         . 

Brt  Collections. 

The  department  is  furnished  with  valuable  models,  casts  and 
studies,  and  all  appliances  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  perfection 
in  this  branch.

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  is  being  rapidly  added  to 
each  year,  the  works  carefully  selected,  and  nothing  but  standard 
authors  represented. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  a  Reading  Room  has  been  estab- 
lished, in  which  are  placed  on  file,  as  rapidlj'  as  issued,  a  nuniber  of 
Foreign  and  American  scientific  and  literar\'  journals  and  illiistrated 
periodicals.

the  College  Entrance  is  reached  ;  or  b}-  cabs  at  the  Station,  which  will 
convey  passengers  to  the  door  of  the  College.

Punctual  attendance  at  every  exercise  is  required.  A  limited 
number  of  iincxcuscd  absences  will  be  sufficient  cause  for  the 
dismissal  of  students. 

All  absences  must  be  arranged  for  the  last  Saturda}^  of  the 
month. 

Permissions  can  not  be  granted  in  response  to  requests  made 
over  the  telephone,  as  these  are  liable  to  grievous  mistakes. 
Parents  will  please  communicate  by  letter  any  leave  of  absence  to 
the  President.  No  telephone  messages,  except  imperative,  can 
receive  attention  during  school  hours.  Resident  students  will 
bear  in  mind  that  the  College  home  is  entirely  subsidiary  to 
educational  purposes,  and  is  intended  to  provide  for  study  with 
the  fewest  interruptions;  hence  frequent    calls    are    discouraged. 

Calling  hours  are  between  i  and  4  on  Friday  afternoons. 

Strangers  desiring  to  call  upon  any  student  will  present  a 
letter  of  introduction  from  her  parent  or  guardian. 

The  College  home  is  not  merely  a  boarding  house  kept  for 
pecuniary  profit,  therefore,  students  who  enter  as  boarders  tacitly 
agree  to  all  the  regulations  of  the  home,  and  must  regard  them. 
The  College  does  not  expect  to  exercise  a  close  surveillance  ; 
it  does  expect  its  students  to  be  honorable  women  regarding 
the  common  laws  of  propriety  and  though tfulness.  Students 
who  can  not  be  trusted  will  not  be  permitted  to  continue  in  the 
College    family. 


The  home  life  is  intended  to  be  as  free  from  restraint  as 
possible,  and  the  College  authorities  ask  the  co-operation  of 
parents  to  carry  out  its  plans  in  detail. 

vStudents  from  Presbyterian  families  will  attend  the  Shady- 
side  Presbyterian  Church,  members  of  other  denominations  will 
attend  the  church  of  their  choice.  The  pew  rental  must  be  paid 
by  each  student.  Attendance  is  required  at  morning  and  evening 
devotional  service,  also  at  the  Sabbath  Bible  lesson. 

For  each  meal  sent  to  rooms  there  will  be  an  extra  charge  of 
ten  cents,  except  in   case  of  illness  requiring  a  physician's  care. 

Dressmaking,  as  far  as  practicable,  should  be  done  at  home. 

The  dress  of  students   should  be  simple  and  inexpensive. 

The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  money  or  jewelry  of 
students.  Parents  maj^  deposit  money  with  the  President  for  the 
use  of  their  daughters. 

Eatables,  except  fresh  fruit,  should  not  be  sent  to  the 
students.  "Feasts"  in  the  rooms  will  be  considered  a  violation 
of  house  rules.  Upon  application,  arrangements  will  be  made 
for  the  students'  social  pleasures.  The  desire  of  the  President  is 
the  avoidance  of  anything  detrimental  to  health. 

The  bedrooms  are  furnished  with  the  necessary  articles  of 
furniture,  but  students  usually  supply  personal  effects  for  adorn- 
ment. 

Students  in  the  Home  Department  are  required  to  furnish 
towels,  napkins  and  ring,  toilet  soaps.  Each  young  lady  should 
be  provided  with  an  umbrella,  overshoes  and  waterproof  cloak, 
also,  knife,  fork  and  spoon  to  be  used  in  case  of  illness.  Every 
article  should  bear  the  student's  full  name. 
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That  our  daughters   tiiay  be  as  conter-stones 
polished  after  the  similitude  of  a  palace.'^

Pennsylvania    College 
FOR    Women. 


This  college,  chartered  under  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting 
of  thirty  members,  is  situated  on  Fifth  avenue,  East  End,  Pitts- 
burgh, three  and  one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.  The 
buildings  are  ample,  consisting  of  residence  portion,  once  the 
home  of  a  wealthy  citizen;  class  and  music  rooms,  gymnasium 
and  Dilworth  Hall,  a  handsome  building  dedicated  in  1888.  The 
grounds  are  large  and  well  shaded;  the  location,  the  most 
commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal 
corporation,  is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes 
walk  of  the  cable  cars  by  which  the  city  and  other  suburban 
parts  are  reached.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who  is  familiar 
with  the  scenery  of  this  country:  "No  educational  institution  in 
the  land  can  compare  with  the  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women 
for  beauty  of  situation,  purity  of  atmosphere,  corn-pass  of  view 
and  special  adaptedness  of  the  location  to  retirement,  combined 
with  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of  the  city." 

The  College  is  distinctively  and  positivelj^  Christian  in  its 
influence  and  instruction.  A  systematic  study  of  the  Bible  is 
required  of  every  student.  Daily  services  are  held  in  the  chapel. 
A  missionary  society  is  established  among  the  students  and  a 
weekly  prayer  meeting  is  conducted  by  them. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  considered  of  primary 
importance  and  every  possible  attention  is  given  to  the  individual 
student. 

Admission    of    Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher 
class,  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age.  Registration  blanks 
will  be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly  filled  and 
signed,  must  be  received  by  the  President  before  September  ist. 
A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.     This  will  be 
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credited  on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification 
of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  pass 
exa^minations  in  the  following  subjects: 

I.  Languages,  (i)  Latin — (a)  Grammar,  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Syntax  and  Prosody.  {b)  Prose  Composition; 
Collar's  Practical  Latin  Composition,  or  the  equivalent  of  Parts 
III  and  IV.  (r)  Csesar,  Gallic  War;  Books  I-IV.  {d)  Cicero, 
six  orations  {Pro  Archia  Poeta,  De  hnperio  Cn.  Pompei,  Pro 
Mar  cello  and  three  from  in  Catilinam.)  (e)  Virgil,  six  books. 
Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be 
accepted,  but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose  nor 
will  anything  be  accepted  for  the  translation  of  English  into  ■ 
Latin.  A  thorough  drill  in  sight  reading  is  assumed  in  all  ex- 
aminations and  college  class  work. 

(2)  One  of  the  following  languages: 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition;  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV;  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-III.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and 
translation  at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the 
Iliad,  with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words. 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or 
German,  in  the  Freshman  year.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidate's  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary 
grammatical  forms,  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary 
French  prose  and  verse.  Two  years,  at  least,  will  be  required  for 
preparation,  and  this  includes  constant  exercise  in  translating 
English  into  French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similar  to  that  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  each  candidate  frequently  commit 
to  memory  poems,  such  as  may  be  found  in  Whitney's  German 
Reader,  Anderson's  "Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder,"  etc.  Collar — 
Eisenbach's  German  Lessons  is  used  in  the  college  preparatory. 

II.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words — correct  in 
spelling,    punctuation,    capitalization,     grammar,     division     by 
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paragraphs  and  expression.  The  subject  will  be  taken  from  :he 
following  books:  For  1895,  Irving ' s  Alhambra  and  Sketch  Bojk, 
Longfellow's  Hiawatha,  Macauley's  Lays  of  Rome,  Hawthorne's 
Twice  Told  Tales,  Scott's  Rob  Roy.  For  1896-97,  Shakespeare's 
Merchant  of  Venice  and  Midsummer  Night's  Dream;  Milton's 
L' Allegro,  II  Penserso,  Comus  and  Lycidas;  Longfellovv's 
Evangeline,  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton,  Webster's  First  Bunker 
Hill  Oration,  De  Foe's  History  of  the  Plague  of  London,  Irvine's 
Tales  of  a  Traveler,  Hawthorne's  Twice  Told  Tales,  Georg-e 
Eliot's  Silas  Warner. 

HI.  Mathematics,  (i)  Algebra  as  treated  in  Wentworth's 
Complete  Algebra  or  its  equivalent.  (2)  Plane  Geometr}-,  as 
much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometry,  five  books  or  an 
equivalent. 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessary  to  pass  the 
Mathematical  examinations.  One  and  a  half  years  daily 
recitations  should  be  given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra;  one 
3^ear  with  daily  recitations  and  frequent  exercise  in  original  work 
the  minimum  time  for  Geometry. 

IV.  Science.  Zoology,  elements;  Physical  Ceograph}'; 
Physics,  Gage's  Introduction  to  Physical  Science  or  the  courses 
outlined  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Secondar}'  Education.

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  an 5'  class  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single 
recitation  daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be 
examined  in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as 
well  as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of  hours. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
studies  for  which  previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted  them. 
These  studies  are  selected  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President. 

Young  ladies  received  from  other  schools  must  present 
certificates  of  honorable  dismissal.

Latin. 

The  course  of  Latin  extends  through  the  four  years  of  the 
course,  being  required  for  the  first  two  years  and  elective  for  the 
last  two.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
Roman  Literature  through  a  study  of  representative  authors.  In 
the  department  of  History,  Livy  and  Tacitus  are  read;  in  Lyric 
Poetr}^  Satire,  and  Epistle,  Horace;  in  Essay,  Cicero;  in  Comedy, 
Plautus.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp 
the  beaut}-  of  the  best  Latin  authors. 

REQUIRED. 

Freshman  Year — First  Term — -Livy,  Book  XXI,  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  the  text.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  grammatical  forms  and  construction,  to  enable  the 
students  to  read  with  rapidity,  intelligence  and  appreciation. 

Second  Term — Horace,  Odes,  Carmen,  Sweiilare,  Satire, 
Epistle  (Selections).  The  Odes  are  studied  both  from  a  linguistic 
and  literar}^  point  of  view,  and  attention  is  given  to  the  stud}-  of 
rhythm  in  connection  with  the  odes.  Such  selections  are  made 
from  the  Satires  and  Epistles  as  will  best  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  author's  portrayal  of  life  and  society  of  Rome.  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  Cicero. 

Sophomore  Year — First  Term — Cicero,  De  Amieitia  and 
Biiitus.  In  reading  Cicero  his  marvellous  charm  of  style  is 
carefully  noted,  and  the  development  and  connection  of  thought 
is  traced  in  the  essays  read.  Latin  Prose  Composition,  more 
advanced,  dealing  with  style  and  form. 

Seeond  Term — Tacitus,  Agricola;  Plautus,  Captivi;  Horace, 
Ars  Poetica  In  reading  Tacitus  much  attention  is  paid  to  the 
peculiarities  of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic  of  the  Silver 
Age.  Plautus.  Besides  the  play  mentioned  similar  parts  from 
other  plays  are  read.      In  reading   Ars   Poetica  criticism  of  form 
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and  style,  and  analysis  of  the  thought  are  given  special  attention. 
Facility  in  reading  I^atin  is  cultivated  by  translation  at  sight,  in 
ever}^  part  of  the  course;  also  critical  attention  to  diction,  syntax 
and  style.

In  the  study  of 
French  this  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  interesting 
and  rapid  w^ay  in  which  to  render  the  pupil  capable  of  speaking 
the  language  fluently,  and  to  understand  it  readily.  The  method 
used  by  M'lle  Dossman  is  the  fruit  of  many  year's  teaching 
French.

The  college  arranges  for 
French  throughout  its  course  to  students  not  offering  French  in 
preparation,  and  as  a  third  language  a  three  years'  course.

Mathematics. 

I.  University  Algebra  (Olney).  Freshman  Year  First 
term.—k.  review  of  six  weeks  is  given  to  the  Theory  of  Exponents, 
Calculus  of  radicals  and  Quadratic  Equations.  The  remainder  of 
the  term  is  devoted  to  Infinitestimal  Analysis,  Higher  Equations 
and  Interpretation  of  Equations.      O^equired  in  Classical  Course.) 

II.  Solid  and  Spherical '^^^^^^^Sy  (Wells).  Fresh- 
man Year.  Second  Term. ---The  exercises  include  recitations  from 
the  text-book,  original  demonstrations  of  propositions  and  applica- 
tions of  principles  to  numerical  examples. 

III.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  (Wells).  Sopho- 
more }  ear,  First  Term— In  Plane  Trigonometry  special  attention 
is  given  to  extending  the  definitions  of  trigonomic  functions  to 
angles  of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducing  formulae  of  the  functions  of 
different  angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  triangle  in  de- 
termining heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  Spherical  Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems  relating  to 
the  celestial  sphere. 

Electives. 

I.  Analytical  Geometry  (Bowser.  Sophomore  Year, 
Second  Term.  —The  work  consists  of  investigations  of  the  various 
properties  of  the  right  line,  the  circle  and  the  conic  sections.  Numer- 
ous problems  which  will  require  original  thought  are  given  in 
order  that  a  clear  understanding  of  the  subject  may  be  gained. 

II.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser). 
Junior  Year,  First  Tenn— This  is  designed  for  the  students  who 
wish  to  study  the  Calculus  simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline, 
and  also  for  those  who  may  have  occasion  to  apply  its  principles 
to  the  solution  of  various  problems  in  Astronomy  and  Mechanics. 

III.  Higher  Arithmetic— -One  year,  one  period  per 
week.

Descriptive  AsTRONOMY---Required  in  Literary  Course. 

GexERAi^  Astronomy. ---Required  in  classical  course.  The 
work  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of 
astronomy  and  is  illustrated  by  the  examples  which  require  a 
knowledge  of  Mathematics  of  required  course. 

Natural  Science.

Second  Term,  Botany-— This  course  includes  a  considera- 
tion of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  structure  and  physiology 
of  plants,  with  lessons  in  systematic   Botan}"  and   Plant  Anah'sis. 

II.  Sophomore  Year,  First  7<;7-w.- --General  Chemistrj-  of 
the  non-metals  and  their  compounds. 

Second  Term.-— A  general  chemistrj'  of  the  metals  and  their 
compounds.  B.  Qualitative  Analysis---The  object  of  the  course 
in  chemistry  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experimental 
method  of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  elementary  facts  and  principles  of  chemistry. 
During  the  first  term  the  student  is  expected  to  acquire  some  skill 
in  manipulation  and  some  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  chemical 
combination.  During  the  second  term  eight  periods  per  week  are 
required.  The  work  of  the  term  consists  of  a  sj'stematic  labora- 
tory study  of  the  reactions  and  properties  of  the  useful  metals. 
Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of  chemistry  are  considered  in 
this  connection .  The  student  is  expected  to  apply  her  knowledge 
in  the  analysis  of  unknown  substances. 

III.  Junior  Year,    First   Term— The  work  in  Chemistry 
consists  of  two  courses:     A.     Mineralogy.     Lectures  on  mineral 
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itructure  and  composition,  aided  by  models  of  crystals  and 
;xamination  of  specimens.  Laboratory  work  in  the  determination 
)f  mineralogy  by  blow  pipe  analysis  and  chemical  tests.  B. 
Quantitative  Analysis.     Gravimetric  and  Volumetric. 

Second  T'^r/;/-- -Physics.  This  course  is  open  to  students  who 
lave  had  a  thorough  course  in  laboratory  ph3'sics  and  is  intended 
o  enable  the  students  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
)rinciples  and  facts  of  special  subjects,  by  means  of  laboratory 
vork,  collateral  reading  and  lectures. 

IV.  Senior  Yeak,  First  /"^'r;;/- --Domestic  Science.  This 
lourse  requires  a  knowledge  of  Chemistry  and  Physics.  It 
:onsists  of  laboratory  work  in  phj^siological  chemistry,  the 
:hemistry  of  air  and  water  in  their  relation  to  health,  with 
pecial  attention  to  the  chemistrj^  of  food  and  nutrition  in 
onnection  with  diet  and  dietaries  standard  of  different  nations. 

Second  7>rw---Geology.     During  this  term  the  general  facts 

.nd  principles  of  geology   are  studied  by   courses  in  dynamical, 

listorical    and    structural    geology,    with    examination    of    rock 

pecimens. 

[Course  IV  elective.] 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Prof.  Atwater,  a  part  of  the 
vork  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  investigation  of  food  was 
ssigned  to  Miss  BeVier,  and  has  been  conducted  in  the  college 
aboratory.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  composition 
f  bread.  The  proportion  of  nutrients  in  various  kinds,  as 
hown  by  chemical  analysis,  has  been  determined. 

A  dietary  study,  showing  the  food  purchased,  the  proportion 
f  edible  portion  and  waste  and  the  amounts  actually  consumed 
y  a  family  in  thirty  da3's,  has  been  carried  on.  The  students  of 
hemistry  have  had  the  advantage  of  intelligent  participation  in 
ome  of  the  laboratory  work  of  these  investigations.

Free  instruction  is  given  in  class  gymnastics  and  choral  sing- 
ing. Books,  stationery  and  sheet  music  furnished  at  regular 
prices. 

All  bills  for  boarding,  tuition  and  extras  are  due  one  half  on 
first  day  of  term,  and  the  remainder,  December  ist  and  April  ist 
respectively.     In  case  of  a  delay  beyond  ten  days,  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  C.  B.  McConnell,  will  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  those  in  ar- 
rears. 

It  is  understood  all  arrangements  for  the  study  of  music  are 
made  for  the  entire  term.  Lessons  cannot  be  discontinued  except 
for  valid  reasons,  and  due  notice  must  be  given.  No  deduction 
will  be  made  for  lessons  lost  by  the  student. 

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with 
instructors  and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are 
made  by  the  college  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction 
can  be  made  in  the  charge  for  tuition. 

Pupils  are  received  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in 
September,  and  at  other  times  to  fill  any  vacancy.  Parents  or 
guardians  will  be  held  responsible  for  full  payment,  from  the  date 
at  zvhicli  they  have  engaged  to  enter  their  daughter  or  ward  until 
the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and  no  deduction  zuill  be  made  in  bills 
for  absence  or  prematitre  withdrazval  except  in  case  of  serious  and 
protracted  sickness,  zvhen  the  loss  will  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the  Extra 
Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all 
denominations  and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the 
college  by  the  candidate  have  been  paid. 
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Needs  of  the  College. 


The  larger  demands  for  the  education  of  women  require  more 
extensive  equipment  in  every  department  of  study.  The  college 
has  added  extensively  to  its  apparatus,  laboratory  and  library, 
but  there  is  still  a  growing  need,  which  benevolence  alone  can 
supply.  The  college  was  endowed  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging 
the  usefulness  of  women,  hence  the  attention  of  those  interested 
in  liberal  Christian  education  is  called  to  these  needs  of  the 
college: 

I.  General  Endowment  Fund — -To  insure  salaries  which 
shall  retain  the  best  instructors  in  the  facult}-. 

To  enlarge  all  equipment. 
To  add  to  the  buildings. 

II.  Scholarships — Six  thousand  dollars  will  establish  a 
scholarship  for  the  boarding  department;  two  thousand  dollars  for 
the  da}^  school.  Constant  requests  are  made  b}'  worth}'  young 
women  who  are  desirous  of  an  education  for  the  high  purpose  of 
increasing  their  power  of  Christian  usefulness. 

III.  PROFESSORSHiPS---Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  will 
establish  a  chair  in  any  department. 

The  Helen  E.  Pelletreau  Scholarship.

Will  be  honored  as  the  basis  of  all  religious  and  moral  instruction,  and  although 
the  Charter  requires  that  ' '  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  ministers  and  lay-members  in  full  communion  with  some  branch  of 
the  Presbyterian  church,"  yet  it  is  not  our  design  to  make  the  College  sectarian  in 
its  influence  over  the  students  entrusted  to  its  care.  Denominational  preferences, 
wiU,  as  far  as  possible,  be  respected,  but  when  no  definite  arrangements  are  made, 
the  pupils  will  be  expected  to  attend  church  with  the  President.

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Now  that  Presbyterians  are  so  laudably  engaged  in  pouring  their 
gifts  into  the  Lord's  treasury,  for  the  support  aud  advancement  of  our 
Presbyterian  Zion  ;  and  while,  in  different  localities,  different  objects 
will  loom  u}}  to  claim  special  interest  and  contributions  :  it  is  hoped 
that  the  brethren  of  our  communion  in  Allegheny  County  and  western 
Pennsylvania,  will  not  forget  "The  Pennsylvania  Female  College," 
just  established,  and  inaugurated  with  such  high  i)romise  of  great 
results. 

Such  an  institution  has  long  been  needed  and  demanded  by  the 
Presbyterian  families  of  this  whole  region,  to  prevent  our  maidens 
from  being  drawn  off  into  the  Seminaries  of  other  denominations  for 
education,  at  the  most  impressible  period  of  life :  and  so  that  their 
Intellectual  and  moral  training,  while  being  prosecuted  under  the  best 
attainable  advantages,  may  be  in  the  line  of  the  faith  of  their  fathers, 
and  of  a  higher  order  than  can  be  obtained  in  most  of  our  Western 
Seminaries. 

The  aim  of  this  new  College  is,  to  secure  for  our  sisters  and 
daughters  a  high  order  of  education,  at  a  moderate  cost  :  that  the 
most  of  our  citizens  may  be  gratified.  The  site  selected  and  secured, 
(on  College  Hill,  East  Liberty,  four  miles  from  the  Pittsburgh  Court 
House,)  is  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose,  being  accessible,  away 
from  the  smoke,  and  dirt,  and  distractions  of  the  city  ;  in  a  pure,  bracing 
atmosphere,  and  in  a  good  Presbyterian  neighborhood.  While  the 
character  and  reputation  of  the  President,  (Rev.  Dr.  James  Black, 
formerly  of  Jefferson  College,)  and  his  corps  of  assistants,  insure  its 
success,    from  the  start. 


But  already  is  the  capacity  of  the  large  and  complete  College 
edifice  taxed  by  the  demaiid  for  places  for  boarding  pupils ;  and  the 
Trustees  must  take  immediate  steps  to  extend  their  buildings.  To 
do  this,  and  well  start  and  equip  the  College,  funds  are  needed. 
"While  some  of  our  Presbyterians  have  contributed  liberally,  most  have 
not  had  the  opportunity.  To  such,  we  now  appeal  to  help  in  the 
praiseworthy  undertaking  of  making  the  "Penksylvakia  Female 
College"     a  blessing  to  this  community,   and  to  the   church. 

The  Charter  secures  its  constant  control  by  Presbyterians,  while 
the  following  certificate  shows  we  have  the  cordial  sanction  and  in- 
dorsement of   the   General  Assembly's    "Memorial  Fund   Committee:"

The  case  of  "The  Pennsylvania  Female  College,"  Allegheny 
County,  Pennsylvania,  presented  by  Hon.  Robert  M' Knight,  has  been 
considered  by  the  Memorial  Fund  Committee,  and  is  approved,  as  com- 
ing clearly  within  the  design  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  Five 
Million  Fund. 

Donations  to  this  promising  institution,  which  has  a  close  connec- 
tion with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  which  is  now  placed  under 
the  Presidency  of  Rev.  James  Black,  D.  D.,  late  President  of  Iowa 
State  University,  will  be  recorded  as  a  part  of  the  Memorial  Fund, 
when  proper  acknowledgments  or  receipts  are  forwarded  to  this  Com- 
mittee.

FOR    Women. 


This  college,  chartered  under  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting 
of  thirty  members,  is  situated  on  Fifth  avenue,  East  End,  Pitts- 
burgh, three  and  one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.  The 
buildings  are  ample,  consisting  of  residence  portion,  once  the 
home  of  a  wealthy  citizen;  class  and  music  rooms,  gymnasium 
and  Dilworth  Hall,  a  handsome  building  dedicated  in  1888.  The 
grounds  are  large  and  well  shaded;  the  location,  the  most 
commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the  municipal 
corporation,  is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three  minutes 
walk  of  the  cable  cars  by  which  the  city  and  other  suburban 
parts  are  reached.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who  is  familiar 
with  the  scenery  of  this  country:  "No  educational  institution  in 
the  land  can  compare  with  the  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women 
for  beauty  of  situation,  purit}'  of  atmosphere,  compass  of  view 
and  special  adaptedness  of  the  location  to  retirement,  combined 
with  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of  the  city." 

The  College  is  distinctively  and  positively  Christian  in  its 
influence  and  instruction.  A  s^^stematic  study  of  the  Bible  is 
required  of  every  student.  Daily  services  are  held  in  the  chapel. 
A  missionary  society  is  established  among  the  students  and  a 
weekl}^  prayer  meeting  is  conducted  by  them. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  considered  of  primary 
importance  and  every  possible  attention  is  given  to  the  individual 
student. 

Admission    of    Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  anj^  higher 
class,  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age.  Registration  blanks 
will  be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly  filled  and 
signed,  must  be  received  by  the  President  before  September  ist. 
A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.     This  will  be 
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credited  on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification 
of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  pass 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects: 

I.  Languages,  (i)  Latin — (a)  Grammar,  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Syntax  and  Prosody.  {b)  Prose  Composition; 
Collar's  Practical  Latin  Composition,  or  the  equivalent  of  Parts 
III  and  IV.  {c)  Csesar,  Gallic  War;  Books  I-IV.  {d)  Cicero, 
six  orations  {Pro  Archia  Poeta,  De  hnperio  Cn.  Pompei,  Pro 
Mar  cello  and  three  from  in  Catilinam.^  (f)  Virgil,  six  books. 
Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be 
accepted,  but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose  nor 
will  anything  be  accepted  for  the  translation  of  English  into 
Latin.  A  thorough  drill  in  sight  reading  is  assumed  in  all  ex- 
aminations and  college  class  work. 

(2)  One  of  the  following  languages: 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition;  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV;  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-III.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and 
translation  at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the 
Iliad,  with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words, 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or 
German,  in  the  Freshman  j^ear.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidate's  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary 
grammatical  forms,  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary 
French  prose  and  verse.  Two  years,  at  least,  will  be  required  for 
preparation,  and  this  includes  constant  exercise  in  translating 
English  into  French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similar  to  that  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  each  candidate  frequently  commit 
to  memory  poems,  such  as  may  be  found  in  Whitney's  German 
Reader,  Anderson's  "Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder,"  etc.  Collar — 
Eisenbach's  German  Lessons  is  used  in  the  college  preparatory. 

II.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words — correct  in 
spelling,    punctuation,     capitalization,      grammar,      division     by 
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paragraphs  and  expression.  The  subject  will  be  taken  from  the 
following  books:  For  1895,  Irving's  Alhambra  and  Sketch  Book, 
Longfellow's  Hiawatha,  Macauley's  Lays  of  Rome,  Hawthorne's 
Twice  Told  Tales,  Scott's  Rob  Roy.  For  1896-97,  Shakespeare's 
Merchant  of  A^nice  and  Midsummer  Night's  Dream;  Milton's 
ly' Allegro,  II  Penserso,  Comus  and  I^ycidas;  Longfellow's 
Evangeline,  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton,  Webster's  First  Bunker 
Hill  Oration,  De  Foe's  Histor5^of  the  Plague  of  London,  Irving's 
Tales  of  a  Traveler,  Hawthorne's  Twice  Told  Tales,  George 
Eliot's  Silas  Warner. 

III.  Matlicmatics.  (i)  Algebra  as  treated  in  Wentworth's 
Complete  Algebra  or  its  e([uivalent.  (2)  Plane  Geometr}',  as 
much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometry,  five  books  or  an 
equivalent. 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessar}^  to  pass  the 
Mathematical  examinations.  One  and  a  half  years  daily 
recitations  should  be  given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra;  one 
3^ear  with  daily  recitations  and  frequent  exercise  in  original  work 
the  minimum  time  for  Geometry.

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single 
recitation  daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be 
examined  in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as 
well  as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of  hours. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
studies  for  which  previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted  them. 
These  studies  are  selected  subject  to  the  approvalof  the  President. 

Young  ladies  received  from  other  schools  must  present 
certificates  of  honorable  dismissal. 
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Examinations  for  Entrance. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  college 
buildings  June  5,  6,  7  and  September  17  and  iS,  1895. 

Certificate  Privileges. 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon  certificate  will  be 
granted  to  schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has 
satisfactorily  passed  an  examination.  This  privilege  will  be 
withdrawn  if  subsequent  pupils  show  lack  of  preparation. 

Regulations  pertaining  to  the  Academic  Department  are 
given  on  page  40. 

Application    for    Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered  and  rooms  not  engaged  by 
former  students  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of 
application . 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  necessary  to  secure  a  room.  This 
imount  will  be  credited  on  first  payment,  or  will  be  refunded  if  a 
wish  to  yield  the  room  is  made  known  before  August  15th.

Latin. 

The  course  of  L,atin  extends  through  the  four  years  of  the 
course,  being  required  for  the  first  two  years  and  elective  for  the 
last  two.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
Roman  Literature  through  a  study  of  representative  authors.  In 
the  department  of  Histor3%  Livy  and  Tacitus  are  read;  in  Lyric 
Poetry,  Satire,  and  Epistle,  Horace;  in  Essay,  Cicero;  in  Comedy, 
Plautus.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp 
the  beauty  of  the  best  Latin  authors. 

REQUIRED. 

Freshman  Year- — Fnst  Term — Livy,  Book  XXI,  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  the  text.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  grammatical  forms  and  construction,  to  enable  the 
students  to  read  with  rapidity,  intelligence  and  appreciation. 

Second  TeiDi — Horace,  Odes,  Carmen,  Seeeidare,  Satire, 
Epistle  (Selections).  The  Odes  are  studied  both  from  a  linguistic 
and  literary  point  of  view,  and  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of 
rhythm  in  connection  with  the  odes.  Such  selections  are  made 
from  the  Satires  and  Epistles  as  will  best  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  author's  portra3^al  of  life  and  society  of  Rome.  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  Cicero. 

Sophomore  Year — Fiist  Term — Cicero,  De  Amicitia  and 
Bi  iitus.  In  reading  Cicero  his  marvellous  charm  of  style  is 
carefully  noted,  and  the  development  and  connection  of  thought 
is  traced  in  the  essays  read.  Latin  Prose  Composition,  more 
advanced,  dealing  with  style  and  form. 

Second  Term — Tacitus,  Agrieola:  Plautus,  Captivi;  Horace, 
Ars  Poetica  In  reading  Tacitus  much  attention  is  paid  to  the 
peculiarities  of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic  of  the  Silver 
Age.  Plautus.  Besides  the  pla^-  mentioned  similar  parts  from 
other  plays  are  read.      In  reading  Ars   Poetica  criticism  of  form 
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md  stj'le,  and  analysis  of  the  thought  are  given  special  attention, 
facility  in  reading  Latin  is  cultivated  by  translation  at  sight,  in 
;very  part  of  the  course;  also  critical  attention  to  diction,  syntax 
:nd  style.

lifferent  angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  triangle  in  de- 
ermining  heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications  of  the  prin- 
iples  of  Spherical  Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems  relating  to 
he  celestial  sphere.

The 
work  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of 
astronomy  and  is  illustrated  by  the  examples  which  require  a 
knowledge  of  Mathematics  of  required  course. 

Natural   Science. 

I.  Freshman  Year,  First  Tlw;/. ---Physiology  Hygiene, 
Domestic  Economy.  This  course  pre-supposes  a  knowledge  of 
the  elements  of  physiology  and  includes  a  brief  review  of  the  es- 
sentials of  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  human  body  illustrated 
by  anatomical  charts,  skeleton  and  manikin. 

The  practical  application  of  physiological  facts  in  reference  to 
the  laws  of  health,  sanitary  principles  in  connection  with  proper 
methods  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation  and  water  supply. 

Second  Term,  i?c/c?;/j'---This  course  includes  a  considera- 
tion of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  structure  and  physiology 
of  plants,  with  lessons  in  sj'stematic   Botan}'^  and   Plant  Anal3'sis. 

II.  Sophomore  Year,  First  T'^vv;/.--- General  Chemistry  of 
the  non-metals  and  their  compounds. 

Second  Tl^r;;/.--- A  general  chemistry  of  the  metals  and  their 
compounds.  B.  Qualitative  Analysis— -The  object  of  the  course 
in  chemistry  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experimental 
method  of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  elementary  facts  and  principles  of  chemistry. 
During  the  first  term  the  student  is  expected  to  acquire  some  skill 
in  manipulation  and  some  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  chemical 
combination.  During  the  second  term  eight  periods  per  week  are 
required.  The  work  of  the  term  consists  of  a  S5'stematic  labora- 
tory stud}'  of  the  reactions  and  properties  of  the  useful  metals. 
Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of  chemistr)-  are  considered  in 
this  connection.  The  student  is  expected  to  apply  her  knowledge 
in  the  analysis  of  unknown  substances. 

III.  Junior  Year,  First  Tcrm—T\\^  work  in  Chemistry 
consists  of  two  courses:     A.     Mineralogy.     Lectures  on  mineral 
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tructure  and  composition,  aided  bj^  models  of  crystals  and 
xaminationof  specimens.  Laboratory  work  in  the  determination 
if  mineralog}'^  by  blow  pipe  analysis  and  chemical  tests.  B. 
Quantitative  Analysis.      Gravimetric  and  Volumetric. 

Second  7dV-w---Physics.  This  course  is  open  to  students  who 
lave  had  a  thorough  course  in  laboratory  physics  and  is  intended 
0  enable  the  students  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
irinciples  and  facts  of  special  subjects,  by  means  of  laboratory 
k^ork,  collateral  reading  and  lectures. 

IV.  Senior  Year,  First  Tdv-w-'-Domestic  Science.  This 
ourse  requires  a  knowledge  of  Chemistry  and  Phj'sics.  It 
onsists  of  laboratory  work  in  physiological  chemistry,  the 
hemistry  of  air  and  water  in  their  relation  to  health,  with 
pecial  attention  to  the  chemistr}^  of  food  and  nutrition  in 
onnection  with  diet  and  dietaries  standard  of  different  nations. 

Second  7 t'r;«--- Geology.  During  this  term  the  general  facts 
nd  principles  of  geology  are  studied  b}-  courses  in  dynamical, 
listorical  and  structural  geology,  with  examination  of  rock 
pecimens. 

[Course  IV  elective.] 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Prof.  Atwater,  a  part  of  the 
/ork  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  investigation  of  food  was 
ssigned  to  Miss  BeVier,  and  has  been  conducted  in  the  college 
iboratory.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  composition 
f  bread.  The  proportion  of  nutrients  in  various  kinds,  as 
hown  bj'  chemical  analysis,  has  been  determined. 

A  dietar}'  study,  showing  the  food  purchased,  the  proportion 
f  edible  portion  and  waste  and  the  amounts  actually  consumed 
y  a  family  in  thirty  da^'s,  has  been  carried  on.  The  students  of 
hemistry  have  had  the  advantage  of  intelligent  participation  in 
ome  of  the  laboratory  work  of  these  investigations.

Course  of  Instruction. 

The  Courses  of  Instruction  pursued  in  this  department  have 
for  their  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art. 

The  stages  have  been  arranged  entirely  with  the  view  of 
developing  a  knowledge  of  form,  the  laws  of  light,  shade,  color 
and  perspective,  none  of  which  can  well  be  dispensed  with. 

All  can  learn  to  draw,  as  well  as  read  and  write;  and  the 
one  is  hardly  less  important  in  a  finished  education  than  the  other. 
The  training  of  the  eye  and  hand,  and  the  cultivation  of  taste, 
are  an  ample  return  for  the  cost.

In  case  of  a  dela^-   beyond  ten  days,  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  C.  B.  McConnell,  will  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  those  in  ar- 
rears. 

It  is  understood  all  arrangements  for  the  study  of  music  are 
made  for  the  entire  term.  Lessons  cannot  be  discontinued  except 
for  valid  reasons,  and  due  notice  must  be  given.  No  deduction 
will  be  made  for  lessons  lost  by  the  student. 

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with 
instructors  and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are 
made  by  the  college  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction 
can  be  made  hi  the  eharge  for  tuition. 

Pupils  are  received  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year  in 
September,  and  at  other  times  to  fill  any  vacancy.  Parents  or 
guardians  will  be  held  responsible  for  full  payment,  from  the  date 
at  zuhich  they  have  engaged  to  enter  their  daughter  or  luard  until 
the  elose  of  the  year  in  June,  and  no  deduction  mill  be  made  iji  bills 
tor  absence  or  premature  zvithdrawal  except  in  case  of  serious  and 
brotracted  sickness,  ivhen  the  loss  zvill  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the  Extra 
Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all 
denominations  and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the 
college  by  the  candidate  have  been  paid. 
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Needs  of  the  College. 


The  larger  demands  for  the  education  of  women  require  more 
extensive  equipment  in  every  department  of  studj-.  The  college 
has  added  extensively  to  its  apparatus,  laboratory  and  library, 
but  there  is  still  a  growing  need,  which  benevolence  alone  can 
supply.  The  college  was  endowed  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging 
the  usefulness  of  women,  hence  the  attention  of  those  interested 
in  liberal  Christian  education  is  called  to  these  needs  of  the 
college: 

I.  General  Endowment  Fund — To  insure  salaries  which 
shall  retain  the  best  instructors  in  the  faculty. 

To  enlarge  all  equipment. 
To  add  to  the  buildings. 

II.  Scholarships — Six  thousand  dollars  will  establish  a 
scholarship  for  the  boarding  department;  two  thousand  dollars  for 
the  day  school.  Constant  requests  are  made  b}'  worthy  3'oung 
women  who  are  desirous  of  an  education  for  the  high  purpose  of 
increasing  their  power  of  Christian  usefulness. 

III.  PROFESSORSHiPS---Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  will 
establish  a  chair  in  au}^  department.

This  college,  chartered  under  a  Board  of  Trustees  consist- 
ng  of  thirty  members,  is  situated  on  Fifth  avenue.  East  End, 
Pittsburgh,  three  and  one-half  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city. 
rhe  buildings  are  ample,  consisting  of  residence  portion,  once 
the  home  of  a  wealthy  citizen  ;  class  and  music  rooms,  gym- 
nasium and  Dilworth  Hall,  a  handsome  building  dedicated  in 
1888.  The  grounds  are  large  and  well  shaded  ;  the  location, 
:he  most  commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the 
municipal  corporation,  is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three 
ninutes  walk  of  the  cable  cars  by  which  the  city  and  other 
suburban  parts  are  reached.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who 
s  familiar  with  the  scenery  of  this  country  :  "  No  educational 
nstitution  in  the  land  can  compare  with  the  Pennsylvania  Col- 
ege  for  Women  for  beauty  of  situation,  purity  of  atmosphere, 
:ompass  of  view  and  special  adaptness  of  the  location  to  retire- 
Tient,  combined  with  ready  access  to   the  advantages  of  the 

:ity." 

The  College  is  distinctively  and  positively  Christian  in  its 
influence  and  instruction.  A  systematic  study  of  the  Bible  is 
required  of  every  student.  Daily  services  are  held  in  the  chapel. 
A.  missionary  society  is  established  among  the  students  and  a 
kveekly  prayer  meeting  is  conducted  by  them. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  considered  of  primary 
importance  and  every  possible  attention  is  given  to  the  indi- 
i^idual  student. 

Admission   of   Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman,  or  any  higher 
:lass,   must   be   at    least  sixteen   years   of  age.      Registration 
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blanks  will  be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly 
filled  and  signed,  must  be  received  by  the  President  before  Sep- 
tember I  St.  A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged. 
This  will  be  credited  on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded 
if  notification  of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must 
pass  examinations  in  the  following  subjects  : 

I.  Languages,  (i)  Latin — («)  Grammar,  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Syntax  and  Prosody,  ib)  Prose  Composition  ; 
Collar's  Practical  Latin  Composition,  or  the  equivalent  of  Parts 
III  and  IV.  {c)  Caesar,  Gallic  War  ;  Books  I-IV.  {d)  Cicero, 
six  orations  {Pro  Archia  Poet  a.,  Dc  Imperio  Cn.  Povipei,  Pro 
Marcello  and  three  from  in  Cati/tJiain.)  {e)  Virgil,  six  books. 
Pronunciation  after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be 
accepted,  but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose 
nor  will  anything  be  accepted  for  the  translation  of  English 
into  Latin.  A  thorou'gh  examination  in  sight  reading  will  be 
given. 

(2)  One  of  the  following  languages  : 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition;  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV;  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-III.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and 
translation  at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the 
Iliad,  with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words. 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or 
German,  in  the  Freshman  year.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test 
the  candidate's  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary  gram- 
matical forms,  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary 
French  prose  and  verse.  Two  years,  at  least,  will  be  required 
for  preparation,  and  this  includes  constant  exercise  in  translat- 
ing English  into  French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similiar  to  that 
in  P'rench.      It  is  recommended  each  candidate  frequently  com- 
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mit  to  memory  poems,  such  as  may  be  found  in  Whitney's 
German  Reader,  Anderson's  "  Bilderbuch  ohne  Bilder,"  etc. 
Collar — Eisenbach's  German  Lessons  is  used  in  the  college 
preparatory. 

II.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words — cor- 
rect in  spelling,  punctuation,  capitalization^  grammar,  division 
by  paragraphs,  and  expression.  The  subject  will  be  taken  from 
the  following  books :  For  1896,  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of 
Venice  and  Midsummer  Kight's  Dream;  Milton's  L' Allegro,  II 
Penseroso,  Comus,  and  Lycidas;  Longfellow's  Evangeline,  Mac- 
aulay's  Essay  on  Milton;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration; 
De  Foe's  History  of  the  Plague  in  London;  Irving's  Tales  of  a 
Traveler;  Scott's  Woodstock;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 
For  1897,  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  As  you  Like 
It;  Scott's  Marmion;  Longfellow's  Evangeline;  Burke's  Speech 
■on  Conciliation  with  America;  Macaulay's  Life  of  Samuel 
Johnson;  De  Foe's  History  of  the  Plague  in  London;  Irving's 
Tales  of  a  Traveler;  Hawthorne's  Twice  Told  Tales;  George 
Eliot's  Silas  Marner.  For  1898,  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of 
Venice  and  Julius  Caesar;  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village;  Scott's 
Marmion;  Longfellow's  Courtship  of  Miles  Standish;  Burke's 
Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America;  Macaulay's  Life  of  Sam- 
uel Johnson;  De  Foe's  History  of  the  Plague  in  London;  Haw- 
thorne's Twice  Told  Tales;  Thackeray's  The  Newcomes; 
George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner. 

III.  Mathematics,  (i)  Algrebra  as  treated  in  Went- 
worth's  Complete  Algebra  or  its  equivalent.  (2)  Plane 
Geometry,  as  much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometry, 
five  books  or  an  equivalent. 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessary  to  pass  the  Mathematical 
examinations.  One  and  a  half  years'  daily  recitations  should 
be  given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra  ;   one  year  with  daily 
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recitations  and  frequent  exercise  in  original  work  the  minimum 
time  for  Geometry. 

IV.  Science.  Physical  Geography  ;  Physics,  Gage's 
Introduction  to  Physical  Science,  or  the  courses  outlined  in  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Secondary  Education. 

V.  History,  (i)  United  States.  (2)  Outlines  of  the 
History  of  England.  (3)  A  brief  history  of  Greece  to  the  close 
of  the  Peloponesian  War.  (4)  A  brief  history  of  Rome  to  the 
first  century  A.  D. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if 
her  conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a 
single  recitation  daily.  -      " 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be 
examined  in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as 
well  as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of 
hours. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take 
special  studies  for  which  previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted 
them.  These  studies  are  selected  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

Young  ladies  received  from  other  schools  must  present 
certificates  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Examinations  for  Entrance* 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  college 
buildings  June  2,  3,  4  and  September  15  and  16,  1896. 

Certificate  Privileges. 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon  certificate  will  be 
granted  to  schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has 
satisfactorily  passed  an  examination.  This  privilege  will  be 
withdrawn  if  subsequent  pupils  show  lack  of  preparation.

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COURSES  AND  METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Arranged  by  Departments. 


Latin. 

The  course  of  Latin  extends  through  the  four  years  of  the 
course,  behig  required  for  the  first  two  }  ears  of  the  classical 
course  and  elective  for  the  last  two.  The  aim  of  the  course  is 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  Roman  Literature  through  a  study 
of  representative  authors.  In  the  department  of  History,  Livy 
and  Tacitus  are  read;  in  Lyric  Poetry,  Satire,  and  Epistle,  Hor- 
ace; in  Essay,  Cicero;  in  Comedy,  Plautus.  Special  efforts 
are  made  to  enable  the  student  to  grasp  the  beauty  of  the  best 
Latin  authors. 

REQUIRED. 

I.  Freshman  YEAR~F/rst  Term — Livy,  Book  XXI,  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  the  text.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  grammatical  forms  and  construction,  to  enable  the 
students  to  read  with  rapidity,  intelligence  and  appreciation 

Second  Term — Horace,  Odes,  Carmen,  Scvciilare,  Satire, 
Epistle  (Selections).  The  Odes  are  studied  both  from  a  linguis- 
tic and  literary  point  of  view,  and  attention  is  given  to  the 
rhythm  in  connection  with  the  odes.  Such  selections  are  made 
from  the  Satires  and  Epistles  as  will  best  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  author's  portrayal  of  life  and  society  of  Rome.  Latin 
Prose  Composition  based  upon  Cicero. 

II.  Sophomore  Y^k^-First  Term — Cxcqyo,  De  Ainicitia, 
and  Bnitiis.  In  reading  Cicero  his  marvellous  charm  of  style 
is  carefully  noted,  and  the  development  and  connection  of 
thought  is  traced  in  the  essays  read.  Latin  Prose  Composi- 
tion, more  advanced,  dealing  with  style  and  form. 

Second  Term — Tacitus,  Agricola ;  Plautus,  Captivi ; 
Horace,  Ars  Poetica.      In   reading  Tacitus  much   attention  is 
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paid  to  the  peculiarities  of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic 
of  the  Silver  Age.  Plautus.  Besides  the  play  mentioned  sim- 
ilar parts  from  other  plays  are  read.  In  reading  Ars  Poetica 
criticism  of  form  and  style,  and  analysis  of  the  thought  are 
given  special  attention.  Facility  in  reading  Latin  is  cultivated 
by  translation  at  sight,  in  every  part  of  the  course;  also  critical 
attention  to  diction,  syntax  and  style. 

III.  Junior  (Elective) — First  Term — Latin  Hymns. 
Second  Term — Juvenal  (Selections) — Roman  Elegy. 

IV.  Senior — First  Term — Pliny,  Letters. 
Second  Term — Sight  Reading. 

Greek, 

I.  First  Year — Grammar  and  Prose  Composition,  five 
times  per  week. 

II.  Second  Year — First  Term — Anabasis  and  Prose 
Composition. 

Second  Term — The  Iliad  and  Prose  Composition,  five 
times  per  week.

French  is  taught  by  the  Natural  Method.  In  the  study 
of  French  this  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  inter- 
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esting  and   rapid  way  in  which   to  render  the  pupil  capable  of 
speaking  the  language  fluently,  and  to  understand  it  readily. 

I.  First  Year — First  Term — Object  lessons  and  con- 
versation. Frequent  translation  of  English  into  French,  French 
into  English.

V.  VI.  Flectives — History  of  French  literature  and  the 
reading  of  classical  authors  through  two  years.  The  college 
arranges  for  French  throughout  its  course  to  students  not 
offering  French  in  preparation,  and  as  a  third  language  a  three 
years'  course. 

German, 

I.  Collar-Eisenbach's  Lessons  used  as  guide  to  grammar, 
with  daily  practice  in  conversation  and  writing. — One  year, 
five  times  per  week.

Mathematics. 

I.  Solid  aNd  Spherical  Geometry  fWells).  Fresh- 
man Year,  First  Term — The  exercises  include  recitations  from 
the  text-book,  original  demonstrations  of  propositions  and 
applications  of  principles  to  numerical  examples. 

II.  University  Algebra.  Freshman  Year,  Second 
Term — A  review  of  six  weeks  is  given  to  the  Theory  of  Expo- 
nents, Calculus  of  radicals  and  Quadratic  Equations.  The 
remainder  of  the  term  is  devoted  to  Infinitestimal  Analysis, 
Higher  Equations  and  Interpretation  of  Equations.  (Required 
in  Classical  Course.) 

III.  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  (Wells). 
Sophomore  Year,  First  Term — In  Plane  Trigonometry  special 
attention  is  given  to  extending  the  definitions  of  trigonomic 
functions  to  angles  of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducting  formulae  of 
the  functions  of  different  angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the 
plane  triangle  in  determining  heights,  distances  and  areas. 
Applications  of  the  principles  of  Spherical  Trigonometry  are 
made  to  problems  relating  to  the  celestial  sphere. 

IV.  Higher  Arithmetic — One  year,  one  period  per 
week . 
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Elective. 

I.  Analytical  Geometry  (Bowser).  Sophomore  Year,. 
Second  Term — The  work  consists  of  investigations  of  the  vari- 
ous properties  of  the  right  line,  the  circle  and  the  conic 
sections.  Numerous  problems  which  will  require  original 
thought  are  given  in  order  that  a  clear  understanding  of  the 
subject  may  be  gained. 

II.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser) 
Junior  Year,  First  Tervi — This  is  designed  for  the  students 
who  wish  to  study  the  Calculus  simply  as  a  means  of  mental 
discipline,  and  also  for  those  who  may  have  occasion  to  apply 
its  principles  to  the  solution  of  various  problems  in  Astronomy 
and  Mechanics. 

Astronomy* 

I.  Descriptive  Astronomy  —  Required  in  Literary 
Course. 

II.  General  Astronomy — Required  in  classical  course 
The  work  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  depart- 
ments of  astronomy  and  is  illustrated  by  the  examples  which 
require  a  knowledge  of  Mathematics  of  required  course. 

Natural   Science. 

I.  Freshman  Year,  First  Term — Physiology,  Hygiene,. 
Domestic  Economy.  This  course  pre-supposes  a  knowledge 
of  the  elements  of  physiology  and  includes  a  brief  review  of  the 
essentials  of  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  human  body  illus- 
trated by  anatomical  charts,  skeleton  and  manikin. 

The  practical  application  of  physiological  facts  in  reference 
to  the  laws  of  health,  sanitary  principles  in  connection  with 
proper  methods  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation  and  water 
supply. 

II.  Second  Term,  Botanj'— This  course  includes  a  con- 
sideration of  the  fundamental   principles  of  the  structure  and 
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physiology  of  plants,  with  lessons  in  systematic  Botany  and 
Plant  Analysis. 

III,  Sophomore  Year,  First  Term — General  Chemistry 
of  the  non-metals  and  theii  compounds. 

Second  Term — A  general  chemistry  of  the  metals  and 
their  compounds.  B.  Qualitative  Analysis — The  object  of  the 
course  in  chemistry  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experi- 
mental method  of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  elementary  facts  and  principles  of 
chemistry.  During  the  first  term  the  student  is  expected  to 
acquire  some  skill  in  manipulation  and  some  knowledge  of  the 
laws  of  chemical  combination.  During  the  second  term  eight 
periods  per  week  are  required.  The  work  of  the  term  consists 
of  a  systematic  laboratory  study  of  the  reactions  and  properties 
of  the  useful  metals.  Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of 
chemistry  are  considered  in  this  connection.  The  student  is 
expected  to  apply  her  knowledge  in  the  analysis  of  unknown 
substances. 

IV.  Junior  Year,  First  Term — The  work  in  Chemistry 
consists  of  two  courses.  A.  Mineralogy.  Lectures  on  rhineral 
structure  and  composition,  aided  by  models  of  crys,tals  and 
examination  of  specimens.  Laboratory  work  in  the  determi- 
nation of  mineralogy  by  blow  pipe  analysis  and  chemical  tests, 
B.     Quantitative  Analysis.     Gravimetric  and  Volumetric. 

V,  SecondTerm — Physics.  This  course  is  open  to  students 
who  have  had  a  thorough  course  in  laboratory  physics  and  is 
intended  to  enable  the  students  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  principles  and  facts  of  special  subjects,  by  means  of 
laboratory  work,  collateral  reading  and  lectures. 

VI.  Senior  Year,  First  Term — Domestic  Science.  This 
course  requires  a  knowledge  of  Chemistry  and  Physics.  It 
consists  of  laboratory  work  in  physiological  chemistry,  the 
chemistry  of  air  and  water  in  their  relation  to  health,  with 
special  attention  to  the  chemistry  of  food  and  nutrition  in  con- 
nection with  diet  and  dietaries  standard  of  different  nations. 
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Second  Term — Geology.  During  this  term  the  general 
facts  and  principles  of  geology  are  studied  by  courses  in  dynam- 
ical, historical  and  structural  geology,  with  examination  of 
rock  specimens. 

[Course  IV  elective.] 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Prof  Atwater,  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  the  investigation  of 
food  was  assigned  to  Miss  BeVier,  and  has  been  conducted  in 
the  college  laboratory.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  composition  of  bread.  The  proportion  of  nutrients  in  vari- 
ous kinds,  as  shown  by  chemical  analysis,  has  been  determined. 

A  dietary  study,  showing  the  food  purchased,  the  propor- 
tion  of  edible    portion   and   waste   and   the   amounts   actually     ' 
consumed    by  a  family  in   thirty  days,  has    been  carried  on. 
The  students  of  chemistry  have  had  the  advantage  of  intelligent     ,| 
participation  in  some  of  the  laboratory  work  of  these  investi-     | 
gations.  *

Course  of  Study  in  Voice. 


The  instruction  in  vocal  music  consists  of  half  hour  private 
lessons,  and  a  class  drill  twice  a  week  in  which  all  voice  pupils 
are  expected  to  take  part. 

The  Italian  method  of  voice  building  is  used,  special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  correct  breathing  and  use  of  breath  in 
placing  tones,  proper  use  of  the  voice  in  embellishments  of  all 
kinds,  phrasing,  and  clear  enunciation. 

Marchesi's  "Art  of  Singing"  is  assigned  for  technical  work, 
in  connection  with  "Vocalizes"  by  Marchesi,  Abt,  Concone, 
Luetgen  and  other  prominent  composers,  as  the  advancement  of 
the  student  and  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  voice 
require. 

Beginning  with  simple  songs  and  ballads,  the  advance- 
ment is  carried  on  by  means  of  more  difficult  songs  in  both 
English  and  Italian  languages;  a  repertoire  is  built  up  of  ad- 
vanced work  in  Church,  Concert,  Oratorio  and  Operatic  Music, 
asthe  ability  of  the  pupil  justifies. 

The  length  of  the  course  depends  on  the  ability  and 
industry  of  the  student. 
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ART  DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  department  has 
for  its  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art. 
The  pupils  do  daily  work  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  instructor. 

The  earlier  work  is  in  charcoal  from  casts  and  still  life  with 
the  object  of  developing  a  feeling  for  form  and  the  laws 
of  light,  shade,  color  and  perspective.  Moi-e  advanced  work 
is  done  in  oil  and  water-color  painting  from  still  life  and  nature. 

Every  alternate  week  a  model  poses  in  costume  and  the 
students  sufficiently  advanced  sketch  from  life. 

No  definite  time  is  fixed  for  completmg  the  art  course,  as 
progress  must  vary  according  to  the  individual  effort  and  ability, 
and  advancement  is  gauged  thereby. 

The  methods  employed  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the 
most  advanced  schools  of  art,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  drawing  is  taught. 

During  the  spring  and  autumn  classes  are  formed  for  out 
door  sketching. 
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ACADEMIC   DEPARTMENT.

All  bills  for  boarding,  tuition  and  extras  are  due  one  half 
on  first  day  of  term,  and  the  remainder  December  ist  and 
April  I  St,  respectively.  In  case  of  a  delay  beyond  ten  days, 
the  treasurer   will   be  entitled   to   draw  upon  those  in  arrears. 

It  is  understood  all  arrangements  for  the  study  of  music 
are  made  for  the  entire  term.  Lessons  cannot  be  discontinued 
except  for  valid  reasons,  and  due  notice  must  be  given.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  for  lessons  lost  by  the  student. 

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much 
of  it  as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with 
instructors  and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students 
are  made  by  the  college  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  de- 
duction can  be  made  in  the  charge  for  tuition  for  either  resident 
or  day  studoits.

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Parents  or  guardians  will  be  held  responsible  for  full  pay- 
ment for  resident  students  from  tJie  date  at  wJiich  they  have 
engaged  to  enter  their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the 
year  in  Jtine,  and  no  deduction  zuill  be  made  in  bills  for  absence 
or  preniat7ire  withdrawal  except  in  case  of  serious  and  pro- 
tracted sickness,  tohefi  the  loss  zuill  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the 
Extra  Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of 
all  denominations,  and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the 
college  by  the  candidate  have  been  paid. 


NEEDS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


The  larger  demands  for  the  education  of  women  require 
more  extensive  equipment  in  every  department  of  study.  The 
college  has  added  extensively  to  its  apparatus,  laboratory  and 
library,  but  there  is  still  a  growing  need,  which  benevolence 
alone  can  supply.  The  college  was  endowed  for  the  purpose 
of  enlarging  the  usefulness  of  women,  hence  the  attention  of 
those  interested  in  liberal  Christian  education  is  called  to  these 
needs  of  the  college  : 

L  General  Endowment  Fund — To  insure  salaries 
"which  shall  retain  the  best  instructors  in  the  faculty. 

To  enlarge  all  equipment. 

To  add  to  the  buildings. 

IL  Scholarships — Six  thousand  dollars  will  establish  a 
scholarship  for  the  boarding  department;  two  thousand  dollars 
for  the  day  school.  Constant  requests  are  made  by  worthy 
young  women  who  are  desirous  of  an  education  for  the  high 
purpose  of  increasing  their  power  of  Christian  usefulness.

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE 
FOR  WOMEN. 


This  college,  chartered  under  a  Board  of  Trustees  consist- 
ing of  thirty  members,  is  situated  on  Fifth  avenue,  Kast  End, 
Pittsburgh,  three  and  one  half  miles  from  the  City  Hall.  The 
buildings  are  ample,  consisting  of  residence  portion,  once  the 
home  of  a  wealthy  citizen ;  class  and  music  rooms,  gym- 
nasium and  Dilworth  Hall,  a  handsome  building  dedicated  in 
1888.  The  grounds  are  large  and  well  shaded  ;  the  location, 
the  most  commanding  and  beautiful  within  the  bounds  of  the 
municipal  corporation,  is  perfectly  retired,  and  yet  within  three 
minutes'  walk  of  the  electric  cars  by  which  the  city  and  other 
suburban  parts  are  reached.  To  use  the  language  of  one  who 
is  familiar  with  the  scenery  of  this  country  :  "No  educational 
institution  in  the  land  can  compare  with  the  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege for  Women  for  beauty  of  situation,  purity  of  atmosphere, 
compass  of  view  and  special  adaptness  of  the  location  to  retire- 
ment, combined  with  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of  the  city." 

The  College  is  distinctively  and  positively  Christian  in  its 
influence  and  instruction.  A  systematic  study  of  the  Bible  is 
required  of  every  student.  Daily  services  are  held  in  the  chapel. 
A  missionary  society  is  established  among  the  students  and  a 
weekly  prayer  meeting  is  conducted  by  them. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  considered  of  primary  import- 
ance and  every  possible  attention  is  given  to  the  individual 
student. 

Admission  of  Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  must  be  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age.  On  application  registration  blanks  will 
be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly  filled  and  signed, 
must  be  received  by  the  President  before  September  ist.     A  reg- 
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istration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.  This  will  be  credited 
on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification  of  with- 
drawal is  sent  before  August  15th.  No  student  will  be  entered 
for  examination,  or  accepted  on  certificate  before  the  payment  of 
this  fee. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  pass 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects  : 

I.  Languages,  (i)  Latin — («)  Grammar,  with  a  knowledge 
of  Syntax  and  Prosidy.  {h)  Prose  Composition  ;  Collar's  Prac- 
tical I^atin  Composition,  or  the  equivalent  of  Parts  III  and  IV. 
{c)  Caesar,  Gallic  War  ;  Books  I-IV.  {h)  Cicero,  six  orations 
(^Pro  Archia  Poeta,  De  Iniperio  Cn.  Pompei,  Pro  Marcello 
and  three  from  /;/  Catilinam^  {e)  Vergil,  six  books.  Pro- 
nunciation after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be  ac- 
cepted, but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose,  nor 
will  anything  be  accepted  for  translation  of  English  into  Latin, 
An  examination  in  sight  reading  will  be  given. 

(2)  One  of  the  following  languages  : 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition  ;  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV.  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-III.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and  trans- 
lation at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the  Iliad 
with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words. 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or 
German,  in  the  Freshman  year.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidate's  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary  grammatical 
forms,  as  w  U  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary  French 
prose  and  verse.  Two  years,  five  hours  per  week,  will  be  required 
for  preparation,  which  should  include  constant  exercise  in  trans- 
lating English  into  French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similar  to  that  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  that  each  candidate  frequently  com- 
mit to  memory  poems,  such  as  may  be  found  in  Whitney's 
German    Reader,  Anderson's    "  Bilderbuch   ohne  Bilder,"    etc. 
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Schmitz'  German  Grammar  and  Joyne's  Reader  are  used  in  the 
college  preparatory. 

II.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words — correct 
in  spelling,  punctuation,  capitalization,  grammar,  division  by 
paragraphs,  and  expression.  The  subject  will  be  taken  from  the 
following  books  :  For  1897  and  1S98,  Shakespeare's  "  Merchant 
of  Venice;"  Goldsmith's  "Deserted  Village;"  Longfellow's 
"Courtship  of  Miles  Standish  "  and  "Evangeline;"  Burke's 
"Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America;"  Macaulay's  "  Life  of 
Samuel  Johnson;"  Hawthorne's  "Twice  Told  Tales;"  Thack- 
eray's "The  Newcomes ;"  George  Eliot's  "Silas  Marner ;" 
Lowell's  "  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal ;"  Carlyle's  "Essay  on  Burns  ;" 
"The  Sir  Rodger  de  Coverley  Papers  "  in  The  Spectator. 

III.  Mathematics,  (i)  Algebra  as  treated  in  Went  worth's 
Complete  Algebra  or  its  equivalent.  (2)  Plane  Geometry,  as 
much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometry,  five  books  or  an 
equivalent. 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessary  to  pass  the  mathematical 
examinations.  One  and  a  half  years'  daily  recitations  should 
be  given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra  ;  one  year  with  daily 
recitations  and  frequent  exercise  in  original  work  the  minimum 
time  for  Geometry. 

IV.  Science.  Physical  Geography  ;  Physics,  Gage's  Intro- 
duction to  Physical  Science,  or  the  courses  outlined  in  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Secondary  Education. 

V.  History,  (i)  United  States.  (2)  Outlines  of  the  His- 
tory of  England-  (3)  A  brief  history  of  Greece  to  the  close  of 
the  Peloponesian  War.

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single 
recitation  daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be 
examined  in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as 
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well  as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of 
hours. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  received  to  take  special 
studies  for  which  previous  education  elseivhere  has  fitted  tiiem. 
These  studies  are  selected  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President. 

Young  ladies  received  from  other  schools  must  present 
certificates  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Examinations  for  Entrance. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  college 
buildings  June  2,  3,  4,  and  September  13  and  14,  1897. 

Certificate  Privile§:es. 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon— certificate  will  be 
granted  to  schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has  satis- 
factorily passed  an  examination.  This  privilege  will  be  with- 
drawn if  subsequent  pupils  show  lack  of  preparation. 

Regulations  pertaining  to  the  College  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment are  given  on  page  30. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered  and  rooms  not  engaged 
by  former  students  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of 
application. 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  necessary  to  secure  a  room.  This 
amount  will  be  credited  on  first  payment,  or  will  be  refunded  if  a 
wish  to  yield  the  room  is  made  known  before  August  15th.

Latin  Prose  Composition, 
more  advanced,  dealing  with  style  and  form. 

Seeond  Sonester — -Tacitus,  Agricola  ;  Plautus,  Captivi  ;  Horace, 
Ars  Poetiea.  In  reading  Tacitus  much  attention  is  paid  to  the 
peculiarities  of  diction  and  style  as  characteristic  of  the  Silver  Age. 
Plautus.  Besides  the  play  mentioned  similar  parts  from  other 
plays  are  read.  In  reading  Ars  Poetiea,  criticism  of  form  and  style 
and  analysis  of  the  thought  are  given  special  attention.  Facility 
in  reading  Latin  is  cultivated  by  translation  at  sight,  in  every  part 
of  the  course  ;  also  critical  attention  to  diction,  syntax  and  style.

Sophomore  Year,  First  Semester — In  Plane  Trigonometry  special 
attention  is  given  to  extending  the  definitions  of  trigonomic  func- 
tions to  angles  of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducting  formuL'E  of  the 
functions  of  different  angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  tri- 
angle in  determining  heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications 
of  the  principles  of  Spherical  Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems 
relating  to  the  celestial  sphere,     [Required  in  Classical  Course.] 

(b)  Plane  Trigonometry.  Freshman  Year,  Second  Semes- 
ter— [Required  in  Eiterary  Course.] 

IV.  Higher  Arithmetic — One  year,  one  period  per  week. 

V.  Analytical  Geometry  (Bowser) — The  work  consists 
of  investigations  of  the  various  properties  of  the  right  line,  the 
circle  and  the  conic  sections.  Numerous  problems  which  will  re- 
quire original  thought  are  given  in  order  that  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  subject  may  be  gained.  Elective  for  students  who 
have  had  I,  II,  III". 

VI.  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser) — 
This  is  designed  for  the  students  who  wish  to  study  the  Calculus 
simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline,  and  also  for  those  who 
may  have  occasion  to  apply  its  principles  to  the  solution  of  various 
problems  in  Astronomy  and  Mechanics.  Elective  for  students 
who  have  had  I,  II,  III,  V. 

Astronomy. 

I.  Descriptive  Astronomy — Required  in  Eiterary  Course. 

II.  General  Astronomy — Required  in  Classical  Course. 
The  work  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  principal  departments 
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of  astronomy  and  is  illustrated  by  the  examples  which  require  a 
knowledge  of  Mathematics  of  required  course. 

Natural  Science, 

I.  Fkeshman  Year,  First  Semkster — General  Biology, 
including  the  lowest  forms  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  a  few  typical  invertebrate  forms,  which 
will  be  studied  experimentally  in  the  laboratory.  Some  time  will 
also  be  devoted  to  the  elements  of  bacteriology,  and  at  least  one 
specimen  of  the  Cryptogams  will  be  studied, 

Second  Semester — -{a.)  Anatomy,  and  Physiology  of  Ver- 
tebrates. In  the  laboratory  the  frog,  as  a  typical  vertebrate,  will 
be  studied  as  exhaustively  as  possible,  while  other  forms  will  be 
illustrated  by  demonstrations. 

(^. )  Embryology  of  the  Chick.  The  course  will  consist 
largely  of  the  microscopic  examination  of  specimens,  and  will  be 
supplemented  by  a  few  lectures  on  the  theoretical  significance 
of  the  phenomena  observed.     [Required  in  both  courses.] 

II.  Botany — This  course  includes  a  consideration  of  the  fund- 
amental principles  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  plants, 
with  lessons  in  systematic  Botany  and  Plant  Analysis. 

III.  First  Semester — General  Chemistry  of  the  non-metals 
and  their  compounds. 

Second  Semester — («'.) — General  chemistry  of  the  metals  and 
their  compounds,  {b.)  Qualitative  Analysis — The  object  of  the 
course  in  chemistry  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  experimental 
method  of  research  and  to  enable  her  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  elementary  facts  and  principles  of  chemistry.  During 
the  first  semester  the  student  is  expected  to  acquire  some  skill  in 
manipulation  and  some  knowledge  ofthe  laws  of  chemical  combina- 
tion. During  the  second  semester  eight  periods  per  week  are  re- 
quired. The  work  of  the  semester  consists  of  a  systematic  labor- 
atory study  of  the  reactions  and  properties  of  the  useful  metals. 
Some  of  the  industrial  applications  of  chemistry  are  considered  in 
this  connection.  The  student  is  expected  to  apply  her  knowledge 
in  the  analysis  of  unknown  substances.  [Required  in  Classical 
Course.  ] 
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IV.  First  Semester — The  work  in  Chemistry  consists  of  two 
courses,  {a.^  Mineralogy.  Lectures  on  minera  structure  and 
composition,  aided  by  models  of  crystals  and  examination  of  spec- 
imens, lyaboratory  work  in  the  determination  of  mineralogy  by 
blow  pipe  analysis  and  chemical  tests.  (/\)  Quantitative  Analy- 
sis.    Gravimetric  and  Volumetric. 

V.  Second  Semester — Physics.  This  course  is  open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  had  a  thorough  course  in  laboratory  physics  and 
is  intended  to  enable  the  students  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  principles  and  facts  of  special  subjects,  by  means  of  labor- 
atory work,  collateral  reading  and  lectures..  [Required  in  the 
Classical  Course.] 

VI.  First  Semester — Domestic  Science.  This  course  requires 
a  knowledge  of  Chemistry  and  Physics.  It  consists  of  laboratory 
work  in  physiological  chemistry,  the  chemistry  of  air  and  water 
in  their  relation  to  health,  with  special  attention  to  the  chemistry 
of  food  and  nutrition  in  connection  with  diet  and  dietaries  standard 
of  different  nations.    [Elective  to  students  after  Courses  III,  I V,  V.] 

Second  Semester — Geology.  During  this  term  the  general 
facts  and  principles  of  geology  are  studied  by  courses  in  dynamical, 
historical  and  structural  geology,  with  examination  of  rock  speci- 
mens.    [Elective.]

Course  of  Study  in  Voice  Culture. 

The  instruction  in  vocal  music  consists  of  half  hour  private 
lessons,  and  a  class  drill  twice  a  week  in  which  all  voice  pupils  are 
expected  to  take  part. 

The  Italian  method  of  voice  building  is  used,  special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  correct  breathing  and  use  of  breath  in  placing 
tones,  proper  use  of  the  voice  in  embellishments  of  all  kinds,  phras- 
ing, and  clear  enunciation. 

Marchesi's  "Art  of  Singing"  is  assigned  for  technical  work, 
in  connection  with  "Vocalizes"  by  Marchesi,  Abt,Concone,  Luetgen 
and  other  pr.ominent  composers,  as  the  advancement  of  the  student 
and  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  voice  require. 

Beginning  with  simple  songs  and  ballads,  the  advancement  is 
carried  on  by  means  of  more  difficult  songs  in  both  English  and 
Italian  languages ;  a  repertoire  is  built  up  of  advanced  work  in 
Church,  Concert,  Oratorio  and  Operatic  Music,  as  the  ability  of  the 
pupil  justifies. 

The  length  of  the  course  depends  on  the  ability  and  industry 
of  the  student. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ART. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  department  has  for 
its  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art.  The  pupils 
do  daily  work  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  instructor. 

The  earlier  work  is  in  charcoal  from  casts  and  still  life  with  the 
object  of  developing  a  feeling  for  form  and  the  laws  of  light,  shade, 
color  and  perspective.  More  advanced  work  is  done  in  oil  and 
water-color  painting  from  still  life  and  nature. 

Every  alternate  week  a  model  poses  in  costume  and  the  stu- 
dents sufficiently  advanced  sketch  from  life. 

No  definite  time  is  fixed  for  completing  the  art  course,  as 
progress  must  vary  according  to  the  individual  effort  and  ability, 
and  advancement  is  gauged  thereby. 

The  methods  employed  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  most 
advanced  schools  of  art,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  drawing  is  taught. 

During  the  spring  and  autumn,  classes  are  formed  ior  out-door 
sketching. 
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COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

Requirements  for  Admission. 

Students  must  be  at  least  twelve  years  of  age.  They  must 
either  pass  an  examination  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Arithmetic  to  per- 
centage, Geography,  U.  S.  History,  and  English  Grammar  to  test  their 
knowledge  of  parsing  and  the  analyses  of  easy  sentences,  or  pres- 
ent a  certificate  from  an  approved  school.

No  deduction  will 
be  made  for  lessons  lost  by  the  student. 

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  instruc- 
tors and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are  made  by 
the  college  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction  can  he  made 
in  the  charge  for  initio  ?i  for  either  resident  or  day  students. 

Parents  or  guardians  will  be  held  responsible  for  full  payment 
for  resident  students  from  the  date  at  ivhich  they  have  engaged  to  en- 
ter their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and 
no  deduction  will  be  tnade  in  bills  for  absence  or  preniatu?  e  with- 
drawal except  i7i  case  of  serious  and  protracted  sickness,  when  the 
loss  will  be  equally  shared. 

A  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the  Extra 
Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of  all  denom- 
inations, and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the  college 
by  the  candidate  have  been  paid.

The  larger  demands  for  the  education  of  women  require  more 
extensive  equipment  in  every  department  of  study.  The  College 
has  added  extensively  to  its  apparatus,  laboratory  and  library,  but 
there  is  still  a  growing  need,  which  benevolence  alone  can  supply. 
The  College  was  endowed  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  useful- 
ness of  women,  hence  the  attention  of  those  interested  in  liberal 
Christian  education  is  called  to  these  needs  of  the  college  :

THE  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women  was  founded  in 
1869  to  meet  a  need  for  higher  education  under  distinctively 

Christian  influences.  The  College  was  the  outgrowth  of 
consecrated  gifts.  The  selection  of  a  site  for  the  College  buildings 
anticipated  the  rapid  growth  of  Pittsburgh  which  has  made  the 
Hast  End  beautiful  in  its  homes  showing  wealth  and  taste,  and 
thus  has  given  an  environment  rich  in  advantages  as  an  educa- 
tional center.  The  buildings  consisting  of  Berry  Hall  with  the 
first  annex,  Dilworth  Hall,  Gymnasium  and  Music  Hall  were 
enlarged  and  thoroughly  remodeled  during  the  summer  of  '97  ; 
ample  class  rooms,  music  rooms,  library,  etc.,  furnish  facilities  for 
the  college  work,  and  the  resident  students  have  the  conditions 
of  a  well  ordered  home. 

Few  situations  offer  equal  advantages  of  beauty  and  health- 
fulness,  and  the  read}^  access  to  the  advantages  of  a  progressive 
city  should  not  be  underestimated  in  considering  the  factors  of  a 
liberal  education.  Carnegie  Library  which  is  within  a  walking 
distance  supplements  the  College  library  with  its  extensive  pro- 
visions for  especial  study,  and  also  gives  the  opportunity  for 
lectures  and  concerts. 

The  limit  in  the  number  of  resident  students  is  intended  to 
secure  individual  relations  with  the  Faculty  and  as  a  consequence 
careful  supervision  of  each  student. 

The  management  of  the  College  is  placed  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  thirty  members,  twenty  of  whom  accord- 
ing to  the  charter  must  be  members  of  some  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  College  is  Christian  in  influence  and 
instruction  but  absolutely  undenominational. 

Admission   of   Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  must  be  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age.  On  application  registration  blanks 
will  be  piovided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly  filled  and 
signed,  must  be  received  by  the  President  before  September  ist. 


A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.  This  will  be 
credited  on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification 
of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th.  No  student  will  be 
entered  for  examination,  or  accepted  on  certificate  before  the  pay- 
ment of  this  fee. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  pass 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects  : 

I.  Languages,  (i)  Latin — {a)  Grammar,  with  a  knowledge 
of  Syntax  and  Prosody.  (^)  Prose  Composition;  Collar's  Practi- 
cal Latin  Composition,  Parts  III  and  I  V  or  its  equivalent,  (r) 
Caesar,  Gallic  War;  Books  I-IV  or  Arrow  smith  and  Whicher's 
First  Latin  Readings  to  page  142.  {d)  Cicero,  seven  orations, 
or  six  if  the  Manilian  Law  be  one.  (e)  Virgil,  six  books.  Pro- 
nunciation after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be 
accepted,  but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose, 
nor  will  anything  be  accepted  for  translation  of  English  into 
Latin.     An  examination  in  sight  reading  will  be  given. 

(2)  One  of  the  following  languages  : 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition  ;  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV.  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-I  1 1.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and  trans- 
lations at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the  Iliad 
with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words. 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or 
German,  in  the  Freshman  year  ] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidate's  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary  gram- 
matical forms,  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary 
French  prose  and  verse.  Three  years,  five  hours  per  week,  will 
be  required  for  preparation,  which  should  include  constant 
exercise  in  translating  English  into  French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similar  to  that  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  that  each  candidate  frequently  com- 
mit to  memory  poems.  Joyne's  and  Meissner's  Grammar  and 
Joyne's  Reader  are  used  in  the  College  Preparatory. 

I I.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  Composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words —correct 


in  spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  idiom,  and  division  into  para- 
graphs. The  subject  will  be  taken  from  the  following  books:  i8q8 
and  1899,  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Caesar: 
Goldsmith's  Vicar  0/  Wakefield ;  Longfellow's  Coiirtsliip  of  Miles 
Standish  and  Evangeline ;  Burke's  SpeecJi  on  Conciliation  with 
America;  Hawthorne's  House  of  the  Seven  Gables;  Thackeray's 
The  JVeu'comes ;  George  Bliot's  Silas  Marner ;  Lowell's  Vision  of 
Sir  Launfal :  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns ;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Cover  ley 
Tapers  in  The  Spectator. 

IIL  Adathematics.  (i)  Algebra  as  treated  in  Wentworth's 
Complete  Algebra  or  its  equivalent.  (2)  Plane  Geometry,  as 
much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometry,  or  an  equivalent. 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessary  to  pass  the  mathematical 
examinations.  One  and  a  half  years'  daily  recitations  should 
be  given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra  ;  one  year  with  daily 
recitations  and  frequent  exercise  in  original  work  the  minimum 
time  for  Geometry. 

IV.  Science.  Physical  Geography  ;  Phj'sics,  Gage's  Intro- 
duction to  Physical  Science  or  equivalent.  Laboratory  work 
consisting  of  at  least  40  experiments  taken  from  the  Manual 
must  be  shown  by  note  book  certified  by  the  instructor  to  be  the 
original  work  of  the  student.

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single 
recitation  daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be 
examined  in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as 
well  as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of 
hours. 

Students  may  be  received  to  take  special  studies  for  which 
previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted  them  but  no  student  shall 
elect  work  who  has  neither  passed  an  examination  for  college 
entrance  nor  presented  a  certificate  for  college  preparation. 


Students  received  from  other  schools  must  present  certificates 
of  honorable  dismissal. 

Examinations  for  Entrance. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  College 
buildings  June  6,  7,  8,  9  and  September   12  and  13,  1898. 

Certificate   Privileges* 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon  certificate  will  be 
granted  to  schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has  satis- 
factorily passed  an  examination.  The  privilege  will  be  withdrawn 
if  subsequent  pupils  show  lack  of  preparation. 

Regulations  pertaining  to  the  College  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment are  given  on  pages  30  and  31.        . 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered  and  rooms  not  engaged 
by  former  students  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of 
application. 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  necessary  to  secure  a  room.  This 
amount  will  be  credited  on  first  payment,  or  will  be  refunded  if  a 
wish  to  yield  the  room  is  made  known  before  August  15.

The  College  will  not  graduate  any  student  who  does  not  at 
graduation  possess  a  reading   knowledge  of  French  or  German.

V.  Differential  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser) — This  is 
designed  for  the  students  who  wish  to  study  the  Calculus 
simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline,  and  also  for  those  who 
may  have  occasion  to  apply  its  principles  to  the  solution  of 
various  problems  in  Astronomy  and  Mechanics.  [Three  hours  per 
week  one  semester.  Elective  for  students  who  have  had  I,  II, 
Ilia.,  IV.j 

Astronomy,

treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of  Astronomy  and  is 
illustrated  bj'  the  examples  which  require  a  knowledge  of 
Mathematics  of  required  course.

Botany.  Second  Semester— T\x^  gross  and  histological 
structure  and  the  physiology  of  plants  accompanied  by  labora- 
tory w^ork  and  exercises  in  plant  analysis.  [Four  hours  per 
week.     Freshman  elective  ] 

II.  (General  ('hemistry.  First  Semester — Experimental 
chemistr}'  of  the  metalloids.  Recitations  and  laboratory  work 
intended  to  familiarize  the  students  with  methods  of  scientific 
observation  and  reasoning. 

Second  Semester— QXx^xmsVxy  of  the  metals  and  qualitative 
analysis  The  greater  part  of  the  time  is  devoted  to  laboratory 
work,  and  the  student  is  expected  to  identify  a  series  of  un- 
known substances.

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  causes  of  the 
fall  of  Rome,  the  Barbarians  and -the  development  of  the  Church- 
The  work  of  the  department  is  conducted  by  means  of  text  books, 
topical  outlines,  essays  and  lectures.  Independent  library  work 
required.  [Three  hours  per  week.  Required  in  Liteary  Course.] 
Second  Semester. — Mediaeval  History  from  Charlemagne 
TO  THE  Fall  of  Constantinople. — In  this  course  particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  dominating  influence  of  the  Church, 
feudalism,  formation  of  the  European  States,  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  the  Crusades.  Work  is  conducted  as  in  first  semester- 
[Three  hours  per  week.     Required  in  Literary  Course.]

Course  of  Study  in  Voice  Culture. 

The  instruction  in  vocal  music  consists  of  half  hour  private 
lessons,  and  a  class  drill  twice  a  week  in  which  all  voice  pupils  are 
expected  to  take  part. 

The  Italian  method  of  voice  building  is  used,  special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  correct  breathing  and  use  of  breath  in  placing 
tones,  proper  use  of  the  voice  in  embellishments  of  all  kinds, 
phrasing,  and  clear  enunciation. 

Marchesi's  "'Art  of  Singing"  is  assigned  for  technical  work^ 
in  connection  with  "Vocalizes"  by  Marches!,  Abt,  Concone, 
IvUetgen  and  other  prominent  composers,  as  the  advancement  of 
the  student  and  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  voice  require 

Beginning  with  simple  songs  and  ballads,  the  advancement  is 
carried  on  by  means  of  more  difficult  songs  in  both  English  and 
Italian  languages;  a  repertoire  is  built  up  of  advanced  work  in 
Church,  Concert,  Oratorio  and  Operatic  Music,  as  the  ability  of 
the  student  justifies. 

The  length  of  the  course  depends  on  the  ability  and  industry 
of  the  student.

A  large  well  lighted  studio  is  supplied  with  the  best  models 
and  casts. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  department  has 
for  its  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art.  The 
pupils  do  daily  work  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
instructor. 

The  earlier  work  is  in  charcoal  from  casts  and  still  life  with 
the  object  of  developing  a  feeling  for  form  and  the  laws  of  light, 
shade,  color  and  perspective.  More  advanced  work  is  done  in 
oil  and  water-color  painting  from  still  life  and  nature. 

Every  alternate  week  a  model  poses  in  costume  and  the 
students  sufficiently  advanced  sketch  from  life. 

No  definite  time  is  fixed  for  completing  the  art  course,  as 
progress  must  vary  according  to  the  individual  effort  and  ability, 
and  advancement  is  gauged  thereby. 

The  methods  employed  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  most 
advanced  schools  of  art,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  drawing  is  taught. 

During  the  spring  and  autumn,  classes  are  formed  for  out- 
door sketching.

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Free  instruction  is  given  in  class  gymnastic  and  class  elocu- 
tion. Books,  stationery  and  sheet  music  furnished  at  regular 
prices. 

All  bills  for  boarding,  tuition  and  extras  are  due  one-half  on 
first  day  of  term,  and  the  remainder  December  ist  and  April  ist, 
respectively.  The  payment  must  be  made  before  the  student  may 
take  her  place  in  the  class  room,  unless  special  arrangement  has 
been  made  with  the  President.  All  checks  should  be  made 
payable  to  Henry  A.  Breed,  Treasurer. 

It  is  understood  that  all  arrangements  for  the  study  of  music 
are  made  for  the  entire  term.  Lessons  cannot  be  discontinued 
except  for  valid  reasons,  and  due  notice  must  be  given.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  for  lessons  lost  by  the  student. 

Boarding  pupils  are  received  for  the  year  only,  or  so  much  of 
it  as  remains  at  the  time  of  entrance.  As  engagements  with  in- 
structors and  other  provisions  for  the  education  of  students  are 
made  by  the  College  for  the  entire  year  in  advance,  no  deduction 
can  be  made  in  the  charge  for  tuition  for  either  resident  or  day  students. 

Parents  or  guardians  will  be  held  responsible  for  full  pay- 
ment for  resident  students  from  the  date  at  which  they  have  engaged 
to  enter  their  daughter  or  ward  until  the  close  of  the  year  in  June,  and 
no  deduction  u'ill  be  made  in  bills  for  absence  or  premature  withdrawal 
except  in  case  of  serious  and  protracted  sickness,  when  the  loss  tvill  be 
equally  shared. 

A  liberal  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the 
Extra  Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers 
of  all  denominations,  and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the  college 
by  the  candidate  have  been  paid.

I^HE  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women  was  founded  in 
1869  to  meet  a  need  for  higher  education  under  distinctively 
Christian  influences.  The  College  was  the  outgrowth  of 
consecrated  gifts.  The  selection  of  a  site  for  the  College  build- 
ings anticipated  the  rapid  growth  of  Pittsburgh  which  has  made 
the  East  End  beautiful  in  its  homes  showing  wealth  and  taste, 
and  thus  has  given  an  en^'ironment  rich  in  advantages  as  an 
educational  center.  The  buildings  consisting  of  Berry  Hall  with 
the  first  annex,  Dilworth  Hall,  Gymnasium  and  ^Music  Hall  were 
enlarged  and  thoroughly  remodeled  during  the  summer  of  '97; 
ample  class  rooms,  music  rooms,  library',  etc.,  furnish  facilities  for 
the  college  work,  and  the  resident  students  have  the  conditions 
of  a  well  ordered  home. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation,  '98,  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Armstrong,  the  Study  Hall  was  enlarged  and 
greatly  beautified.  This  splendid  room  Avith  its  open  fire  place 
and  fine  light  is  well  adapted  for  a  study  room. 

The  College  buildings  occupy  the  crest  of  a  hill  from  which 
are  broad  views  of  the  city  extending  miles  in  every  direction.  A 
large  campus    gives  an    opportunity    for  out-door  sports. 

Few  situations  offer  equal  advantages  of  beauty  and  health- 
fulness,  and  the  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of  a  progressive 
city  should  not  be  underestimated  in  considering  the  factors  of  a 
liberal  education.  A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  recently 
added  to  the  college  library.  Carnegie  Eibrary  which  is  within  a 
walking  distance  supplements  the  College  librar}-  with  its  exten- 
sive provisions  for  especial  study,  and  also  gives  the  opportunity 
for  lectures  and  concerts.  All  arrangements  for  attendance  upon 
lectures,  concerts,  etc. ,  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Presi- 
dent. The  college  Avagonette  is  provided  for  conveyance  to  the 
entertainments  given  in  Carnegie  Hall. 
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Two  things  especially  characterize  the  aims  of  this  College: 
First,  to  create  a  beautiful  school  home,  and  limiting  the  number 
of  resident  students  to  secure  a  perfecth'  natural  home  life. 
Second,  to  organize  small  classes  in  order  that  the  attention  of  the 
professors  ma}^  be  constantly  given  to  e^'er}'  member  enrolled. 

The  management  of  the  College  is  placed  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  thirt}'  members,  twenty  of  whom  accord- 
ing to  the  charter  must  be  members  of  some  branch  of  the  Presb}'- 
terian  Church.  The  College  is  Christian  in  influence  and  in- 
struction but  absolutely  undenominational. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  attend  service  at  least  once  each 
Sabbath.  Pews  are  secured  in  the  neighboring  churches  accord- 
ing to  the  membership  of  the  different  students. 

A  Young  Womens'  Christian  Association  and  the  "Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Pennsylvania  College  for  Women"  hold  their 
regular  meetings  and  are  under  the  management  of  the  faculty 
and  students. 

Admission  of  Students. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  must  be  at 
least  sixteen  j'^ears  of  age.  On  application  registration  blanks 
will  be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properl}'  filled  and 
signed,  Aiust  be  received  b>'  the  President  before  September  ist. 
A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.  This  will  be 
credited  on  the  first  payment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification 
of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th.  No  student  will  be  en- 
tered for  examination,  or  accepted  on  certificate  before  the  pay- 
ment of  this  fee. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  pass 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects: 

I.  Langitao-fs.  (  i)  I^atin — (a)  Grammar,  with  a  knowl- 
edge of  Sj'utax  and  Prosody,  (b)  Prose  Composition;  Collar's 
Practical  Latin  Composition,  Parts  III  and  I  V  or  its  equivalent. 
(c)  Caesar,  Gallic  War;  Books  I-IV  or  Arrowsmith  and  Which er's 
First  Latin  Readings  to  page  142.  (//)  Cicero,  seven  orations, 
or  six  if  the  Manilian  Law  be  one.  (r)Virgil,  six  books.  Pro- 
nunciation after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be  accept- 
ed, but  verse   will   not  be  considered  a  substitute   for  prose,  nor 


will  anytliin,^'  l)e  accepted,  for  translation  of  Knglisli  into  I^atin. 
An  examination  in  sight  reading  will  be  given. 

(  2  )   One  of  the  following  languages: 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition:  (2)  Xenophon's 
^liiabasis.  Books  I-IA".  (3)  Homer's ///V/c/,  Books  I-I  I  I.  There 
will  l)e  questions  on  grammar  suggested  In-  tlie  text,  and  transla- 
tions at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  .

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  beginning  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or  Ger- 
man, in  the  Freshman  year.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidates  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinary  granunatical 
forms,  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinar}-  French  prose 
and  \-erse.  Three  }-ears,  fi\'e  hours  per  week,  will  be  required  for 
preparation,  which  should  include  constant  exercise  in  translating 
Kngli.sh  into   French. 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  siniilar  to  tliat  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  that  each  candidate  frequeuth-  com- 
mit to  memory  poems.  Jo^me's  and  Meissner's  Granunar  and 
Alarchen  und  Frzahlungen  are  used  in  the  College  Preparatory. 

The  candidate  will  l)e  required  to  write  an 
Fnglish  Composition — not  less  than  fn'c  hundred  words — correct 
in  .spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  idiom,  and  division  into  para- 
graphs.

No  formal  exaniiiiation  is  giA-eii  in  Arithmetic,  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessar\-  to  pass  the  mathematical  ex- 
aminations. One  and  a  half  years'  daily  recitations  shonld  be 
given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra;  one  year  with  daily  recita- 
tions and  frequent  exercises  in  original  work  the  minimum  time 
for  Geometry. 

I\'.  Science.  Physical  Geography;  Physics,  Carhart  and 
Chute  Elements  of  Physical  Science  or  equivalent.  Laboratory 
work  consisting  of  at  least  40  experiments  taken  from  the  Manual 
must  be  shown  by  note  book  certified  h\  the  instructor  to  be  the 
original  work  of  the  student.

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  cla.ss  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  b}'  a  single 
recitation  daily. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  ex- 
amined in  all  studies  prescribed  antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well 
as  in  the  elective  studies  necessary  for  the  full  quota  of  hours. 

Students  may  be  received  to  take  special  studies  for  which 
previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted  them  but  no  .student  shall 
elect  Vork  who  has  neither  passed  an  examination  for  college  en- 
trance nor  presented  a  certificate  ^of  especial  preparation  for  the 
suljjects  desired. 

vStudents  received  from  other  .schools  must  present  certificates 
of  honorable  dismissal. 

Examinations  for  Entrance. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  College  build- 
ings June  6,  7,  8,  9  and  September  19  and  20,  ICS99. 

Certificate  Privilegfes. 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon  certificate  will  be  grant- 
ed to  .schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has  .satisfactorily 
passed  an  examination.  The  privilege  will  be  withdrawn  if  sub- 
sequent pupils  show  lack  of  preparation. 


Regulations  pertaining  to  the  College  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment are  given  on  pages  32  and  33. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered  and  rooms  not  engaged  by 
former  students  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. The  bed  rooms  are  generally  arranged  for  two  students, 
and  are  comfortabh^  furnished.  Single  rooms  require  an  ad- 
ditional fee.  There  are  no  undesirable  bed  rooms  in  the  college 
buildings.  An>'  information  concerning  the  rooms  will  be  given 
vipon  application  to  the  Secretary. 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  necessary  to  secure  a  room.  This 
amount  will  be  credited  on  first  payment,  or  will  be  refunded  if  a 
wish  to  yield  the  room  is  made  known  before  August  15.

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  secure  the  culture  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  study  of  Greek  rather  than  the  merely  linguistic 
training.  Therefore,  while  thorough  grammatical  drill  must  form 
a  large  part  of  the  introductory  work  in  am'  language,  the  chief 
object  will  be  to  gain  facility  in  reading  classic  Greek.  The  at- 
tention of  the  student  will  be  directed  to  whatever  will  serve  to 
explain  the  strong  influence  of  Greek  art  and  literature  upon 
modern  art  and  literature.  It  is  believed  that  in  no  other  way 
can  this  intelligent  appreciation  be  so  easily  acquired.

— In  this  course  particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  dominating  influence  of  the  Church, 
feudalism,  formation  of  the  European  States,  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  the  Crusades.

Tlie  lal)orator_\-  methods  used  in  ever>'  department  of  study 
are  supplied  by  a  library  with  carefully  selected  authors  to  meet 
the  work  of  the  separate  courses, — cabinets  of  photographs  and 
models  for  art  criticism,  chemical,  phy.sical  and  biological  appar- 
atus for  scientific  research. 

Additions  to  apparatus  are  continually  made  in  order  to  in- 
vestigate the  latest  problems  of  science. 

Carnegie  Hall,  which  is  within  a  comparatively  short  dis- 
tance from  the  college  buildings,  is  the  center  for  the  best  lec- 
tures and  the  art  exhibits  of  the  city,  hence  the  w'ork  of  regular 
class  instruction  and  lectures  is  frequently  supplemented  by  the 
opportunities  offered  through  Mr.  Carnegie's  splendid  gift.

Course  of  Study  in  Voice  Culture. 

The  instruction  in  ^-ocal  nuisic  consists  of  half  hour  private 
lessons,  and  a  class  drill  twice  a  week  in  which  all  \X)ice  pupils 
expected  to  take  part. 

The  Italian  method  of  voice  building  is  used,  special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  correct  breathing  and  use  of  breath  in  placing 
tones,  proper  use  of  the  voice  in  end^ellishments  of  all  kinds, 
phrasing,  and  clear  enunciation. 

]Vlarchesi's  "Art  of  Singing"  is  a.ssigned  for  technical  work, 
in  connection  with  "Vocalizes"  by  Marchesi,  Abt,  Concone, 
I^uetgen  and  other  prominent  composers,  as  the  advancement  of 
the  student  and  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  ^'oice  require. 

Beginning  with  simple  songs  and  ballads,  the  advancement 
is  carried  on  by  means  of  more  difficult  songs  in  both  English  and 
Italian  languages;  a  repertoire  is  built  up  of  advanced  work  in 
Church,  Concert,  Oratorio  and  Oj^eratic  Music,  as  the  aljility  of 
the  student  justifies. 

The  length  of  the  course  depends  on  the  abilit>-  and  industry 
of  the  student.

School  of  Art* 


A  large  well  lighted  studio  is  supplied  with  the  best  models 
and  casts. 


The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  department  has  for 
its  object  the  systematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art.  The 
pupils  do  daily  work  under  the  innnediate  supervision  of  the  in- 
.structor. 

The  earlier  work  is  in  charcoal  from  casts  and  still  life  with 
the  object  of  developing  a  feeling  for  form  and  the  laws  of  light, 
shade,  color  and  perspective.  More  advanced  work  is  done  in  oil 
and  water-color  painting  from  still  life  and  nature. 

Every  alternate  week  a  model  poses  in  costume  and  the 
students  sufficienth^  advanced  sketch  from  life. 

No  definite  time  is  fixed  for  completing  the  art  course,  as 
progress  must  \'ar>-  according  to  the  individual  effort  and  al)ility, 
and  advancement  is  gauged  thereby. 

The  methods  employed  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the 
most  advanced  schools  of  art,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  drawing  is  taught. 

During  the  spring  and  autumn,  classes  are  formed  for  out- 
door sketchino;.

toss  leill  be  equally  shared. 

A  liberal  deduction  on  all  bills,  except  those  included  in  the 
Extra  Charges,  will  be  allowed  to  the  daughters  of  ministers  of 
all  denominations,  and  professional  teachers. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  unless  all  bills  due  to  the  college 
b}'  the  candidate  have  been  paid. 

All  unneces-sar}- wear  of  carpets,  furniture,  etc.,  is  charged 
to  the  students  occupying  the  room.

THE  Penxsylvania  Coli^kge  for  Women  was  founded  in 
1869  to  meet  a  need  for  higher  education  under  distinctively 
Christian  influences.  The  College  was  the  outgrowth  of 
consecrated  gifts.  The  selection  for  a  site  for  the  College  build- 
ings anticipated  the  rapid  growth  of  Pittsburgh  which  has  made 
the  East  End  beautiful  in  its  homes  showing  wealth  and  taste, 
and  thus  has  given  an  environment  rich  in  advantages  as  an 
educational  center.  The  buildings  consisting  of  Berry  Hall  with 
the  first  annex,  Dilworth  Hall,  Gymnasium  and  Music  Hall  were 
enlarged  and  thoroughly  remodeled  during  the  summer  of  '97; 
ample  classrooms,  music  rooms,  library,  etc.,  furnish  facilities  for 
the  college  work,  and  the  resident  students  have  the  conditions 
of  a  well  ordered  home. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation,  '99,  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Armstrong,  the  Stud}^  Hall  was  enlarged  and 
greatly  beautified.  This  splendid  room  with  its  open  fire  place 
and  fine  light  is  well  adapted  for  a  study  room. 

The  College  buildings  occupA^  the  crest  of  a  hill  from  which 
are  broad  views  of  the  citj^  extending  miles  in  every  direction.  A 
large  campus  gives  an  opportunity  for  out-door  sports. 

Few  situations  offer  equal  advantages  of  beauty  and  health- 
fulness,  and  the  ready  access  to  the  advantages  of  a  progressive 
city  should  not  be  underestimated  in  considering  the  factors  of  a 
liberal  education.  A  large  number  of  volumes  have  been  recently 
added  to  the  college  librar3^  Carnegie  library  which  is  within  a 
walking  distance  supplements  the  College  library  with  its  exten- 
sive provisions  for  especial  study,  and  also  gives  the  opporttmity 
for  lectures  and  concerts.  All  arrangements  for  attendance  upon 
lectures,  concerts,  etc.,  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Presi- 
dent. The  college  wagonette  is  provided  for  conve3'ance  to  the: 
entertainments  given  in  Carnegie  Hall. 


Two  things  especiall}'  characterize  the  aims  of  this  College: 
P^irst,  to  create  a  beautiful  school  home,  and  limiting  the  number 
of  resident  students  to  secure  a  perfectly  natural  home  life. 
Second,  to  orginize  small  classes  in  order  that  the  attention  of  the 
professors  ma}'  be  constantly  given  to  ever}-  member  enrolled. 

The  management  of  the  College  is  placed  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  thirty  members,  twenty,  of  whom  accord- 
ing to  the  charter  must  be  members  of  some  branch  of  the  Presbj'- 
terian  Church.  The  College  is  Christian  in  influence  and  in- 
struction, but  absolutel}'  undenominational. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  attend  service  at  least  once  each 
Sabbath.  Pews  are  secured  in  the  neighboring  churches-  accord- 
ing to  the  membership  of  the  different  students. 

A  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  and  the  "Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Pennsjdvania  College  for  Women"  hold  their 
regular  meetings  and  are  under  the  management  of  the  faculty 
and  students. 

Admission  of  Students* 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  must  be  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age.  On  application  registration  blanks 
will  be  provided  by  the  College.  This  blank,  properly  filled  and 
signed,  must  be  received  by  the  President  before  September  ist. 
A  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  will  be  charged.  This  will  be 
credited  on  the  first  pa3-ment  or  speedily  refunded  if  notification 
of  withdrawal  is  sent  before  August  15th.  No  student  will  be  en- 
tered for  examination,  or  accepted  on  certificate  before  the  pa}'- 
ment  of  this  fee. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  pass 
examinations  in  the  following  subjects. 

I.  Languages,  (ij  Eatin — («)  Grammar,  with  a  knowl- 
edge of  Syntax  and  Prosody,  {b)  Prose  Composition;  Collar's 
Practical  lyatin  Composition,  Parts  III  and  W  or  its  equivalent. 
(<:)  Caesar,  Gallic  War;  Books  I-IA^  or  Arrowsmith  and  Whicher's 
First  Eatin  Readings  to  page  142.  [d)  Cicero,  seven  orations, 
or  six  if  the  Manihan  Law  be  one.      (>)  Virgil,  six  books.      Pro- 


nunciation  after  the  Roman  method.  Equivalents  will  be  accept- 
ed, but  verse  will  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for  prose,  nor 
will  anything  be  excepted  for  translation  of  English  into  Eatin. 
An  examination  in  sight  reading  will  be  given. 

(2)   One  of  the  following  Eanguages: 

Greek — (i)  Grammar  and  Composition:  (2)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV.  (3)  Homer's  Iliad,  Books  I-III.  There 
will  be  questions  on  grammar  suggested  by  the  text,  and  transla- 
tions at  sight  of  easy  passages  from  the  Anabasis  and  the  Iliad 
with  due  allowance  for  unusual  words. 

[If  Greek  is  not  offered  in  preparation,  the  courses  arrange 
for  the  begining  of  this  language,  as  well  as  for  French  or  Ger- 
man, in  the  Freshman  j^ear.] 

French — The  examination  in  French  is  intended  to  test  the 
candidates  knowledge  of  pronunciation  and  ordinar}^  grammatical 
forms  as  well  as  her  power  to  read  at  sight  ordinary  French  prose 
and  verse.  Three  years,  five  hours  per  week,  will  be  required  for 
preparation,  which  should  include  constant  exercise  in  translating 
English  into  French.      [Preparator}-  Courses  given  pages  31-32.] 

German — The  examination  in  German  is  similar  to  that  in 
French.  It  is  recommended  that  each  candidate  frequently  com- 
mit to  memor}'  poems.  Joyne's  and  Meissner's  Grammar  and 
Miirchcn  and  Erziihliingen  are  used  in  the  College  Preparator}'. 
[Preparatory  Courses  given  page  32.] 

II.  English.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  an 
English  Composition — not  less  than  five  hundred  words — correct 
in  spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  idiom,  and  division  into  para- 
graphs. The  subject  will  be  taken  from  the  following  books: 
1900,  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  l^cnicc  and  Julius  Ccesar; 
Goldsmith's  Hear  of  Wakefield;  l^ongieWow's  Courtship  ofi  Miles 
Standish  and  Evangeline;  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with 
America;  Jia^-'thorne's  lionise  of  the  Sez'e?i  Gables;  Thackeray's 
The  JVezccomes;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner;  Eowell's  Vision  of 
Sir  Laitnfal;  Carl3de' s  iT^^f^j'  on  Burns;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverly 
Papers  in  The  Spectator. 


III.  Mathematics.  ( i)  Algebra  as  treated  in  Wentworth's 
Complete  Algebra  or  its  equivalent.  (2)  Plane  Geometry,  as 
much  as  is  contained  in  Well's  Plane  Geometr\',  or  its  equivalent 

No  formal  examination  is  given  in  Arithmetic,  as  a  knowl- 
edge of  Arithmetic  will  be  necessar}'  to  pass  the  mathematics  ex- 
aminations. One  and  a  half  j'ears'  daih'  recitations  should  be 
given  to  the  preparation  of  Algebra;  one  year  with  daily  recita- 
tions and  frequent  exercises  in  original  work  the  minimum  time 
for  Geometry. 

IV.  Science.  Physical  Geograph}-;  Physics,  Carhart  and 
Chute  '  'Elements  of  Physical  Science' '  or  equivalent.  I^aboratory 
work  consisting  of  at  least  40  experiments  taken  from  the  Manual 
must  be  shown  b}'  note  book  certified  by  the  instructor  to  be  the 
original  work  of  the  student. 

V.  History,  (i)  United  States.  (2)  A  brief  history  of 
Greece  to  the  close  of  the  Peloponesian  War.  (3)  A  brief  history 
of  Rome  to  the  first  century  A.  D. 

No  student  shall  be  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  class  if  her 
conditions  exceed  what  may  be  made  up  in  one  year  by  a  single 
recitation  daih*. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  an  advanced  grade  will  be  ex- 
amined in  all  studies /'/r^rr/i^t^rt' antecedent  to  that  grade,  as  well 
as  in  the  elective  studies  necessar}'  for  the  full  quota  of  hours. 

Students  ma}'  be  received  to  take  special  studies  for  which 
previous  education  elsewhere  has  fitted  them,  but  no  student  shall 
elect  work  who  has  neither  passed  an  examination  for  college  en- 
trance nor  presented  a  certificate  of  especial  preparation  for  the 
subjects  desired. 

Students  received  from  other  schools  must  present  certificates 
of  honorable  dismissal. 

Examinations  for  Entrance. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  College  build- 
ings June  4,  5,  6,  7  and  September  18  and  19,  igoo. 


Certificate  Privileges. 

The  privilege  of  entering  pupils  upon  certificate  will  be  grant- 
ed to  schools  after  one  student  prepared  by  them  has  satisfactorily 
passed  an  examination.  The  privilege  will  be  withdrawn  if  sub- 
sequent pupils  show  lack  of  preparation. 

Regulations  pertaining  to  the  College  Preparator}-  Depart- 
ment are  given  on  pages  31-32. 

Application  for  Rooms. 

All  applications  will  be  registered  and  rooms  not  engaged  by 
former  students  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. The  bed  rooms  are  generally  arranged  for  two  students, 
and  are  comfortabh'  furnished.  Single  rooms  require  an  ad- 
ditional fee.  There  are  no  undersirable  bed  rooms  in  the  college 
buildings.  Any  information  concerning  the  rooms  will  be  gi\'en 
upon  application  to  the  Secretary. 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  nece.ssary  to  secure  a  room.  This 
amount  will  be  credited  on  first  payment,  or  will  be  refunded  if  a 
wish  to  3'ield  the  room  is  made  known  before  August  15, 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

The  College  will  not  graduate  any  student  who  does  not  at 
graduation  possess  a  reading  knowledge  of  French  or  German. 
The  final  examination  wall  include  tests  suitable  for  these  require- 
ments.

Arranged  by  Departments. 


Latin. 


I.  Livy — Book  XXI.  Reading  of  Latin  aloud;  translation 
and  prose  composition  based  upon  the  text.  [Three  hours  a  week, 
one  semester.] 

II.  Horace — Odes  and  Epodes.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  rj'themical  reading  of  the  Latin,  to  the  English  used 
in  translation,  and  to  the  influence  of  Horace  on  modern  writers. 
[Three  hours  a  week,  one  semester.]  Courses  I  and  II  are  re- 
quired in  the  Classical  Course. 

III.  Roman  Literature — Selections  from  the  authors  studied 
will  be  read  in  Latin.  These  selections  have  been  made  not  only 
for  the  development  of  Roman  Literature  and  Language,  but  also 
of  Roman  life  and  customs. 

This  course  is  recommended  as  a  preliminar}'^  to  the  more  de- 
tailed study  of  certain  authors  and  also  a  brief  surve}'  of  the  field 
for  those  who  do  not  intend  to  specialize  in  Latin.  [Elective; 
three  hours  a  week;  one  semester.] 

IV.  Advanced  Latin  Prose — Original  English  narrative  and 
historical  stjde,  and  English  translations  from  Latin  authors  will 
be  translated  into  Latin  by  the  student.  This  course  is  designed 
for  those  intending  to  teach.  It  is  open  to  any  one  wishing  to^ 
study  Latin  S5aitax,  idioms  and  constructions.  [Elective;  two 
hours  a  week;  one  semester.] 

V.  Cicero — De  Senectute,  De  Aniicitia  and  selections  from  the 
private  letters.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  language 
and  style  as  the  model  for  classical  Latin.  [Elective:  three  hours 
a  week  one  semester.] 

VI.  Pliny  the  Younger — Letters,  life  and  times.  The  letters 
will  be  studied  with  reference  to  the  customs  of  Roman  societj^  in 
the  Early  Empire.      [Elective;  three  hours  a  week;  one  semester.} 
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VII.  Plaictics — Captivi  and  Triniiinmus.  Study  of  Roman 
theater,  presentation  of  plays;  L^anguage  and  style  of  Plautus, 
[Elective;  three  hours  a  week;  one  Semester.] 

Courses  III-VII  are  open  to  students  who  have  completed 
courses  I  and  II  or  their  equivalent.  Other  courses  will  be 
arranged  whenever  a  sufficient  number  of  students  apply  for 
them. 

Greek. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  secure  the  culture  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  study  of  Greek  rather  than  the  merely  linguistic 
training.  Therefore,  while  thorough  grammatical  drill  must  form 
a  large  part  of  the  introductory  work  in  any  language,  the  chief 
object  will  be  to  gain  facility  in  reading  classic  Greek.  The  at- 
tention of  the  student  will  be  directed  to  whatever  will  serve  to 
explain  the  strong  influence  of  Greek  art  and  literature  upon 
modern  art  and  literature.  It  is  believed  that  in  no  other  way 
can  this  intelligent  appreciation  be  so  easily  acquired. 

The  following  courses  are  now  offered:  Additional  courses 
in  History,  Oratory  and  Poetry  will  be  given  when  a  sufficient 
number  of  students  apply  for  them. 

I.  Grammar  and  Ptosc  Composition.  Anabasis  begun.  [Five 
hours  a  week,  one  year.]

Year,  First  Semester — The  exercises  include  recitations  from  the 
text  book,  original  demonstrations  of  propositions  and  applica- 
tions of  principles  to  numerical  examples.  [Four  hours  per  week. 
Required  in  both  courses.] 


II.  College  Algebra.  Frcslunan  Year,  Second  Scui- 
ester — A  review  of  six  weeks  is  given  to  the  Theory  of  Exponents, 
Calculus  of  radicals  and  Quadratic  Equations.  The  remainder  of 
the  term  is  devoted  to  Infinitesimal  rVnalysis,  Higher  Equations, 
and  Interpretation  of  Equations.  [Four  hours  per  week.  Re- 
quired in  Classical  Course.] 

III.  (a)  Plane  AND  Spherical  Trigonometry.  (Wells.) 
Sophomore  Year,  First  Semester — In  Plane  Trigonometry  special 
attention  is  given  to  extending  the  definition  of  trigonometric 
functions  to  angles  of  all  magnitudes,  to  deducting  formulse  of  the 
functions  of  different  angles,  and  to  the  solution  of  the  plane  tri- 
angle in  determining  heights,  distances  and  areas.  Applications 
of  the  principles  of  Spherical  Trigonometry  are  made  to  problems 
relating  to  the  celestial  sphere.  [Four  hours  per  week.  Required 
in  Classical  Course.] 

(b)  Plane  Trigonometry.  Freshman  Year,  Seeond  Semes- 
ter—  [Four  hours  per  week.     Required  in  Eiterary  Course.] 

IV.  Analytical  Geometry  (Bowser) — The  work  con- 
sists of  investigations  of  the  various  properties  of  the  right  line, 
the  circle  and  the  conic  sections.  Numerous  problems  which  will 
require  original  thought  are  given  in  order  that  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  subject  may  be  gained.  [Four  hours  per  week 
one  semester.     Elective  for  students  who  have  had  I,  II,  III  a.] 

V.  Differential  Integral  Calculus  (Bowser") — This 
is  designed  for  the  students  who  wish  to  stud}^  the  Calculus 
simply  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline,  and  also  for  those  who 
may  have  occasion  to  apply  its  principles  to  the  solution  of  vari- 
ous problems  in  Astronom}-  and  ^Mechanics.  [Three  hours  per 
week  one  semester.  Elective  for  students  who  have  had  I,  II, 
III  a.,  IV.] 

Astronomy. 

I.  Descriptive  Astronomy — Required  in  Literary  Course. 

II.  General  Astronomy — The  work  is  an  elementary 
treatment  of  the  principal  departments  of  Astronomy  and  is  illus- 
trated b}'  the  examples  which  require  a  knowledge  of  Mathematics 
of  required  course.      [Elective.] 


Natural  and  Physical  Science. 

Botany.  Second  Semester — ^The  gross  and  histological 
structure  and  the  physiolog}^  of  plants  accompanied  by  laboratory 
work  and  exercises  in  plant  analj^sis.  [Four  hours  per  week. 
Freshman  elective.] 

II.  General  Chemistry.  First  Semester — Experimental 
chemistr^^  of  the  mettalloids.  Recitations  and  laboratory  work 
intended  to  familiarize  the  students  with  methods  of  scientific 
observation  and  reasoning. 

'Second  Semester — Chemistry  of  the  metals  and  qualitative 
analysis.  The  greater  part  of  the  time  is  devoted  to  laboratorj^ 
work,  and  the  student  is  expected  to  identif}^  a  series  of  unknown 
substances.      [Four  hours  per  week.     Required  in  both  courses.] 

III.  General  Biology.  First  Semester.  The  Biology  of 
the  lower  forms  of  life,  including  unicellular  organisms  and  types 
of  the  invertebrates,  algae,  mosses  and  ferns.  Each  type  is  ex- 
amined in  the  laboratory. 

■  Second  Semester — {a)  Anatoni}",  and  Physiology  of  Verte- 
brates. In  the  laboratory  the  frog,  as  a  typical  vertebrate,  will 
be  studied  as  exhaustively  as  possible,  while  other  forms  will  be 
illustrated  hj  demonstrations. 

(^)  Embr3'olog3^  of  the  Chick.  The  course  will  consist 
largely  of  the  microscopic  examination  of  specimens,  and  will  be 
supplemented  b}'-  a  few  lectures  on  the  theoretical  significance  of 
the  phenomena  observed. 

[Four  hours  per  week.     Required  in  the  Classical  Course.] 

IV.  Physics.  Mechanics,  with  a  preliminary  survey  of  the 
general  properties  of  matter.  A  knowledge  of  Trigonometry  is 
presupposed.  Eaboratory  work  in  connection  with  the  course 
consists  of  a  few  accurate  measurements  of  physical  quantities, 
with  special  attention  to  the  sources  of  error.  [Four  hours  per 
week  one  semester.     Senior  Elective.] 

V.  Theories  of  Modern  Science.  Eectures  and  collat- 
eral reading  on  the  fundamental  theories  of  natural  and  physical 
science,  including  the  atomic  and  Darwinian  theories,  etc.     The 
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nature  of  the  evidence  on  which  these  theories  are  held  will  be 
discussed  and  special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  exact  definition 
of  terms  in  common  use.  [Two  hours  per  week  one  semester. 
Senior  Elective.]

History. 

I.  Private  and  Political  Antiquities  of  the  Greeks 
AND  Romans. — This  course  treats  of  the  environment  of  ancient 
Greek  and  Roman  life,  its  usages  and  occupations,  its  ideas  and 
institutions.  [Three  periods  per  week,  one  3-ear.  Freshman 
Elective.] 

II.  History  of  the  Middle  Ages. — First  Semester. — The 
object  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  general  surve}'  of  the  political, 
social  and  ecclesiastical  hi.story  of  Europe  from  Augustus  to 
Charlemagne.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  causes  of  the 
fall  of  Rome,  the  Barbarians  and  the  development  of  the  Church. 
The  work  of  the  department  is  conducted  by  means  of  text  books, 
topical  outlines,  essays  and  lectures.  Independent  library  work 
required.    [Three  hours  per  week.   Required  in  Literary  Course.] 

Seco)id  Semester. — Medl-eval  History  from  Charlemagne 
to  the  Fall  of  Constantinople. — In  this  course  particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  dominating  influence  of  the  Church, 
feudalism,  formation  of  the  European  States,  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  the  Crusades,  Work  is  conducted  as  in  first  sem- 
ester.     [Three  hours  per  week.     Required  in  Literar}-  Course.] 
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III.  Modern  History. — Fii-st  Semester. — This  course  is  a 
special  studj^  of  the  political  and  religious  history  of  Europe  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  to  the  French  Revolution.

The  laboratorj^  methods  used  in  every  department  of  study 
are  supplied  b}'  a  librar}'  with  carefully  selected  authors  to  meet 
the  work  of  the  separate  course, — cabinets  of  photographs  and 
models  for  the  criticism,  chemical,  pliN'sical  and  biological  appar- 
atus for  scientific  research. 

Additions  to  apparatus  are  continually  made  in  order  to  in- 
vestigate the  latest  problems  of  science. 

Carnegie  Hall,  which  is  within  a  comparatively  short  dis- 
tance from  the  college  buildings,  is  the  center  for  the  best  lec- 
tures and  the  art  exhibits  of  the  city,  hence  the  work  of  regular 
class  instruction  and  lectures  is  frequently  supplemented  by  the 
-opportunities  offered  through  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift.

Course  of  Study  in  Voice  Culture. 

The  instruction  in  vocal  music  consists  of  half  hour  private 
lessons,  and  class  drills  in  which  all  voice  pupils  are  expected  to 
take  part. 

The  Italian  method  of  voice  building  is  used,  special  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  correct  breathing  and  use  of  breath  in  placing 
tones,  proper  use  of  the  voice  in  embellishments  of  all  kinds, 
phrasing,  and  clear  enunciation. 

Marchesi's  "Art  of  Singing"  is  assigned  for  technical  work, 
in  connection  with  "Vocalizes"  by  Marchesi,  Abt,  Concone, 
lyUetgen  and  other  prominent  composers,  as  the  advancement  of 
the  student  and  the  special  needs  of  the  individual  voice  require. 

Beginning  with  simple  songs  and  ballads,  the  advancement 
ns  carried  on  by  means  of  more  difficult  songs  in  both  English  and 
Italian  languages;  a  repertoire  is  built  up  of  advanced  work  in 
Church,  Concert,  Oratorio  and  Operatic  Music,  as  the  abilit}-  of 
the  student  justifies. 

The  length  of  the  course  depends  on  the  ability  and  industry 
>of  the  student.

A  large  well  lighted  studio  is  supplied  with  the  best  models 
and  casts. 


The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  department  has  for 
its  object  the  S3'stematic  training  in  the  practice  of  art.  The 
pupils  do  daily  work  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  in- 
structor. 

The  earlier  work  is  in  charcoal  from  casts  and  still  life  with 
the  object  of  developing  a  feeling  for  form  and  the  laws  of  light, 
shade,  color  and  perspective.  More  advanced  work  is  done  in  oil 
and  water-color  painting  from  still  life  and  nature. 

E^'ery  alternate  week  a  model  poses  in  costume  and  the 
students  sufficiently  advanced  sketch  from  life. 

Xo  definite  time  is  fixed  for  completing  the  art  course,  as 
progress  must  vary  according  to  the  individual  effort  and  ability, 
and  advancement  is  gauged  thereby. 

The  methods  emplo5^ed  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the 
most  advanced  schools  of  art,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  drawing  is  taught. 

During  the  spring  and  autumn,  classes  are  formed  for  out- 
door sketching.
